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To  the  READ  E  R. 

T  cannot  but  give  Satisfaction 
to  every  Practitioner,  whofe  Mind 
is  not  influenced  by  mere  Mode 
and  Cuftom,  but  who  honeftly 
confults  the  Honour  of  his  Profeffion,  and 
the  Promotion  of  found  rational  Phyfic,  to 
obferve  that  free  Spirit  of  Enquiry,  which 
has,  of  late  Years,  revived  among  the  Profef- 
fors  of  the  different  Branches  of  the  Art,  to 
the  no  fmall  Improvement  of  the  Science  :  And 
to  find,  that  plain  Obfervation  and  common 
Senfe  have,  at  length,  taken  Place  of  the 
Fictions  of  Hypothefes,  which  unhappily 
bewildered  and  milled  the  Practitioners  of 
the  laft  Century,  Sydenham  and  a  few  others 
excepted. 

Since  his  Time,  indeed,  the  Art  of  Heal¬ 
ing  has  received  many  additional  Improve¬ 
ments

ments  from  Men  eminent  in  their  Profeffion. 
Among  theie  Boerbave,  who  pays  the  higheft 
»  Honour  to  Sydenham's  Name,  will  he  allowed 
to  hold  the  hr  Pc  Kank,  his  Works  compre¬ 
hending  every  Branch  of  the  Science,  fo  that 
one  could  fcarcely  have  thought  that  the  Art 
could  have  admitted  of  much  farther  Im- 
provement. 

Nevertheless,  many  noble  Lights 
have  been  thrown  in  upon  the  Science  by 
other  diligent  Enquirers,  and  praSlical  Know¬ 
ledge  has  been,  in  general,  the  favourite  Gb- 
jedt  of  their  Difquifitions. 

With  what  an  excellent  View  did  not 
the  Edinburg  medical  Society  put  forth  their 
Obfervations,  and  how  much  is  it  not  to  be 
lamented  that  the  Spirit,  which  fet  the  De- 
f  gn  on  Foot,  was  no  longer  kept  up  ?  How 
improving  are  the  Obfervationes  de  Aere  & 
morbls  Epidemicis ,  with  which  the  ingenious 
and  indefatigable  obferver,  Dr.  Huxham  has 
obliged  the  Public  ?  What  excellent  Infrac¬ 
tion  do  nOf.  tile  Obxei  vations  of  Le Dran  afford 
us— Thofe  of  Dr.  Pringle  on  the  Difeafes  of 
the  Army— Mr.  Cleghorn  on  thofe  of  Mi- 
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norca — The  late  chirurgical  Cafes  of  Mr. 
Warner  of  Guy’s  Hofpital,  the  Obfervations 
of  the  learned  Heifier  lately  publifhed,  not 
omitting  Dr.  Fothergil’ s  Effay  on  the  epide¬ 
mic  fore  Throat  of  fome  Years  pad:,  with 
many  others  too  tedious  here  to  enume¬ 
rate,  all  tending  to  promote  praSiical  Know¬ 
ledge. 

Among  the  reft,  the  prefent  Collec¬ 
tion  of  Cafes  may  fairly  put  in  for  their 
Share  of  Merit — They  are  moft  of  them 
extraordinary ;  the  Difeafes  treated  of  well 
defcribed ;  and  the  Method  of  Cure  ju- 
dicioufly  adapted :  And  what  adds  much 
to  their  Utility,  the  Author  has  all  along 
interfperfed,  with  his  Narration,  the  Reafons 
which  induced  him  to  praftife  according  to 
this  or  that  Method,  rather  than  any  other. 
Thus  the  Reader  is  not  only  furnifhed  with 
fuch  a  Defcription  of  the  Difeafe,  as  renders 
its  diftinguifhing  Chara&ers  familiar  to  him, 
but  he  is  alfo  inftru&ed  in  the  fcientiiic.

I  have  praBifed  Phyfic  in 
this  City ,  the  nine  Years  in 
which  I  have  attended  the  Charite 
jince  my  Appointment  thereto  as 
Phyfician,  have  been  fpent  with  the 
great  eft  U. tility  and  Satisfaction  to  my- 
felf ;  for  when  we  delight  in  the  Science 
of  Phyfc ,  no  Employment  can  be  more 
agreeable ,  or  tends  more  to  our  Im¬ 
provement,  than  a  confant  Attendance 
upon  a  Number  of  Patients ,  of  which 
there  is  no  want  here ,  as  the  difeafed 
Poor  of  this  great  and  populous  City 
are  received  without  DiflinEtion,  agree- 

A  2  able 
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able  to  the  Intention  of  the  Founder , 
his  late  Majefy ,  of  bleffed  Memory. 
‘Their  Number  in  the  Hof  pit  al  is  con- 
ftantly  Several  hundred,  of  courfe  many 
Extraordinary  Cafes  in  Phyfc  and 
Surgery  rnufl  occur  among  fo  many 
Patients.- 

Every  Member  of  Society  is  under 
a  natural  Obligation  to  apply  his  Know - 
ledge  and  Abilities  to  the  Be?teft  of 
Mankind :  This  was  the  Motive  which 
induced  me  to  pubiifo  the  prefent  Col¬ 
lection  of  Cafes ,  It  may  be  ajhed  why 
they  did  not  appear  fooner  f  1  freely 
confefs  the  want  of  fuffcient  Expe¬ 
rience  deterred-  me.  For  Phyfc ,  in 
all  its  Parts  collectively ,  is  a  Science  fo 
extenfve ,  that  when  we  have  ever  fo 
perfectly ,  by  Study,  attained  the  Theory 
of  the  Art ,  fo  highly  necejjary  to  us, 
we  yet,  for  the  mof  Part,  do  not  arrive 
to  any  rational  Methods  of  Healing, 

•  until  we  have  ourf elves  thoroughly  con- 
fdered  the  Science,  and  have  had  a  com¬ 
petent  Experience.  We  are  frequently 

obliged 
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obliged  in  many  Cajes  to  make  the  Way , 
and  form  a  Plan  ourfelves  ;  by  which 
we  may  afterwards  treat  the  like  Dip- 
orders.  For  though  the  Foundation  be 
laid  in  Iheory ,  it  is  Practice  which  muft 
determine  the  Method  whereby  to  attain 
our  End)  the  Cure  of  the  Patient. 

Every  Practitioner  who  feels  for 
his  Patient ,  muft  allow  that  this  is 
the  mofl  difficult  Tafk,  and  requires 
great  CircumfpeCtion.  I  have  frequent - 
ly  reflected  upon  thefe  “Things,  and  have 
wondered ,  how  it  Jhould  happen  that 
there  fhoidd  always  be  found  Perfonsto 
exercife  this  melancholy  Profelflon  through 
their  whole  Lives.  I  call  it  melancho¬ 
ly,  becaufe  it  conftantly  remains .  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Miferies  of  Mankind , 
and  has  for  its  daily  ObjeCt,  the  Sighs 
and  Groans  of  our  fellow  Creatures. 
Human  Fortitude  alone  coidd  not  be 
fujflcient,  as  it  frequently  is  not ,  if  the 
PraChce  of  Phyfic  had  not  alfoits  Sweets. 
For,  what  can  be  more  excellent,  or 
what  can  more  pleaflngly  affeCi  a  ge- 

A  3  nerous 
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nerous  Mind ,  than  to  have  it  in  out" 
Power  to  footh  the  Pains  of  the  W retch - 
edy  and  to  reflore  to  Rafe  and  Chear- 
fulnefsy  a  Mind  fad  and  dejected  by 
long  continued  Difeafes. 

He  to  whom  thefe  AffeElions  are  un- 
knowrty  mufi  be  Jfvoid  of  Humanity  ; 
at  leaf  fuch  a  P  erf  on  would  be  unfit  to 
attend  an  Hofpital ;  a  Place  where  we 
can  aEi  from  no  other  Motive ,  and 
where  but  for  thisy  we  can  receive  but 
little  Pleafure : 

But  were  I  to  indulge  thefe  Thoughts 
I  fhould  be  too  prolix ;  I  therefore  con¬ 
fine  myfelf  to  what  concerns  this  Collec¬ 
tion.  Mofi  of  the  Cafes  inferted  oc¬ 
curred  in  the  Chaeit e  as  will  be 
feen  in  the  following  Pages.  I  have  al- 
fo  inferted  fame  others  which  appeared 
worthy  of  Notice ;  Time  and  other  Cir- 
cumfances  would  not  permit  me  to  infert 
a  greater  Number  in  this  ColleEhony 
though  I  have  many  which  I  fall  gra¬ 
dually  communicate.  I  have  obferved 
no  Order ,  but  have  given  one  after  the 
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oth/i  thofe  Cafes  which  appeared  in 
fo^e  meafure  analogous .  Ihe  Rea  fan 

rjhjy,  in  thofe  Cafes  where  the  Diforder 
proceeds  from  the fame  Caufe ,  the  Reader 
finds  fame  difference  in  the  Method  of 
Cure  isj  becaufe  I  think  it  impoffible 
conflahtly  to  cure  the  fame  Diforder , 
though  of  the  fame  Genus ,  by  one  and 
the  fame  Method.  Ihofe ,  who  will  ap¬ 
ply  themf elves ,  with  due  Care  and  At¬ 
tention ,  to  examine  the  particular  Cir - 
cum  fiances  in  Difeafes ,  will  find ,  that 
there  is  continually  an  effential  Diffe¬ 
rence. ,  which  demands  a  different  'Treat¬ 
ment  ;  for  Medicines  never  aSl  abfo- 
lately  upon  the  human  Subject-  but  re¬ 
latively ,  or  which  is  the  fame  Things  they 
aSl ,  according  to  the  different  Tenfity 
of  the  Solids ,  and  according  to  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Qualities  of  the  Fluids  :  And 
hence ,  it  arifes ,  that  the  FffeSi  of  Me¬ 
dicines  is  fo  unequal ;  it  is  there¬ 
fore ,  I  ejleem  it  as  the  highejl  De¬ 
gree  of  Perfections  in  the  Art  of 
Phyftc.  to  be  able  to  eflhnate  well  the 
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-juft  Proportion  between  the  Degj\  0f 
the  Difiemper ,  or  the  Deviation  jnm 
■the  natural  healthful  State ,  and  be¬ 
tween  the  Medicine ,  exhibited  in  order 
to  change  this  preternatural  State.  It 
■is  therefore  a  mere  Boaf  in  any  one  to 
pretend  to  have  a  Remedy ,  which  cer¬ 
tainly  and  indifcriminatdy  cures  all 
Difeafes  of  the  fame  Genus.  ‘To  evince 
this, — -it  is,  for  infiance,  known  from 
Experience,  and  is  incontefiable ,  that 
•Opium  has  the  Power  of  ajfwaging  P  ain ; 
but,  what  Phyfician  would  judge  fo  er- 
roneoufiy,  as  to  infifi,  from  thence,  that 
Opium  may  be  adminiftered  in  all  pain¬ 
ful  Difeafe,  without  Difiinchon  f 

How  many  Difeajes  are  there  not 
■which  in  their  natural  Courfe  are  ac¬ 
companied  with  violent  Pains ,  pecu¬ 
liar  to  them ,  which  if  attempted  to  be 
relieved  by  Opium,  the  Patient’s  Life 
would  be  endangered,  the  Diforder  not 
cured,  but  Nature  be  difturbed  in  her 
Operations ,  and  the  Complaints  rendered 
obfcure  ? 

This 
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’This  may  be  exemplified  again  from 
the  EffeEls  of  the  Cortex  Peruvianus. 
This  Bark  cures  intermittent  Fevers , 
and  may  be  regarded  as  a  Specific,  but 
who  would  order  the  Bark,  when  the  ob¬ 
vious  Indications  are  wanting ,  that 
Jhould  lead  us  to  conclude  that  the  Ob- 
firuElions  in  the  finall  Veffels,  which 
are  fo  frequently  the  Caufe  of  Fevers, 
are  refolved,  and  the  offending  Hu¬ 
mours  expelled  from  the  Habit  P  This 
not  regarded,  and  a  contrary  Method 
purfued,  the  greatefi  Injury  is  fre¬ 
quently  done  to  the  Conftitution,  as  I 
have  had  the  Opportunity  of  obferving 
m  nearly  two  thirds  of  thofe  Patients 
received  into  the  Hofpital,  labouring 
under  chronical  Dif orders,  which  fuc- 
ceeded  Fevers  ill  cured.  We  meet 
with  Confumptions ,  glandular  Obfir ac¬ 
tions,  Dropfies ,  a  trembling  of  the 
Limbs,  Epilepfies,  Arthritides ,  the 
Caufes  of  which  different  Effects  have 
arijen  from  the  different  Gaufes  of  Fe¬ 
vers,  and  their  having-  been  treated  in 

the 
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the  fame  Manner  with  the  Cortex 
Peruviamis  ;  whereas  on  the  contrary , 
a  different  Method  fhould  have  been 
purfued for  each ,  or,  at  leaf,  the  'Treat¬ 
ment  fhould  have  been  properly  adapted 
to  the  different  Circumf  ances.  There¬ 
fore )  when  I  fay  in  the  following  Cafes , 
that  this  Method  has  proved  beneficial 
under  this  or  that  Circumfiance,  I 


would  not  be  under Jlood  to  mean  that 
thefe  Methods  are  infallible  with¬ 
out  any  farther  Deliberation  :  If  the 
BffeEl  is  to  be  produced ,  the  Admini - 
firation ,  the  Proportion ,  and  the  Time 
to  ufe  a  Remedy,  mufi  be  obferved ,  and 
properly  adapted  to  the  State  of  the 
Difeafe ,  otherwife  an  Impoffibility  is 
defined.  What  Phyfician  in  general 
is  capable  of  determining  all  the  Caufes 
of  thofe  Diforders ,  which  ajfeSl  the  fine 
Veffels  of  the  Brain  fo  infer ut able  to 
us?  If  therefore  we  cannot  do  this , 
how  jhall  we  be  able  to  form  any  Plan 
to  remedy  the  Changes  made  therein  ? 
ties ,  and  the  Difficulty  of  their 

Cure 
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Cure  in  every  Species  of  them ,  evinces 
the  abovementioMd  Obfervation  beyond 
all  doubt ;  and  in  confumptive  Perfons 
likswife^  we  fhould  go  too  far  to  expeCi 
the  Cure  of  all  of  them  without  Ex¬ 
ception.  I  have  obferved  in  many  Sub¬ 
jects ,  that  I  have  diffeCted  ?nany  in¬ 
vincible  Reafons  why  their  Cure  was 
impracticable.  In  melancholic  Diforders 
the  Cafe  is  the  fame  :  I  have  found ,  by 
DiffeCtions ,  that  many  were  incurable 
from  fome  Change  in  the  Structure  of 
the  Brain  and  other  Parts.  IVhoever 
therefore  wifhes  for  the  fame  Event  y 
muff  reafonably  premife  the  fame  Data, 
under  which  the  Remedies  cited  had  the 
Effects  mentioned . 

In  this  fmall  Collection  I  have  in - 
ferted feveralChirurgical Cafes .  I  could 
have  communicated  more ,  but  refer  the 
Reader  to  my  former  Rxcufe.  Thofe 
contained  I  have  treated  according  to 
my  own  Planr  in  the  Abfence  of  my 
worthy  Friend  and  Colleague  Profejfor 
Pallas,  Surgeon  to  the  Charite^  and

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it  is  with  his  Confent  that  I  have  infer  ted 

them.  .  ♦ 

The  Friendfip  and  Connexion  be¬ 
tween  us ,  have  all  along  induced  us 
jointly  to  exert  ourf elves ,  with  the  great  eft 
Zeal ,  for  the  good  of  the  Sick.,  and  for 
the  Improvement  of  Phyfc  and  Sur¬ 
gery  ;  and  hence  no  Jealoufies  ever 
arofe  between  us,  whenever,  as  by  my 
InftruElions  I  was  impowered,  I  un¬ 
dertook  the  Cure  of  external  Diforders. 

It  is  my  fincere  W if  that  thefe  my 
Endeavours  may  anfwer  the  true  End 
of  my  Intentions  in  the  Publication ; 
viz.  the  good  of  Mankind.

YOUNG  Gentleman  twenty  one 
Years  of  Age,  without  having 
ufed  any  violent  Exercife,  was 
feized  in  December  1748,  with  a 
profufe  difcharge  of  Blood  from  the  Lungs . 
in  ftrong  Fits  of  coughing;/  he  was  of  a 
Plethoric  Habit,  as  his  Pulfe  denoted,  which 
was  quick,  full,  and  hard ;  his  Cheft  was 
fiat  and  narrow,  and  hew^Ss.  very  much 
emaciated.  He  had  been  blooded  once,  but 
complained  {till  of  an  uncommon  Oppref- 

B  fioo 
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fton  about  the  Praecordia  which  rendered 

Refpiration  extremely  difficult. 

I  ordered  Venaefedtion  to  be  again  re¬ 
peated,  to  fifteen  or  fixteen  Ounces,  and  pre- 
fcribed  attemperantDraughts  with  the  Lapides 
Cancrorum,  Jitccus  Cttrt,  and  Nitre.  His 

Blood  was  of  a  natural  Confidence  and  Flu¬ 
idity:  The  next  Morning,  the  Difcharge 
having  continued  as  much  as  ever,  I  order¬ 
ed  him  to  lofe  the  fame  Quantity  of  Blood, 
and  directed  him  to  take  fome  cooling  Pow¬ 
ders  every  two  Hours ;  notwithdanding,  in 
the  Evening  I  found  his  Pulfe  as  full  as  on 
the  firft  Day,  the  Oppreffion  upon  his  Lungs 
continued,  and  there  was  no  Abatement  of 
the  Difcharge.  I  therefore  ordered  Venae- 
fedtion  to  be  again  repeated  to  fixteen  Ounces. 
After  this JEvacuation,  I  flattered  myfelf  that 
the  Commotion  of  the  Blood  would  abate, 
and  the  Pulfe  become  quiet,  but  as  the 
Symptoms  continued  the  fame,  I  bled  him 
again  the  fame  Evening;  the  next  Day  he 
was  blooded  twice,  but  without  any  Relief,  the 
Blood  dill  continuing  to  be  difcharged  in  fo 
large  a  Quantity,  and  with  fuch  Violence, 
that  I  was  apprehenfive  he  would  expire 
every  Indant. — I  ordered  him  Anodynes,  and 

Emulfions 
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Emulfions  with  Poppy  Seed  and  Nitre,  and 
at  length  Opiates  in  pretty  large  Dofes;  after 
which,  the  Difcharge  abated  confiderably, 
returning  not  above  once  a  Day :  But  this 
Abatement  did  not  continue  long,  for  two 
Days  afterwards  it  returned  again  with  the 
fame  Violence':  He  was  blooded  twice  this  Day 
and  the  Opiates  were  repeated.  I  now  was 
obliged  to  bleed  him  conftantly  every  fecond 
or  third  Day,  as  the  great  Oppreffion  he 
had  all  along  complained  of,  and  the  Pro- 
fufenefs  of  the  Difcharge  indicated*  But 
to  prevent  an  Ulceration,  by  fupporting  a 
copious  Expedtoration,  I  diredted  him  to 
ufe  Infufions  of  the  Species  PeBorales ,  with 
Rad.  Sarfa^  aril,  Chinee ,  Fcenicul ,  Cichorei ,  with 
the  Syrup  Altheee  &  Jujubarum .  I  forbad 
ftrong  Nutrients,  and  ordered  him  to  drink 
Water  only,  which  was  the  eafier  complied 
with,  as  he  never  had  any  Inclination  to 
Wine.  His  Diet  was  Gruels,  with  Bread  or 
Bifcuits,  which  I  forbad  him  to  take  hot* 
a  Prohibition  he  had  obferved  from  the 
beginnings  and  continued  the  Ufe  of  the 
cooling  Powders.  By  thefe  Means  the  Dif¬ 
charge  again  abated,  and  only  fome  few 
Streaks  of  Blood  were  perceived  in  the  Mat-

ter  he  expedtorated,  and  which  almoft  in- 
tirely  difappeared  upon  Vensefedion  being 
repeated.  Notwithftanding,  his  Pulfe  ftill 
remained  full,  though  the  Difference  was 
great,  compared  to  the  Fulnefs  at  the  Be¬ 
ginning  of  his  Illnefs. 

'This  Patient  had  been  blooded  in  large 
Quantities  thirty  three  Times  in  three  Months 
part,  and  in  the  prefent  State  of  his  Diforder,  it 
was  extremely  difficult  to  know  what  Courfe 
to  take:  For  his  Pulfe  was.  very  quick  the 
whole  Day — -in  the  Afternoon,  he  was  in¬ 
vaded  with  Shiverings,  fucceeded  by  Heat, 
which  was  moderated,  in  theNight,  by  Sweat; 
he  coughed  violently,  ana.  tne  Matter  he 
expedorated  was  purulent,  and  of  a  difa- 
greeable  Tafte.  His  Body  waded  vifibly, 
and  his  Breathing  was  fo  ffiort,  that  he  was 
obliged  to  fit  up  in  Bed,  and  when  he  rofe 
up,  upon  the  lead:  Motion,  he  loft  his  Breath. 
What  was  to  be  done  in  this  Cafe  ?  He 
\yas  tired  with  taking  of  Medicines.  Some 
may  wonder  why  a  Milk  Diet  was  not  pre- 
fcribed,  which  in  fuch  Cafes,  as  Experience 
has  confirmed,  has  been  of  great  Service; 
but  as  he  ever  had  an  Averfion  to  Milk,  it 

could  not  be  advifed  him :  I  recommended 
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feveral  Remedies,  but  he  had  no  Inclination 
to  give  any  of  them  the  Trial.  As  I  was  very 
defirous  to  relieve  him,  my  Mind  was  wholly 
taken  up  in  meditating  in  what  Manner  I 
might  affift  him.  At  length,  I  happened  to 
think  of  Cucumbers,  and  judged  that  they 
might  anfwer  the  defired  End,  as  they  confift 
of  a  great  Portion  of  a  fubtile,  well  prepared, 
aqueous,  cooling  Fluid,  containing  but  a 
fmall  Quantity  of  earthy  Matter ;  from  their 
Ufe,  therefore,  I  hoped  that  the  Heat  might 
be  mitigated,  the  Blood  gradually  freed  of 
the  abforbed  acrimonious  Matter  ;  and,  thus 
purified,  that  the  Ulceration  might  be  healed 
without  Balfamics.  I  accordingly  propofed  the 
eating  of  this  Fruit  to  him,  to  which  he  readily 
confented.  I  did  not  confine  him  to  any  Num¬ 
ber,  but  fuffered  him  to  eat  as  many  as 
he  chofe,  without  any  other  Preparation  than 
peeling  them ;  and  he  took  down  no  other 
Aliment,  except  a  few  Bifcuits,  and  for  or¬ 
dinary  Drink  I  direded  him  to  ufe  Water. 

About  a  Week  afterwards  I  vifited  him 
again,  and  found  him  remarkably  mended  * 
the  Heat  was  greatly  abated,  and  the  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Matter  he  expedorated  was  dimi-

niflied,  and  was  not  fo  much  difcoloured 
as  before. 

As  I  found  him  ftronger,  I  defired  him 
to  take  fome  gentle  Exercife  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  in  a  Coach  in  fine  Weather,  for  it  was  now 
April :  By  which  Means  he  recovered  his 
natural  Vivacity;  and  continuing  the  fame 
Regimen  fix  Weeks  longer,  every  Circum- 
ftance  was  fo  changed  for  the  better,  that  he 
could  breath  without  any  great  Difficulty 
when  he  walked  abroad.  The  Matter  ex¬ 
pectorated  was  but  in  a  very  ftnall  Quanti¬ 
ty,  and  that  chiefly  in  the  Morning,  and  the 
Fever  had  quite  left  him. 

He  was  now  defirous  to  return  into  the 
Country,  and  which  indeed  I  advifed  him 
to,  but  directed  him  to  continue  the  Cu¬ 
cumbers,  and  allowed  him  to  eat  other  Ali¬ 
ment*  but  warned  him  againft  ftrong  Food, 
which  might  occafion  a  Relapfe,  and  di¬ 
rected  him  to  drink  a  Bottle  of  Selter  Water 
every  Day,  when  he  grew  tired  of  the  Cu¬ 
cumbers,  and  to  bleed  regularly  once  every 
Month  for  a  Year,  which  Directions  he  ftriCtly 
obferved.  His  Diftemper  was  hereby  perfectly 
healed,  and  he  is  ftill  living,  in  perfect

Healthj  but  repeats  Vensefedtion  five  or  fix 
times  a  Year. 


CASE  II. 


Of  a  Confumption  fucceeding  a  Peripneumony. 

A  YOUNG  Man  twenty  four  Years  of  Age, 
^  of  a  Plethoric  Habit  of  Body,  was  feized 
in  March  with  an  Inflammation  of  the 
Lungs,  accompanied  with  great  Oppreffion, 
and  a  bloody  Expectoration.  This  Diforder 
invaded  him  upon  cooling  himfelf  fuddenly 
after  violent  Exercife.  The  Perfon  whom 
he  firft  applied  to,  had  blooded  him,  and  given 
him  of  Stahl’s  Ejfentia  Alexipharmaca  fixty 
Drops  three  times  a  Day,  but  this  afforded 
him  no  Relief ;  a  violent  Pain  in  his  right 
Side  fucceeded.  I  was  called  to  him  on  the 
tenth  Day  of  his  Illnefs,  when  I  found  that 
the  Pain  in  his  Side  had  almoft  left  him, 
but  a  dry  Cough  tormented  him  Night  and 
Day,  his  Tongue  was  parched  and  he  was 
a  little  delirious,  but  the  molt  troublcfome 
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Symptom  to  him  was  a  great  Anxiety,  and 
an  Qppreflion  about  the  P'rsecordia  which 
obliged  him  to  fit  up  eredt  in  his  Bed.  The 
VeiTels  of  his  Hands  and  Neck  were  very 
turgid,  his  Cheeks  red ;  his  Pulfe  was  fo ft, 
but  attended  with  a  Fever,  which  generally 
came  on  towards  Night,  invaded  with  a  Ri¬ 
gor,  continued  all  Night,  and  went  off,  after 
a  gentle  Diaphorejis ,  in  the  Morning. 

From  thefe  Symptoms  I  judged ,  that  the 
Inflammation  of  the  Lungs  ^vas  terminated 
in  Suppuration,  and  that  there  was  an  Abfcefs 
formed,  which  could  not  yet  break.  * 

The  Patient  himfelf,  and  other  Perfons 
about  him,  were  very  defirous  of  having  him 
blooded  again ;  which,  as  I  was  not  willing  to 
interrupt  the  Suppuration,  I  would  not  at  that 
time  permit ;  but  at  length,  as  they  prefied 
me  fo  much,  I  agreed  to  let  him  lofe  fix 
Ounces :  I  ordered  the  Species  Pe  El  or  ales  & 
Rmollienfes ,  compounded  of  Althea ,  Rad .  Irid 
Jhrenty  Glycyrrhizce ,  &c.  and  directed  him  to 
take  two  or  three  Tea-fpoons-full  of  a  Lindtus, 
compounded  of  Syrup  PeEloral  and  Ox¬ 
ime!  Scillet  da ,  in  the  Pedtoral  Tea,  as  warm 
as  he  could  bear :  My  Intention  herein  was 
to  increafe  the  Cough,  that  thereby  the  Im-? 

pofthume 
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pofthume  might  be  broke,  and  the  Difcharge 
promoted.  On  vifiting  him  the  next  Day, 
the  Oppreffion  was  greater  than  ever,  and  he 
feemed  to  be  expiring.  1  perfuaded  him 
notwithstanding  to  drink  of  the  Pedtoral  Tea, 
and  while  he  was  drinking  he  was  feized  with 
a  Fit  of  Coughing,  and,  fixing  his  arms  on 
each  Side  of  him,  difcharged  a  full  Pint  of 
Matter,  lo  fetid  that  we  could  not  flay  in 
the  Room,  till  it  was  fumed  with  aromatic 
Gums.  After  this  Difcharge  he  found 
himfelf  greatly  relieved,  both  as  to  his  Breath, 
and  the  Oppreffion  of  the  Pracordia.  His 
Cough  remained,  but  the  Difcharge  gradu¬ 
ally  leflened.  I  directed  him  to  continue  the 
Ufe  of  the  Pedtoral  Infufion  with  the  Syrups. 
The  following  Night  he  refted  pretty  well, 
though  now  and  then  difturbed  by  his  Cough. 
The  next  Day  he  was  much  the  fame,  ex¬ 
cept  that  his  Pulfe  was  quick  and  full  3  there¬ 
fore,  to  prevent  a  frefh  Inflammation  about 
the  Edges  of  the  Ulcer,  which  might  be¬ 
come  incurable,  I  directed  him  to  be  blooded 
to  twelve  Ounces,  and  ordered  him  fome  at- 
tpmperant  Powders,  with  a  Grain  of  Camphire 
in  each.  His  greateft  Complaint  now,  ex¬ 
cept  his  Cough,  was  a  difagreeable  Tafte  in 
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his  Mouth,  which  was  almoft  intolerable  to 
him  •,  and  created  in  him  a  Naufea  to  all 
Food  5  by  which,  with  the  Fever,  and  the 
Difcharge  from  the  Lungs,  he  became  much 
wafted,  to  which  the  profufe  Night  Sweats, 
he  now  had,  alfo  greatly  contributed* 

I  well  perceived,  that  to  cure  this  Pa¬ 
tient  the  Putrefcency  muft  neceffarily  be 
corrected*  I  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
Infufficiency  of  numberlefs  Remedies,  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  Cure  of  Diforders  of  theBreaft, 
moft  of  which  are  of  a  hot  Nature  ;  I  there¬ 
fore  determined  to  make  a  Trial  with  an  exter¬ 
nal  Application,  hoping  thereby  to  remove  this 
putrid  State  of  the  Lungs  :  For  this  Purpofe 
I  had  a  round  tin  Veffel  made,  big  enough  to 
contain  two  Quarts,  with  another  Piece,  to 
be  added  to  it,  made  like  the  Mouth-piece  of 
a  Speaking-trumpet  :  This  Veffel  I  directed 
to  be  filled  half-full  with  a  Decodlion  of 
Peftoral  Roots  and  Herbs,  adding  half  an 
Ounce  of  Oleum  cethereum  Terebinthina ,  and 
to  be  well  clofed,  and  put  into  a  Kettle  of 
hot  Water,  till  it  was  become  warm*  I  then 
directed  the  Patient  to  flop  his  Noftrils,  and 
breathe  only  with  his  Mopth,  applied  to  the 
additional  Part  of  the  Veffel,  now  opened,  as 
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long  as  he  could  well  bear  it  ;  and  this  he 
repeated  four  times  a  Day,  perfifting  in  the 
Ufe  of  the  fame  Medicines  as  before.  He 
had  not  done  this  above  two  Days  when  the 
difagreeabie  Tafte,  he  had  before  complained 
of,  went  entirely  off,  and  the  Matter  expec¬ 
torated,  which  before  had  been  putrid,  and  of 
a  green  and  yellow  Colour,  was  now  become 
white,  and  his  Appetite  returned  for  many 
Things,  which  would  have  proved  hurtful  to 
him;  I  therefore  ordered  him  to  live  only  upon 
a  Milk  Diet,  and  Bread  and  Butter;  and  forbad 
him  Meat,  and  Meat  Soups.  This  Regimen 
he  obferved  with  the  more  Eafe,  as  he  had 
always  been  a  Lover  of  Milk. 

•r 

I  directed  him  to  continue  to  infpire 
the  Vapour  from  the  Decodtion,  and,  inftead 
of  the  Lindtus,  I  now  directed  him  to  take 
Honey  pretty  freely. 

At  length,  when  the  Cough  was  more 
abated,  and  the  Expectoration  leflened,  I 
omitted  the  pedtoral  Tea,  and,  ordered  him 
to  drink  inftead  thereof  a  Decodtion  of  pec¬ 
toral  and  fubaftringent  Herbs,  mixed  with 
an  equal  Part  of  Milk ;  and  to  obferve  the 
Regimen  diredted  above.  When  he  had 
continued  thefe  Remedies  fix  Weeks,  he  be¬ 
gan 
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gan  to  recover  his  Flefh,  and  his  Cough 
troubled  him  only  a  little  in  the  Morning  $ 
and  even  then  the  Matter  expedtorated  was 
only  mucous,  and  not  purulent.  He  gradu¬ 
ally  entered  upon  his  accuftomed  manner  of 
Living,  retained  his  Health,  and  two  Years 
afterwards,  when  I  faw  him,  he  was  become 
corpulent. 

CASE  III. 

Of.  a  Confumption  fucceeding  an  Hemorrhage 
occasioned  by  a  Blow . 

A  YOUTH  about  feventeen  Years  of  Age 
-  *  was  received  into  the  Charite.  Upon 
Examination  he  faid,  that,  about  fix  Months 
pad,  his  Matter,  who  was  a  Shoemaker,  had 
beaten  him  5  and  that,  among  the  other  Blows, 
he  had  received  one  on  the  right  Side  of  his 
Bread:,  which  was  given  with  fuch  Violence 
that  the  Blood  was  forced  out  of  his  Nofe 
and  Mouth;  fince  which  he  had  laboured 
under  a  condant  Opprefiion  of  the  Cheft,  a 
dry  Cough,  and  continual  Stitches  in  the 

right 
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right  Side.  I  afked  him  if  he  had  not  been 
blooded  for  thefe  Complaints ;  to  wiiich  he 
replied  in  the  Negative ;  but  faid  he  had  taken 
feveral  Family  Remedies,  which  affording 
him  no  Relief,  he  was  now  brought  to  this 

Hofpital. 

He  now  expectorated  true  Pus  in  a  pretty 
large  Quantity  ;  his  Breathing  was  unufually 
{hort,  and  he  could  not  lie  on  his  left  Side  ; 
and  indeed  he  was  obliged  moftly  to  fit  up 
to  prevent  Suffocation  ;  the  Qppreflion  he  la¬ 
boured  under  being  the  moil  fevere  of  all  his 
Complaints.  He  had  a  confiderabie  Fever^ 
with  a  hard,  lmall,  but  quick  Puhe,  and  was 
already  quite  emaciated.  I  judged  from  all 
thefe  Symptoms,  that  his  Diforder  was  a  true 
Phthifis  Pulmonaiis,  fo  far  advanced  as  not  to 
admit  of  any  Cure:  However  I  prefcribed 
as  Palliatives  an  Infufion  of  Sarfaparilla,  with 
Milk  fweetened  with  pedtoral  Syrups,  which 
I  directed  him  to  take  every  Morning  and 
Afternoon  ;  and  at  Night  I  ordered  him  at- 
temperant  Powders ;  but  none  of  the  Symp¬ 
toms  were  mitigated  by  the  Ufe  of  thefe 
Remedies ;  on  the  contrary,  he  grew  daily 
worfe,  and  at  length,  the  Oppreffion  ftill  in- 
creafing,  he  died. 
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As  I  fufpedted  there  muft  be  fome  Abf- 
cefles  and  Indurations  of  the  Lungs,  I  was 
curious  to  examine,  and  therefore  had  him 
opened.  Upon  feparating  the  Sternum  after 
the  ufual  manner  from  the  Ribs,  a  large 
Quantity  of  a  thick  Fluid,  of  a  greyifh  Co¬ 
lour,  but  without  any  bad  Smell,  was  dis¬ 
charged  through  the  Opening,  on  the  right 
Side.  This  appeared  extraordinary.  After 
having  taken  the  Sternum  quite  away,  I  fearch- 
ed  for  the  right  Lobe  of  the  Lungs,  but  could 
find  nothing  but  this  thick  greyilh  Fluid,  with 
fmall  hard  Pieces  of  fomething,  I  could  not 
tell  what,  fulpended,  as  it  were,  in  it.  I 
waflied  them  with  clean  Water,  and  plainly 
difcovered  them  to  be  Pieces  of  the  Afpera 
Arteria ,  and  Bronchia .  This  raifed  my  Curi- 
ofity  to  examine  the  Part  with  greater  Care, 
and,  to  my  great  Surprize,  I  found  that  the 
right  Lobe  of  the  Lungs,  with  its  principal 
Branch  of  the  Afpera  Arteria  and  Bronchia* 
was  dilfolved  into  that  Sort  of  Chymus ,  or  thick 
greyifh  Subftance.  But  what  was  mofl  re¬ 
markable  was,  that  both  the  Arteria ,  as  well 
as  Vena  Pulmonalis ,  were  clofed  at  their  En¬ 
trance  into  the  right  Lobe,  and  had  confpicu- 
ous  Tubercles  obftrufting  them,  which  con- 

fequently 
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fequently  prevented  any  Haemorrhage.  The 
left  Lobe  appeared  to  be  pretty  found ;  but3 
upon  a  clofer  Examination,  I  found  many 
Ulcerations  communicating  with  the  Afpera 
Arteria ,  and  without  Doubt  the  Pus  he  ex¬ 
pectorated  came  from  them,  for  not  any  of 
the  Chymus  before-mentioned  could  pafs  into 
the  Afpera  Arteria . 


CASE  IV. 


Of  an  Ulceration  of  the  Lungs ,  fro?n  a  Gun - 

fhot  Wound . 

A  SOLDIER  belonging  to  the  Garrifon, 
about  forty  Years  of  Age,  of  a  lean  Ha¬ 
bit  of  Body,  had  been  guilty  of  fome  Mif- 
demeanor,  and  being  afraid  of  the  Punifh- 
ment  that  would  enfue,  refolved  to  deftroy 
himfelf  5  for  which  Purpofe  he  charged  his 
Mufket  with  a  Brace  of  Balls,  and  fixing  the 
Mouth  to  his  left  Bread:,  about  two  Inches 
above  his  Heart,  difeharged  his  Piece ;  the 
Balls  entered  at  the  Place  juft  mentioned, 
and  pa{Ted  out  through  the  left  Scapula  9 
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and  remained  in  the  Wall :  He  immediately 
fell  to  the  Ground,  and  a  great  Quantity  of 
Blood  flowed,  not  only  from  the  two  Wounds, 
but  alfo  from  the  Nofe  and  Mouth.  He  was 
brought  to  the  Hofpital  in  this  Condition. 
1  was  fent  for  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Regi¬ 
ment  :  We  found  the  Ribs  broken  to  Pieces, 
and  a  large  Wound  in  the  anterior  and  pofte- 
rior  Part  of  the  'Thorax :  Neverthelefs,  we 
agreed  to  dilate  the  anterior  Wound  a  little, 
to  give  a  free  Difcharge  to  the  extravafated 
Blood,  and  to  prevent  its  congealing  ;  and 
only  dreflfed  the  Wounds  as  ufual  with  dry 
Lint  ;  and  as  he  had  a  full  Pulfe,  we  took 
away  twelve  Ounces  of  Blood,  and  prefcribed 
for  him  attemperant  Draughts.  The  follow¬ 
ing  Night  he  was  not  only  very  reftlefs,  but 
before  the  Surgeon,  who  was  ordered  to  at¬ 
tend  all  Night,  was  aware,  he  tore  off  the 
Bandage,  and  in  the  greateft  Fury  forced  his 
Fingers  into  the  Wound,  and  raked  about 
with  them  to  put  an  End  to  his  Life ;  but 
was  prevented  by  the  Surgeon,  and  other  Al- 
fiftants,  and  dreffed  again,  though  it  was  with 
Difficulty  that  the  Bleeding  caufed  by  this 
Violence  was  flopped.  As,  on  this  Account, 
and  from  the  Nature  of  the  Wound  itfelf, 

we 
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we  had  reafon  to  expedt  a  violent  Inflamma¬ 
tion  would  enfue,  accompanied  with  a  fymp- 
tomatic  Fever,  which  would  evidently  en¬ 
danger  his  Life  ;  it  w'as  my  Opinion  to  bleed 
him  often,  not  only  to  prevent  the  Inflam¬ 
mation,  for  with  fuch  Wounds  the  Patient 
commonly  dies,  either  from  the  Lofs  of  Blood, 
or  the  great  Inflammation,  but  alfo,  by  re¬ 
ducing  his  Strength,  to  prevent  his  making 
the  like  rafli  Attempt  again.  Accordingly 
he  was  blooded  eight  Times  in  the  firft  five 
Days;  by  which  Method  both  Intentions  were 
anfwered,  and  he  became  as  gentle  and  quiet 
as  a  Lamb,  and  fuffered  us  to  do  with  him 
what  we  thought  proper,  without  refilling  ; 
though  before  he  behaved  like  a  Madman, 
whenever  he  was  drefled. 

The  Wound-fever  now  came  on,  which,' 
as  is  well  known,  always  enfues,  and  with¬ 
out  which  no  Suppuration  can  be  procured  \ 
but  it  was  moderate,  fo  that  not  only  a  pro¬ 
per,  thick,  well-digefled  Pus  was  difcharged 
by  the  external  Wounds,  but  alfo  the  like 
Matter  came  from  the  Lungs  in  coughing, 
which  greatly  alleviated  him,  and  he  could 
fometimes  deep,  though  but  for  about  half 
an  Hoiir  at  a  Time.  The  fixth  Day,  when 

C  I  vifited 
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I  vifited  him  in  the  Morning,  the  Surgeon 
who  had  watched  by  him  that  Night,  in¬ 
formed  me,  that  he  had  had  frequent  and 
long  Fits  of  Coughing,  and  expectorated 
fome  Subftances  which  he  thought  were 
Pieces  of  the  Lungs.  On  hearing  this  I  was 
induced  to  examine  them,  as,  after  fo  large 
a  Wound,  it  was  not  improbable  that  Pieces, 
of  the  Lungs  themfelves  might  be  feparated 
by  the  Suppuration.  I  obferved  a  dark-co¬ 
loured  Subftance  in  the  Matter,  which  I  put 
into  a  Bafon  of  Water,  the  better  to  difco- 
ver  what  it  was,  and  found  it  to  be  Paper, 
that,  without  Doubt,  which  he  had  ufed  in 
wadding  down  the  Charge  of  his  Piece,  and 
which  had  remained  in  the  Wound,  and 
was  now  foftened  and  loofened  by  the  Sup¬ 
puration.  This  Expectoration  of  Paper  con¬ 
tinued  about  five  or  fix  Days.  This  Circum- 
ftance,  and  indeed  the  general  Neceflity  of 
fupporting  an  Expectoration,  required  the 
Continuation  of  Species  PeBorales ,  ex  Sarfapa - 
rtllay  Polypody  Liquirit ,  Sent.  Anis ,  Herb  Vero- 
me,  &c.  which  he  took  every  Morning  with 
Milk,  obferving  a  ftriCt  Regimen  as  to  Diet, 
and  drinking  for  ordinary  Drink  the  above*- 
mentioned  DecoCtion,  Spring-water,  and 

Water- 
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Water-gruel,  and  now  and  then  taking  fome 
cooling  Powders  when  the  Fever  ran  too 
high  ;  for  he  had  not  been  the  whole  Time 
without  fome  Fever  in  the  Evening.  The 
Wounds  mended  daily,  and  were  difpofed 
to  heal.  The  Difcharge  from  the  Wounds, 
and  by  Expeftoration,  was  diminifhed ;  the 
Fever  abated ;  his  Strength  increafed ;  he  re- 
covered  his  Appetite  ;  and  the  Defire  of  Life 
returned.  In  eight  Weeks  he  was  perfectly 
healed.  After  which  he  ran  the  Gantlope 
thirty  Times,  and  did  Duty  as  before.  Nei¬ 
ther  was  he  invaded  with  the  leaft  Oppreffion 
or  Affedtion  of  his  Lungs,  but  has  remained 
perfectly  well  to  this  Day,  though  it  is  now 
more  than  five  Years  fince  the  Affair  hap- 
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CASE  V. 


Of  an  Abfcefs  of  the  Spleen . 

T  N  the  Year  1751,  a  Gentleman's  Servant, 
about  three  or  four  and  thirty  Years  of 
Age,  was  brought  into  the  Charite;  Upon 

C  2  Ex  ami n- 
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Examination,  he  laid  that  lie  had  enjoyed  a 
good  State  of  Health  from  his  Infancy,  till 
about  a  Year  paft ;  when  as  he  was  hanging 
i’p  fome  Pictures,  he  fell  with  the  Ladder, 
and  received,  as  he  fuppofed,  fome  Hurt 
from  the  Fali ;  for,  finee  that  Time,  he  had 
been  conftantly  troubled  with  a  Pain,  in  a 
creater  or  lelfer  Degree,  occupying  the  left 
Side  intirely,  being  never  quite  free  from  it  j 
nor  could  he  gain  any  Strength;  and,  though 
he  had  not  been  fo  bad  as  to  oe  confined  to 
his  Bed,  yet  for  fome  Time  paft  he  had  been 
incapable  of  doing  his  Bufinefs ;  and  there— 
fore  applied  to  the  Charite  for  Relief. 

Upon  inquiring  of  him  where  the  Pain 
was  feated,  he  deferibed  it  on  his  left  Side, 
from  the  Axilla  to  the  Margin  of  the  falfe 
Ribs.  I  ordered  him  to  pull  off  his  Clothes, 
and  perceived  a  remarkable  flat  Tumor,  of 
about  ten  Inches  diameter,  above  the  left 
Os  Ilei,  which  extended  to-  the  Navel.  It 
had  the  Appearance  of,  and,  to  the  Feel, 
leemed  to  be,  an  Hydrops  Saccatus ,  the  Fluc¬ 
tuation  of  a  Fluid  being  perceptible.  He 
was  quite  emaciated,  had  much  Fevei ,  and- 
fweated  profufely  in  the  Night.  I  preferibed; 

for  him  fome  attemperants,  and  gentle  laxa¬ 
tives,. 
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tives,  as  Rhubarb,  Sal  Sedlizenfis,  and  Man- 

/ 

na,  as  he  complained  of  troublefome  Eruc¬ 
tations,  and  of  a  bitter  Tafte  in  his  Mouth* 
I  alfo  directed  Fomentations  to  be  applied  to 
the  Part,  to  try  whether  fome  Place  would 
not  inflame,  where  the  Tumor  might  be 
opened ;  for  I  could  not  determine  with  my- 
felf  what  Species  of  Tumor  it  was,  or  whe¬ 
ther  it  was  a  Species  of  the  Hydrops  Saccatus 
or  not.  The  Fomentation  had  this  Effect,, 
that  when  Profeflbr  Pallas,  Surgeon  to  the 
Hofpital,  vifited  him,  he  perceived  a  red 
Place  juft  above  the  Os  Ilei ,  which  induced 
him  to  open  it,  by  making  a  large  Incifion, 
when  a  great  Quantity  of  foetid  Ichor  was 
difcharged,  ashis  Drefler  informedme,  and  for 
which  the  Profeflbr  directed  an  Injedtion,  pre¬ 
pared  of  balfamic  and  vulnerary  Herbs  with 
the  Liquamen  Myrrh  re,  which  proved  very 
ferviceable,  and  cleanfed  the  Wound.  Both 
the  Profeflbr  and  myfelf  pafled  the  Probe 
feveral  Times,  but  could  not  difcover  the 
true  Source  of  the  Matter,  as  the  Probe  did 
not  pafs  far.  We  therefore  judged,  that  the 
Abdominal  Mufcles  had  fu fibred  by  the  Fall, 
and  that  the  extravafated  Fluids  fixing  there, 
had  gradually  changed  to  Matter,  and  at 

C  3  length 
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length,  after  fame  Time,  as  always  happens 
when  the  Matter  of  an  Abfcefs  is  detained 
for  any  confiderable  Time,  was  become  a 
putrid  Ichor. 

The  Complexion  of  the  Ulcer  was  fa¬ 
vourable,  and  every  thing  went  on  well,  yet 
the  Fever  did  not  abate.  I  therefore  ordered 
him  a  Quart  of  Milk-whey,  prepared  with 
Cream  of  Tartar,  and  directed  him  to  ufe 
a  ftomachic  Elixir  prepared  with  the  bitter 
Extrafts :  and  going  to  reft,  I  ordered  him 
to  take  the  attemperant  Powders :  He  ob- 
fcrved  this  Regimen  for  fome  Time,  began 
to  recover,  and  his  Fever  almoft  intirely 
left  him.  The  Night  Sweats  were  inconft- 
derable.  His  Appetite  returned,  his  Strength 
vifibly  increafed,  and  he  was  become  quite 
lively,  fo  that  there  were  the  greateft  Hopes 
of  his  doing  well ;  but  one  Morning,  as 
the  Drefler  informed  me,  he  complained  of 
a  Sicknefs  at  his  Stomach,  at  length  a  Vo¬ 
miting  enfued,  by  which  he  difcharged  a 
large  Quantity  of  putrid  Ichor  of  the  fame 
foetid  Smell  as  that  difcharged  from  his  Side. 

I  wondered  very  much  at  this,  and  did 
not  really  know  whence  it  came,  or  how  to 
account  for  it.  I  repaired  immediately  to 

the 
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the  Hofpital,  and  was  fully  convinced  by 
the  Smell,  that  it  was  the  fame  Sort  of 
Matter.  His  Pulfe  was  fmall,  he  lay  in  a 
cold  Sweat;  his  Face  was  fallen  away,  and 
he  complained  of  an  infupportable  putrid 
Tafte  in  his  Mouth,  and  vomited,  while  I 
was  prefent,  a  confiderable  Quantity  more  of 
the  fame  Sort  of  Ichor ;  hence  it  was  cer¬ 
tain,  it  came  from  the  Stomach,  and  as  the 
Naufea  arofe  without  doubt  from  the  Acri¬ 
mony  of  the  putrid  Matter,  I  ordered  him 
a  Laxative  of  fix  Drams  of  Cream  of  Tartan 
diffolved  in  half  a  Pint  of  boiling  Water,  to 
drink  gradually.  This  purged  him  ten  Times, 
and  the  Matter,  difcharged  by  Stool,  was  as 
foetid  as  that  which  he  had  vomited ;  I  made 
no  other  Alterations  in  his  Medicines,  except 
increafmg  the  Dole  of  the  Milk- whey,  fuffering 
him  to  take  as  much  of  it  as  he  cared  for. 

H  e  continued  this  Regimen  fome  W eeks, 
and  began  to  grow  better  again  ;  the  Fever  a- 
bated ,  the  difasreeable  T afte  in  his  Mouth  ceaf- 
ed,his  Appetite  returned,  he  flept  quietly,  and 
£very  Circumftance  now  appeared  favourable. 
The  Wound  had  again  recovered  a  good 
Complexion,  which  upon  this  Relapfe  was 
become  foul,  and  by  the  Affiftance  of  Defi- 

C  4  catives 
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catives  was  perfectly  cicatrized  *,  and  after  he 
had  returned  Thanks  he  left  the  Hofpital. 
He  continued  perfectly  well  for  a  Year  af¬ 
terwards,  except  being  troubled  feveral  Times 
with  a  Cold  and  Cough,  for  which  I  ordered 
him  fome  peCtorai  Ingredients  and  cooling 
Powders.  I  inquired  of  him  whether  he 
felt  any  more  of  the  Pain  in  his  Side,  he 
replied,  that  he  had  not  perceived  the  leail 
Pain  in  that  Part  fince  the  laft  Attack  he 
had  in  the  Hofpital,  and  was  as  well  as  he 
had  ever  been  in  his  Life. 

I  did  not  fee  him  for  a  long  Time 
afterwards,  till  unexpectedly  in  the  Year 
1753,  I  faw  him  in  the  Charite’  again,  his 
Countenance  was  fo  changed,  that  at  firft  I 
did  not  know  him,  and  he  was  fo  emaci¬ 
ated,  that  he  appeared  like  a  Skeleton :  He 
had  been  exceedingly  ill  in  Town  fome  Time, 
and  at  length  was  received  into  the  Hofpital. 
He  was  now  in  a  high  Fever,  and  particu¬ 
larly  complained  of  that  conftant,  fcetid,  pu¬ 
trid  Tafte  in  his  Mouth,  which  made  him 
naufeate  every  Kind  of  Nourishment ;  which 
was  without  doubt  the  Caufe  of  his  Ma- 
rafmus . 

He 
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He  was  frequently  feized  with  a  Vo¬ 
miting  once  a  Day  at  lead,  and  what  he 
evacuated  was  always  like  that,  which  had 
been  difcharged  from  his  Side,  and  expel¬ 
led  from  his  Stomach,  the  fird  time  he  had 
been  under  my  Care.  It  may  eafily  be  ima¬ 
gined  that  I  treated  him  in  the  fame  Man- 
ner  I  had  experienced  to  be  fo  fuccefsful,  and 
by  which  he  had  been  redored  to  Health 
two  Years  pad.  I  directed  him  to  take  the 
Laxative,  of  Cream  of  Tartar,  as  often  as  his 
Strength  would  permit,  which  conftantly 
proved  ferviceable,  as  it  operated  mildly,  and 
carried  off  a  great  Quantity  of  foetid  Hu¬ 
mours,  but  no  Amendment  of  his  Condi¬ 
tion  followed,  for  he  daily  became  more 
emaciated,  the  Fever  did  not  in  the  lead 
abater  all  the  Alleviation  indeed  the  Purge 
procured  was  that  it  took  away  the  difagree- 
able  Tade  in  his  Mouth  for  two  Days,  which 
enabled  him  to  take  fome  Nouridiment  in 
the  Interval,  but  it  returned  again  with  the 
Naufea  and  Vomiting  of  the  putrid  Ichor. 
I  directed  him  to  ufe  the  Milk- whey,  with 
antifcorbutic  Herbs,  as  the  Seafon  of  the 
Year  permitted  it,  but  without  anyEffedt; 

neither 
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neither  were  the  Attemper  ants  and  Demul¬ 
cents  of  any  Service. 

From  all  thefe  Circumftances,  it  plainly 
appeared  that  he  had  an  Ulcer  in  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  from  which  the  Ichor  was  daily  dis¬ 
charged  in  a  certain  Quantity,  but  as  he 
could  not  point  to  any  particular  Place  that 
pained  him,  we  could  not  determine  whether 
the  Spleen  or  Pancreas  was  affected ;  to  con¬ 
tribute  however  all  I  could  towards  the  Cure 
of  this  Ulceration,  I  ordered  him  to  take 
Turpentine  made  into  a  Bolus  with  a  Scruple 
of  Puh.  Glycyrrhizce ,  but  without  Succefs  ; 
he  wafted  more  and,  more;  at  length  he 
conceived  fo  irrefiftible  a  Naufea  toward  all 
Medicines,  that  he  earneftly  begged  of  me 
to  leave  them  off  intirely.  In  this  Situation 
he  lay  quietly  expefting  Death,  and  be¬ 
came  fo  emaciated  that  it  exceeds  Defcrip- 
tion.  He  lay  in  the  greateft  Agony  five  Days, 
with  hardly  any  perceptible  Pulfe  in  the  ex¬ 
treme  Parts,  his  Breathing  was  fhort,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  Ratling  in  his  Throat,  ufual 
with  dying  Perfons  fome  Hours  before  they 
expire,  and  at  length  he  died. 

I  was  defirous  to  examine  his  Body,  to 
difeover  the  true  Nature  of  his  Complaint^ 

for

for  to  fpeak  Truth,  many  Circumftances 
were  to  me  inconceivable  ;  for  Inftance,  how 
the  Matter  he  vomited  could  be  of  the  fame 
Conliftency  and  Smell  with  that  difcharged 
from  the  Tumor  of  his  Side,  and  how  it  was 
poffiblc  to  have  a  Communication  with  the 
Stomach  ;  accordingly  I  had  him  opened 
by  one  of  the  Dreifers.  The  Inteftines  were 
in  a  pretty  natural  State,  except  that,  in  fome 
Places,  they  were  of  a  brown  Colour,  which 
might  proceed  from  the  Stagnation  of  the 
Blood,  as  the  Circulation  was  fo  very  lan¬ 
guid  towards  his  End.  The  Liver  was  in- 
durated,  and  larger  than  natural:  The  Panc¬ 
reas  was  of  its  natural  Size,  and  we  felt  no¬ 
thing  preternatural  in  its  Subftance.  I  new 
began  to  examine,  with  the  greateft  Atten¬ 
tion,  the  Stomach,  and  the  Spleen,  for  here 
I  hoped  certainly  to  account  for  all  Symp¬ 
toms  ;  the  former  of  which  was  remark¬ 
ably  fmalh 

I  first  examined  that  Portion  of  the 
Spleen,  which  is  covered  by  Part  of  the 
Liver,  but  found  it  quite  of  a  natural  Af- 
pe£t.  I  then  lifted  up  the  Ribs,  and  per¬ 
ceived  a  large  bluifh  Subftance  which  proved 
m  be  the  Spleen,  for  from  its  Appearance, 

I  fhould

I  fhould  never  have  taken  it  for  that  Vifcus . 
For  that  commonly  is  a  long,  thin3  flat  Sub- 

ftance,  but  this  was  nearly  round,  and  of 

* 

three  times  the  natural  Size,  and  adhered  to 
that  Part  of  the  Stomach  which  naturally 
touches,  fo  that  they  feemed  to  be  one  Sub- 
ftance.  That  Part  of  the  Stomach,  which 
adhered  to  the  Spleen,  was  callous,  as  was  the 
Spleen,  and  felt  like  a  Cartilage:  I  opened  the 
Stomach  from  the  Pylorus  and  comprefling 
the  Spleen,  difcovered  an  Aperture,  through 
which  a  Quantity  of  the  Matter,  contained 
in  the  Spleen,  flowed  into  the  Stomach.  This 
Orifice  was  in  the  fuperior  Part  of  the  Spleen, 
fomewhat  towards  the  pofterior  Part,  perfo¬ 
rating  the  Coats  of  the  Stomach,  which  in 
this  Place  adhered  to  the  Spleen.  Hence 
from  this  Situation,  it  follows  that  the  Mat¬ 
ter  could  not  flow  into  the  Stomach,  till  the 

'  j 

Spleen  was  full. 

This  Circumftance  now  remained  to  be 
examined  into,  how  the  Matter  formed  in  the 
Spleen  could  be  difcharged  at  the  Side  fo  low 
down.  I  therefore  feparated  the  Integuments 
to  the  Ribs,  and  could  plainly  trace  the  Paf- 
fage  from  the  external  Part  of  the  Spleen, 
between  it  and  the  Ribs,  and  fo  downwards  un¬ 
der 
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der  the  falfe  Ribs,  through  the  abdominal 
Mufcles,  and  then,  between  them  and  the 
adipofe  Membrane ;  w  hence  was  occa- 
honed  the  Collodion  of  Matter,  which,  as  be¬ 
fore  mentioned,  was  difcharged  by  the  In- 
cifion  about  the  Or  Ilei,  which  was  afterwards 
healed.  The  flopping  of  which  Drain  occa- 
fion’d  the  Matter,  contained  in  the  Spleen,  to 
feek  a  frefh  Paifage,  and,  corroding  the 
Stomach,  was  difcharged  by  Vomit  and  Stool 
this  Exulceration  however  of  the  Spleen  muft 
have  been  healed  too,  or  how  could  he  other- 
wife  have  remained  fo  long  without  any 
of  the  ufual  Symptoms  ?  It  may  be,  that  the 
Spleen  was  affeded  with  a  freih  Inflamma¬ 
tion  from  his  Cough :  Though,  at  the  fame 
Time,  it  is  a  Wonder  that  the  Matter  did 
not  pafs  into  the  Abdomen ;  but,  as  inflamed 
Parts,  as  foon  as  they  come  in  Contad  with 
other  Parts,  adhere,  it  probably  was  the 
Cafe  here,  and  thereby  that  Difcharge  was 
prevented. 

As  the  Caufe  was  external  and  violent, 
fo,  by  the  Inflammation  which  enfued,  the 
Spleen  muft  have  adhered  in  the  Beginning 
to  the  Diaphragm,  and  to  the  Peritoneum, 
whofe  internal  Surface  is  attached  to  the  falfe 

Ribs  i 
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Ribs  5  the  Spleen  as  before-mentioned,  was 
not  only  much  larger  than  natural,  but 
internally,  where  the  Cyft  which  contained 
theMatter  lay,  was  remarkablycallous,  hard  to 
the  Feel  like  a  Cartilage,  and,  but  for  this 
Circumftance,  it  would  have  been  impof- 
fible  for  the  Patient  to  have  furvived  fo 
long. 


CASE  VI. 


Of  an  Haemorrhage  which  fucceeded  the  Ex-* 


traBion  of  a  Tooth. 


SUBALTERN  Officer  about  forty 


three  Years  of  Age  had  the  Tooth- 
ach,  and  fent  for  a  Perfon  to  extract  that 
which  pained  him,  who,  by  Miftake,  drew  a 
found  Tooth  contiguous  to  it,  a  Grinder  of 
the  lower  Jaw;  a  violent  Bleeding  enfued 
from  the  Socket,  and  to  which  he  applied 
Vinegar  and  other  common  Remedies,  but 
without  the  lead:  Effedh  The  Surgeon  of  the 
Regiment  was  fent  for,  who  applied  a  So¬ 
lution  of  Alum  with  Lint,  which  he  fluffed 
into  the  Tooth,  directing  the  Patient  to  keep 
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it  in  by  biting  againft  the  upper  Jaw,  but 
this  being  of  no  Ufe,  a  Solution  of  Vitriol 
was  ufed,  but  with  as  little  Succefs  he  alfo 
tried  highly  re&ified  Spirit  of  Wine  hot,  but 
without  EffeCt ;  he  continued  thefe  Appli¬ 
cations  five  Days,  the  Blood  flowing  conti¬ 
nually  with  the  fame  Impetus,  fo  that  the 
Patient  became  exceedingly  weak.  I  was 
fent  for,  and  wondered  a  good  deal  that 
none  of  the  Stiptics  that  had  been  ufed,  and 
which  otherwife  anfwer  well  in  Haemorrha¬ 
ges,  had  been  applied  with  Succefs.  His 
Pulfe  was  fmall,  and  very  quick,  and  he  was 
very  faint,  and  in  great  Danger  of  bleeding 
to  death.  I  confidered  how  I  might  flop 
the  Bleeding,  for  as  I  had  never  met  with 
a  Cafe  of  this  Sort,  I  did  not  well  know 
what  to  refolve  upon.  I  reflected,  that  the 
Difficulty  the  Surgeon  had  found  in  flop¬ 
ping  the  Bleeding  might  perhaps  depend 
upon  his  not  being  able  to  come  at  the  Place 
where  the  Veflfel  had  been  lacerated.  A 
Piece  of  common  Spunge,  therefore  I  thought 
deferved  the  Trial,  accordingly  I  cut  a  Piece 
about  the  Size  of  the  Tip  of  one’s  Finger, 
and  fluffed  it  into  the  Socket,  which  pre- 
fently,  to  my  great  Satisfaction,  flopped  the 
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Bleeding;  this  was  at  eleven  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing;  but  at  four  in  the  Afternoon,  I  was  in¬ 
formed,  that  the  Spunge  was  forced  out,  and 
that  he  bled  as  violently  as  before.  I  went  to 
him,  and  took  another  Piece  of  Spunge  with 
me  fomewhat  larger,  and  dried  it  well  be¬ 
fore  the  Fire,  and  fluffed  in  the  broadefl 
Part  firfl  into  the  Socket,  and  ordered  an 
Affiflant  to  keep  it  in,  and  waited  about 
half  an  Hour,  to  fee  if  it  would  keep  fixed ; 
which,  as  it  did,  I  fuffered  it  to  remain  in 
feveral  Days:  Indeed  it  fwelied  fo  much  in 
the  Socket,  that  it  could  not  be  removed, 
till  feveral  Days  afterwards  it  came  out  of 
itfelf,  and  the  Patient  foon  recovered  his 
Strength. 


CASE.  VII. 

A  particular  Method  ufecl  with  Succefs  in  Ca - 
runcles  and  Exulcerations  of  the  Urethra. 

A  MAN  in  the  Prime  of  his  Life  con- 
fulted  me  about  an  Obflrudlion  he  was 
frequently  troubled  with,  in  palling  his  Urine  ; 
he  either  could  not  pafs  any,  or,  when  he 
3  exerted 
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exerted  the  great  eft  Force,  could  only  ex¬ 
clude  it  by  Drops.  I  inquired  whether  he 
had  ever  been  affedted  with  any  vehereal 
Complaint,  he  replied  that  in  his  Youth  he 
had  been  troubled  with  a  virulent  Gonorrhea 
for  fix  or  feven  Years,  and  that  he  had  ne¬ 
ver  taken  any  great  Care  of  himfelf,  but 
had  lived  a  very  debauched  Life,  and  that 
during  this  Time,  a  thin  green  Matter  had 
been,  and  ftill  continued  to  be,  difcharged, 
though  not  conftantly,  and  but  in  a  fmall 
Quantity,  but  that  the  paffing  his  Water 
was  the  moft  troublefome  Symptom.  He 
had  ufed  a  Number  of  Remedies,  and  for 
fome  Years  paft  had  conftantly  wore  Bougies, 
for  without  them  he  could  never  pafs  his 
Urine  at  all,  the  Bougies  rendering  his  Com¬ 
plaint  tolerable. 

T  h  e  better  to  examine  the  Nature  of  his 
Diforder,  I  defired  him  to  make  W ater,  and 
perceived  he  difcharged  it  firft  by  Drops,  but 
after  he  had  ufed  a  good  deal  of  Force  and 
preffing,  it  came  away  in  a  thin  Stream. 

When  the  Urine  was  fettled,  I  found  a 
Sediment ;  which  not  only  from  it’s  whitifh 
Appearance,  but  alfo  from  it’s  Confidence  fuf- 
ficiently  fliewed  it  to  be  Pus,  and  many 
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greeniih  Threads  fwam  about  in  the  Bottom 
of  the  Veffelj  all  which  evidently  denoted  an 
Exulceration  of  the  Urethra. 

It  was  now  neceffary  to  know  what  Part 
of  the  Urethra  was  ulcerated ;  to  which  End* 

I  ufed  a  common  Catheter,  which  when  I 

* 

had  paffed  about  two  Inches  and  an  half 
above  the  Glands,  I  difcovered  fomething 
prominent,  which  prevented  the  Catheter 
from  entering  any  farther;  and  upon  attempt¬ 
ing  to  force  it  higher,  it  gave  him  much 
Pain,  and  brought  down  feme  Blood :  I 
was  not  contented  with  only  difeovering  the 
Obftrudtion ;  but  the  Affair  now  was  how 
to  relieve  him,  which  required  fa me  Time 
for  Confideration,  before  I  could  determine 
upon  any  Method:  For,  though  very  defirous 
to  a flift  him,  I  was  acquainted  with  no  o- 
ther,  than  what  had  been  before  tried.  I 
confidered,  that  to  effedt  a  Cure,  it  would 
principally  be  required  to  touch  the  Ulcera¬ 
tion  and  the  prominent  fungous  Fleflhc,  (which 
was  partly  callous)  ufually  termed  aCaruncle, 
with  fome  Topic,  which  mull  neceffarily  be 
corrolive ;  and  that  if  this  Application  could 
be  applied  in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  to  touch  no 
.  -  -  other 
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other  Portion  of  the  Urethra  than  the  dif- 
eafed  Part,  it  might  4fucc,eed. 

I  T  o  o  k  an  old  common  Silver  Catheter, 
and  filed  it  off  fo  far,  as  to  leave  it  only  a 
little  longer  than  the  Obftrudtion  in  the  Ure¬ 
thra  was  deep,  where  the  Ulcer  was  feated, 
that  it  might  come  in  Contact  with  this  Part 
only,  I  took  a  Piece  of  Whale-bone,  and 
fcraped  it  very  fmal],  that  it  might  move 
eafily  in  the  Catheter ;  to  one  End  I  fixed 
Ibme  Lint,  with  a  Portion  of  Linen  to  it, 
which  had  not  been  quite  fcraped,  the  bet* 
ter  to  confine  it  to  the  End  of  the  Whale¬ 
bone,  which  I  tied  with  a  fine  Silk  Thread, 
that  it  might  move  the  eafier ;  for  upon  the 
eafy  Motion  of  the"  Whale-bone,  the  Suc- 
cefs  principally  depended ;  to  the  other  End 
of  the  Whale-bone  I  tied  a  filk  Thread, 
which  only  ferved  as  a  Mark,  to  know  with 
Certainty,  when  the  Pencil  at  the  farther  End 
was  in  the  Urethra^ and  how  far.  I  then 
tooK  fome  Pmvis^Dulcts,  and  mixed  it  with 
a  fufficient  Quantity  of  Honey  of  Rofes,  to 
make  it  of  a  foft  Confidence.  In  this  Mix¬ 
ture  I  dipped  the  Pencil,  and  drew  it  from 
below  into  the  Catheter,  till  I  could  lee  no 
more  of  it,  I  then  palled  the  Catheter  into 
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the  Urethra ,  to  that  Part  where  I  had  met 
with  the  Refiftence,  and  puihed  the  Pencil 
into  the  Urethra,  and  withdrew  the  Catheter 
a  little,  to  make  room  for  the  Pencil,  and 
turned  the  Pencil  gently  round  between  my 
two  Fingers,  as  long  as  I  thought  neceflary 
for  the  firft  Time,  withdrew  the  Inftru- 
ment  and  walked  the  Pencil  carefully,  as 
much  Trouble  is  required  in  making  it.  I 
afked  him  if  it  had  given  him  much  Pain, 
he  faid  that  it  itched  only;  I  repeated  this 
Application  for  fome  Days,  but  finding  that 
he  did  not  feel  it,  and  not  perceiving  'the 
Refiftence  in  the  Urethra  to  abate,  I  judged 
that  this  Application  was  too  mild  for  this  in¬ 
veterate  Ulcer,  as  it  certainly  was  very  callous. 
I  therefore  took  fome  Unguentum  JEgyptiacum > 
adding  a  good  Quantity  of  the  Powder  of 
Aloes  to  it,  but  not  to-  make  it  too  thick. 
I  tried  this  for  a  few  Days  in  the  fame  Man¬ 
ner,  and  found  that  the  Refiftence  in  the 
Urethra  abated,  and  continued  to  abate  as 
the  Patient  now  did  it  himfelf  three  or  four 
"  Tithes  a  Day :  When  upon  introducing  the 
Catheter,  I  found  no  Piotuberance,  X  direct¬ 
ed  him  to  ufe  the  Acetum  Lithargyrii ,  di¬ 
luted ‘with  a  Portion  cf  W  ater,  in  the  fame 

Manner; 
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Manner ;  by  which  means  the  Ulcer  was  in- 
tirely  healed,  or  rather  exficcated,  and  he 
was  quite  free  from  Pain. 

But  as  he  ftill  continued  to  pafs  his 
Urine  in  a  thin  Stream,  I  examined  the  Ure¬ 
thra  higher  up,  and  perceived  another  Ob- 
ftrudion  much  greater  than  the  former,  the 
Paflage  being  very  narrow,  and  confequeiitly 
greatly  refilled  the  Expul fion  of  the  Urine, 
and  what  rendered  it  worfe,  was  it’s  Situa- 
tion  againft  the  Os  Pubis,  where  the  Urethra 
is  curved :  I  judged  that  the  ftrait  Catheter 
I  had  before  ufed,  could  not  be  of  any  Ser¬ 
vice  here,  and  upon  Trial  it  proved  fo,  I 
therefore  had  a  curved  Canula  made  long 
enough  to  reach  the  Obftrudtion  in  the 
Urethra .  This  Canula  was  as  large  as  could 
be  introduced  up  the  Urethra  without  giving 
Pain.  For  which  Purpofe,  when  I  paffed 
the  Canula,  I  held  the  Penis  againft  the 
Abdomen ,  that  I  might  be  able  to  touch  the 
Part  with  the  Canula,  and  then  ufed  the 
fame  Pencil  in  the  Manner  before  mentioned. 
But  on  account  of  the  Curve,  I  could  not 
turn  it  about  fo  well  between  my  Fingers, 
as  in'  the  ftrait  Canula*  but  neverthelefs  I 
found  it  had  the  fame  Effed;  for  after  a 
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Fortnight's  Application  of  this  Topic,  the 
Callofity  gradually  grew  lefs,  and  the  Ure¬ 
thra  recovered  its  natural  Size,  for  I  could 
pafs  the  common  Catheter  into  the  Bladder, 
without  the  lead:  Obftrudtion.  A  fmall  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Matter  dill  continued  to  be  diicharg- 
ed  in  the  Morning,  and  was  alfo  obferved  in 
his  Urine  ;  but  after  the  Ufe  of  the  Acetum 
Ltthargyrii,  it  went  off,  and  he  was  per¬ 
fectly  cured,  and  lince  that  Time  he  has 
continued  to  dilcharge  his  Urine  very  eafily, 
and  in  a  Stream  proportionate  to  the  Size  of 
the  Urethra. 

I  have  profecuted  this  Method  in  leveral 
fimilar  Cafes,  which  for  particular  Reafons 
would  be  too  prolix  to  defcribe  here.  I  have 
never  had  Occafion  for  ftronger  Septics,  but 
there  may  be  Cafes  that  require  them,  if 
thefe  fhould  prove  too  mild. 
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CASE  VIII. 


Of  the  particular  Efficacy  of  the  Tartarum 
Tartarifatum  in  melancholic  D  if  orders. 

|N  the  Year  1741,  I  was  fent  for  to  a  Pa¬ 
tient  in  my  Neighbourhood,  a  young,  un¬ 
married,  Man  about  twenty  Years  of  Age,  of 
a  pale  bloated  Complexion,  and  extremely 
thoughtful. 

I  examined  into  his  Cafe,  and  foon 
perceived  that  he  was  perfectly  melancholic ; 
he  anfwered  ftrangely  to  the  Queftions  afked 
him,  and  conftantly  fighed ;  I  was  informed 
that  he  had  contra&ed  this  Diforder  from 
fome  Terror,  having  been  concealed  for  par¬ 
ticular  Reafons,  fix  Months  in  a  Cellar  with¬ 
out  ufing  any  Motion,  whence  he  became 
bloated,  and  unhealthful :  During  this  Pe¬ 
riod  he  had  flept  but  little,  and  had  lived  upon 
but  poor  Aliment,  and  when  he  had  gained 
his  Liberty  and  might  again  appear  in  pub¬ 
lic,  an  uncommon  Fear  of  Joeing  feen,  was 
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obferved  in  him,  always  fitting  alone  and  in- 
tenfely  thoughtful,  nor  was  it  poflible  to 
roufe  him. 

His  Parents,  obferving  this,  were  appre- 
henfive  he  mignt  intirely  lofe  his  Senfes, 
and  as  they  were  in  good  Circumftances,  and 
he  had  ferved  an  Apprenticefhip,  and  was 
now  out  of  his  Time,  they  refolved  to  fend 
him  into  the  World  to  improve  himfelf  in 
his  Bufinefs.  With  this  View  they  fent  him 
to  Hamburg,  from  thence  he  went  to  Lubeck , 
and  laftly  to  Bremen ;  where  he  had  not 
been  long  before  he  became  quite  difordered 
in  Mind,  which  obliged  them  to  fend  for 
him  home  again.  I  was  confulted,  and  when 
X  vifited  him,  X  found  him  with  his  Eyes 
fixed,  his  Hands  and  Feet  unufually  cold, 
and  he  conftantly  fweated  fo  profufely,  that 

the  Drops  were  vifibly  formed  in  a  little 
Time. 

His  Pulfe  was  very  languid,  his  Breath¬ 
ing  flow,  deep,  and  attended  with  fighing : 
To  any  Queftions  he  was  afked,  he  either 
made  no  Reply,  or  anfwered  confufedly,  in 
fuch  a  Manner,  that  it  was  not  poffible  to 
h-^  infoimed  by  him  what  he  felt,  but  as  the 
Symptoms  before  cited  fufficiently  denoted  a 

f  1  Delirium 
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Delirium  fine  Febre,  or  a  compleat  Melan¬ 
choly,  I  ordered  him  to  be  blooded,  and 
as  he  was  conftantly  codive,  I  directed  him 
fome  Puheres  Salim  incidentes,  with  Farta- 
rumVitriolat,FartarumTartarifatum,  and  fuch 
like,  and  a  Laxative  prepared  with  Manna, 
Rhubarb,  and  Sal.  Sedlizenfis,  which  although 
made  pretty  ftrong,  procured  but  two  or 
three  Stools ;  I  was  therefore  obliged  to  keep 
his  Body  open  with  emollient  Clyfters,  with 
a  good  deal  of  Oil  in  them;  but  not  the 
lead:  Alteration  was  thereby  affe&ed  in  him. 

I  therefore  refolved  to  apply  a  large  Blifter,  in 
order  to  ftimulate  the  Nerves  to  a  brifker 
Motion,  and  at  the  fame  time  ordered  Pe~ 
diluvia  to  be  uled,  and  that  he  Ihould  keep 
his  Feet  in  them  a  long  Time,  and  after¬ 
wards  to  rub  them  well  with  hot  woollen 
Cloths ;  This  I  directed  to  be  repeated  e- 
very  Night  and  Morning  for  four  Weeks, 
and  the  Laxative  twice  a  Week;  which,  as 
it  opeiated  not  above  twice,  palled,  accord¬ 
ing  to  my  Opinion,  the  better  into  the  Blood. 
But,  notwithftanding  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Reme¬ 
dies,  I  could  not  perceive  the  lead:  Altera¬ 
tion  in  him,  either  for  the  better  or  worfe;  he 
indeed  did  not  talk  fo  confufedly,  but  then 

he

he  fpbke  very  little,  and  made  no  Reply  to 
2ny.  Queftion3,  nay,  one  might  do  with  him 
what  one  would*  without  his  being  moved 
by  it. 

One  Morning  when  I  came  to  vifit  him, 
I  found  him  ftanding  in  a  Corner  of  thfc 
Room,  I  defired  him  to  fit  down  ;  he  flared 
at  me,  but  I  could  not  get  him  to  utter  a 
Wofd;  I  took  hold  of  his  Hand*  to  lead  him 
to  a  Chair,  but  he  ftill  remained  motionlefs* 
and  with  his  Eyes  fixed.  I  railed  one  Arm 
into  an  Attitude  we  frequently  obferve  in  Sta¬ 
tue^,  bent  the  other  at  the  Elbow,  and  waited 
to  fee  whether  he  would  change  his  Pofture? 
but  half  an  Hour  after,  when  I  returned  into 
the  Room  again,  I  found  him  exactly  in  the 
fame  Situation.  I  then  defired  that  he  might 
be  fuffered  to  remain  in  that  Pofture,  till  I 
came  again,  which  was  promifed:  I  vifited 
him  again  at  two  o’clock  iii  the  Afternoon, 
not  expedting  to  find  him  in  the  fame  PofU 
tion,  but  to  my  great  Surprize  found  that  he 
had  not  altered  his  Pofture,  but  that  he  ftill 
remained  in  the  fame  Attitude  I  had  placed 
him  in  at  nine  in  the  Morning.  His  Hands 
had  hot  been  moved,  and  upon  the  Ground 
under  each  Hand,  I  obferved  a  cbrifiderable 
.  1  Quantity 
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Quantity  of  a  Fluid  which  had  dropped  from 
his  Hands  in  the  Form  of  Sweat.  I  directed 
him  to  be  leatcd  in  a  Chair,  and  defired  his 
Friends  to  give  him  fome  Nourilhment,  which 
he  eat;  out  he  never  alked  for  any,  either  lo- 
hd  or  liquid;  indeed,  when  it  was  put  into  his 
Mouth,  he  then  fwallo  wed  it. 

He  remained  in  this  Condition  without 
any  Change,  notwithdanding  the  Exhibition 
of  Emetics  of  Ipzcdcudnha.,  Refelvents,  and 
many  other  Remedies;  he  was  not  to  be 
moved  from  the  Place  he  was  put  in,  nor 

could  he  be  induced  by  any  Means  to  move 
his  Hands  himfelf. 

Hi s  Parents  grew  tired,  and  believed  their 
Son  incurable;  and  I  was  myfelf  not  far  from 
the  fame  Opinion:  But  as  I  pitied  the  Con¬ 
dition  of  the  Son.  and  the  Affliction  of  the 
Paients,  I  conddered  clofdy  whether  fome 
Remedy  might  not  be  found,  which  might 
refolve  and  attenuate  thofe  ObdruCtions  in 
the  Vifcera  of  the  Abdomen,  where  the  Caufe 
of  fuch  Diiorders  are  without  doubt  feated, 
and  render  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood  equal 
in  ail  Parts  :  I  judged  that  the  Remedies,  a- 
dapted  to  anfwer  thefe  Intentions,  fhould  be 
^  ery  foiuble,  and  capable  of  entering  the  mod 
v  2  minute 
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minute  Veffels,  and  of  a  faline  Nature,  the 
better  to  attenuate,  and  mix  with,  the  Blood ; 
to  anfwer  which  End,  I  held  nothing  pre¬ 
ferable  to  the  Tart  arum  Tartarifatum:  I  took 
therefore  two  Drams  of  this  Salt,  and  the 
fame  Quantity  of  Extrachim  Centaurii  minoris , 
diffolved  them  in  eight  Ounces  of  Water,  and 
directed  that  a  Spoonful  of  this  Mixture  fhould 
be  given  him  every  two  Hours, 

H  e  continued  this  Remedy  for  fome  Days, 
without  any  vilible  Effedt ;  I  therefore  in- 
creafed  the  Tartarum  Tartarifatum  to  double 
the  Quantity,  but  ftill  ufed  the  fame  Quantity 
of  the  Extradt ;  fo  that  he  took  daily  half  an 
Ounce  of  the  TartarumTartarifatum,  and  two 

Drams  of  the  Extract.  He  ufed  this  Medicine 

• 

eightDays,  andlperceived  aremarkableChange 
in  him;  his  Eyes  were  become  more  lively,  and 
his  Thoughts  feemed  more  regular.  At  this 
Time  I  ordered  him  the  Laxative,  which  ope¬ 
rated  fix  or  eight  Times,  which  ferved  as  a 
certain  Sign,  that  the  Circulation  in  the  minute 
Veffels  of  the  Abdomen  was  become  more  free. 

I  ordered  him  to  continue  the  Tartarum 
Tartarifatum  eight  Days  longer,  in  the  fame 
Manner  as  before :  On  the  eighth  Day  I 
directed  him  to  take  the  Laxative  again; 

his 
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his  Pulfe  now  began  to  be  remarkably  finally 
and  much  quicker  than  ufual,  and  this  Cir- 
cumftance  gave  me  Hopes :  For  as  he  fpoke 
more  fenfibly,  had  two  Stools  regularly  every 
Day,  as  his  Eyes  appeared  daily  more  lively, 
as  his  Mind  was  become  more  chearful,  and 
as  he  walked  backwards  and  forwards  in  the 
Room,  and  in  general  did  every  thing  wil¬ 
lingly  which  he  was  delired  to  do,  I  took 
this  Pulfe  for  a  favourable  Symptom,  and  a 
Sign  that  the  Obftruitions  of  the  Vifcera ,  and 
of  the  whole  Body  were  removed;  and  therefore 
Taflured  myfelf,  hejwould  foon  recover.  I 
proceeded  with  him  in  the  fame  Manner  for 
four  Weeks ;  he  daily  became  more  lively;  his 
Appetite  returned ;  his  Sleep  was  natural ; 
and,  what  was  yet  the  beft  Sign,  the  profufe 
Sweat,  which  had  fo  long  continued,  intirely 
ceafed,  and  his  Imagination  appeared  no 
longer  confufed.  I  now  order'd  him  to  take 
the  Mixture  with  the  Tartarian  T'artarifatum 
three  Times  a  Day  only,  and  now  and  then 
to  take  the  Laxative.  He  eat  and  drank 
with  an  Appetite ;  and  with  no  farther  Re¬ 
medies  than  the  Ufe  of  a  common  ftoma- 
chic  Elixir,  he  was  perfectly  recovered  :  And

from  that  Time  to  the  prefent  Year  1753, 

not 
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sot  the  leaft  Symptom  of  his  Diforder  has 
returned.  He  is  very  bride  and  chearful, 
and  follows  his  Bufinefs ;  the  only  Complaint 
he  has  been  affefted  with  in  this  Interval  has 
been  a  violent  Pain  in  his  Plead,  which  only 
invades  him,  when  he  omits  Ventefe&ion  at 

4he  ufual  Period,  which  I  ordered  him  to

repeat  three  or  four  times  a  Year,  and  to 
take  a  Dofe  of  the  Sal  Sedlnsenfis  after  the 
Operation,  and  he  expreffes  his  Thanks  to 
me,  whenever  he  fees  me. 


CASE  IX. 

Of  a  Melancholy. 


gO ME  Years  afterwards,  a  Peruke 

-makes: 

affe&ed  with  a  Melancholy,  was  received  in- 
the  Hofpital:  Upon  Examination  I  found  his 
Pulfe  full,  but  uncommonly  flow,  indeed 
the  flowed:  I  had  ever  obferved  in  my  Life ; 
his  Refpiration  was  free  and  natural,  except 
that  he  fetched  his  Breath  deep,  and  fighed 
greatly.  He  would  not  reply  to  any  Que- 

*  ftion. 
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ftion,  nor  could  I  perceive  that  he  underftood 
what  was  faid  to  him:  As  his  Cafe  was  not 
dangerous,  I  ordered  my  Pupil  to  attend 
him,  and  to  obferve  what  Occurrences  might 
happen;  but  did  not  for  the  prefent  order 
him  any  Medicine :  He  informed  me  after- 
wards,  that  the  Patient,  who  had  now  been 
four  Pays  in  the  Hofpital,  had  not  yet  had 
a  Stool,  that  he  fought  to  be  alone,  and  that 
his  Difcourfe  was  irregular  and  confufed: 
I  now  ordered  him  two  oily  emolient  Ciyft- 
ers,  and  a  Laxative  with  Manna,  and  the 
Sal  Sedlizenjis,  by  all  which  two  Stools  were 
procured,  and  as  his  Pulfe  was  full,  I  had 
him  blooded  in  the  Arm. 

I  judged  farther  too,  by  quickning  the 
Pulfe,  and  promoting  a  brifker  Circulation 
of  the  Blood,  all  the  natural  Functions  of 
the  Body  would  be  better  performed,  and 
that  thefe  Motions  might  be  managed  in  fuch 
Degree,  as  we  might  think  neceflary  and 
convenient.  I  therefore  order  an  Epifpatic, 
fix  Inches  long,  and  four  Inches  broad,  to  be 
applied  to  the  Neck,  hoping  from  the  In¬ 
flammation  jnfeparable  upon  Application  of 
Cantharides ,  that  a  Fever  would  be  raifed. 
This  Plailler  produced  a  large  Veil  cation. 

and 
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and  the  Inflammation  extended  itfelf  to  twice 
the  Bignefs  of  the  Plaifter,  but  his  Pulfe  ftill 
continued  flow,  and  the  other  Circumftan- 
ces  without  Alteration.  Hence  we  may  fee 
that  when  the  Nerves  have  not  their  due, 
natural  Senflbility,  an  Inflammation  may  be 
prefent  without  a  Fever,  as  the  prefent  Cafe 
fhews.  I  prefcribed  for  him  an  Elao-facha - 
rum,  ex  Oleo  dejiillato  Mentha,  dire&ing  it  to  be 
given  him  once  a  Day  at  firfl,  and  afterwards 
twice  a  Day,  fo  that  he  daily  took  a  Scruple 
of  the  Oleum  Mentha . 

But  although  he  continued  this  Remedy 
eight  Days,  his  Pulfe  remained  the  fame  : 
As  this  was  of  no  Service,  I  prefcribed  a 
Powder  of  Pulvis  Abforbens  and  Camphor  a,  of 
each  one  Scruple,  but  with  as  little  Succefsl 

I  continued  gradually  to  increafe  the  Dofe  of 

* 

the  Camphire ,  till  at  length  he  took  a  Dram 
of  Camphire  four  Times  a  Day,  viz.  in  the 
Morning  early,  about  Noon,  [in  the  Even¬ 
ing,  and  going  to  Reft:  Yet  notwithftanding 
he  continued  this  Remedy  fourteen  Days,  no 
Alteration  enfued,  for  his  Pulfe  remained  full, 
and  as  remarkably  flow  as  ever,  and  he  was 
as  much  conftipated  now  as  at  firft,  and  talk¬ 
ed  as  irregularly. 


I  NOW 
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I  now  fuffered  the  Blifter  to  heal*  and 
refolved  to  ufe  the  T art  arum  T atarifatum 
in  the  fame  Manner  and  Dofe,  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  former  Obfervation,  excepting 
that  inflead  of  the  ExtraShim  Centaurii ,  I 
Was  obliged  to  ufe  Mel.  defpumatum,  for  he 
could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  take  the  bitter 
Extradl. 


After  the  tJfe  of  this  Remedy,  his  Pulfe 
grdw  fofter  and  quicker,  and  after  he  had 
taken  the  Laxative  with  Manna  once,  he  had 
a  Stool  every  Day,  which  was  thin  and  wa¬ 
tery  like  the  Stools  procured  by  Cathar¬ 
tics.  He  complained  now  of  being  very 
faint,  which  was  the  firft  fenfible  Expreffion 
he  uttered,  and  from  which  we  might  fuf- 
hciently  conclude,  that  a  great  Alteration  had 
been  induced  in  his  Conftitution  as  he  was 
come  to  himfelf,  and  was  becorile  fenfible  of 
his  Condition ;  he  continued  the  Honey  and 
Tartarian  Tartarifatum  conftantly,  and  daily 
grew  more  lively ;  his  Eyes  which  before 
were  fixed,  he  now  moved  with  Eafe  and 
apparent  Joy.  His  Face  and  whole  Habit, 
which  before  was  pale  and  fallen  away,  was 
now  become  plump  and  of  a  lively  red,  and 

E  h$ 
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he  was  able  to  exprefs  himfelf  in  a  rational 

Manner. 

I  now  inquired  of  him,  how  this  Dif- 
order  had  come  upon  him;  he  replied,  that 
about  four  Months  part,  he  had  been  invaded 
with  a  violent  Fever,  but  had  not  due  Care 
taken  of  him  or  proper  Remedies.  However, 
the  Fever  at  length  left  him,  but  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a  Melancholy  which  had  gradu¬ 
ally  increafed  upon  him,  a  Temper  of  Mind, 
very  different  from  his  natural  one,  having 
always  been  of  a  lively,  chearful,  Difpofition, 
and  fince  this  Time  he  could  not  remem¬ 
ber  any  thing,  but  now,  he  thanked  God, 
he  found  he  was  himfelf  again. 

I  now  ordered  him  the  Mixture  with 
the  Tart  arum  Tartarifatum  four  Times  a  Day 
only;  purged  him  two  or  three  Times,  and 
completed  the  Cure  with  a  bitter  ftomachic 
Elixir,  prepared  of  the  bitter  Extracts,  and 
Spiritus  Nitri  Dulcis. 

The  Change  this  Man  underwent  was 
really  lurprifing,  and  greater -than  will  be  ea- 
fily  imagined.  For  when  difeafed,  he  ap¬ 
peared  quite  Phlegmatic,  flared  with  his 
Eyes,  or  moved  them  flowly;  but  afterwards 
became  of  a  fanguineous  Habit,  chearful  and 

lively. 
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lively,  Joy  conftantly  fparkling  in  h;s  Eyes. 

He  continued  in  the  Hofpital  about  half  a 
Year  longer,  and  left  it  in  perfect  Health. 


CASE  X. 


Of  a  Melancholy  in  a  Woman,* 

QOME  Months  after  the  Difcharge  of  the 
former  Patient,  a  Woman  about  thirty 
Years  of  Age,  was  received  into  the  Ch  arite. 
She,  in  like  manner,  could  give  no  Account 
of  her  Condition,  but  laid  with  her  Eyes 
fixed,  fighing,  and  wringing  her  Hands  con¬ 
tinually;  die  had  no  Sleep,  herPulfe  was  not 
indeed  very  fail,  but  was  remarkably  flow. 
I  judged  that  her  Diforder  was  of  the  fame

Kind  with  the  former  Patient,  therefore  for 
the  Prefent  I  prefcribed  nothing,  but  directed 
my  Pupil  to  attend  to  the  Courfe  of  her 
Symptoms,  He  informed  me  that  {he  was 
coftive,  and  talked  confufedly  both  by  Day 
and  Night,  but  moftly  concerning  fpiritual 
Affairs.  I  ordered  the  Nurfe  to  give  her  two 
Clyfters  a  Day  for  two  Days,  and  directed  a 

E  2  Laxative 
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Laxative  prepared  with  Manna  and  Sal  Sed~ 
lizenjis  to  be  given  her  on  the  third  Day, 
which  operated  very  little. 

As  I  held  other  Remedies  fuperfluous,  I 
proceeded  immediately  to  the  Tartarum  Tar~ 
tarifatum ,  and  Honey,  of  each  half  an  Ounce, 
with  which-£he  made  the  Beginning,  and  con¬ 
tinued  taking  this  Quantity  for  ten  Days,  and 
then  took  the  Laxative ;  when  fhe  had  con¬ 
tinued  this  Mixture  three  Weeks,  fhe  like- 
wife  complained  of  great  Languor,  after  which 
fhe  began  to  talk  fenfibly.  I  afked  her  how 
fhe  came  to  fall  into  this  Illnefs  ?  She  replied, 
that  before  thisDiforder  attacked  her,  fhe  had 
been  a  long  Time  in  an  ill  State  of  Health, 
that  fhe  did  not  know  herfelf  what  ailed  her, 
but  believing  fome  wicked  Perfons  had  been 
the  Caufe  of  that  Illnefs,  fhe  made  a  Vow, 
that  if  it  fhould  pleafe  God  to  reftore  her 
to  her  Health,  fhe  would  never  wear  any 
laced  Caps  again :  That  fhe  foon  grew  well 
afterwards,  kept  her  Vow,  and  fold  all  her 
laced  Caps,  and  continued  in  perfect  Health 
a  Year.  About  which  Time  her  Sifter  came 
to  Berlin ,  who  obferving  that  fhe  had  no  laced 
Caps,  afked  the  Reafon  >  fhe  informed  her 
of  the  Vow  flie  had  made,  which,  inftead  of 

applaud-*' 
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applauding,  flic  laughed  at;  and  told  her 
it  was  nothing  but  Whimfy,  for  that  thofe 
who  could  pay  for  what  they  wore,  might 
wear  them,  flie  thought,  with  a  good  Confci- 
ence ;  and  would  not  let  her  have  any  Peace, 
till  flie  had  refolved  to  wear  laced  Caps  again. 
She  remained,  {he  faid,  well  fome  Time  after, 
but  her  Confcience  being  affected  by  the  Vi¬ 
olation  of  her  V ow,  the  by  Degrees  fell  into 
this  her  late  Diforder,  of  which  fhe  was  not 
able  to  recoiled  any  Thing. 

Her  menftrual  Difcharge  returned  regular¬ 
ly,  and  flie  was  diflniffed  the  Hofpital  in 
perfed  Health.  From  this  Cafe  we  may 
obferve,  what  trivial  Caufes  may  fometimes 
affed  certain  Minds  with  Melancholy. 


CASE.  XI. 


Of  a  true  Mania  cured  by  the  fame  Method. 

TN  the  Year  1751,  I  was  fent  for  to  a 
married  Woman,  who  was  faid  to  have 
been  in  a  violent  Fever  fix  Weeks :  I  thought 
if  llrange,  went  diredly  to  her,  and  found

her  in  Bed,  and  four  Periods  buded  in  hold¬ 
ing  her,  one  of  them  was  a  ftrong  Soldier, 
who  was  obliged  to  life  all  his  Strength  to 
keep  her  in  Bed. 


I  pres  e  n  t  l  y  perceived  it  could  be  no 
Fever,  and  my  Opinion  was  foon  corrobo¬ 
rated,  for  defiring  her  Attendants  to  hold  her 

*  T 

Arm  for  me  to  feel  the  Pulfe.  I  found  that  I 


was  not  deceived  in  my  Conjecture,  for  her 
Pulfe  beat  very  flowly,  but  was  pretty  full, 

I  therefore  adjudged  it  to  be  a  true  Mania . 

*  — 

I  took  her  Mother  afide,  and  told  her 
that  the  Diforder  her  Daughter  laboured  un¬ 
der  was  not  a  Fever,  but  a  raving  Madnefs, 
and  defired  her  to  tell  me  the  Truth,  and  to 
inform  me  in  what  Manner  it  bes?an  ;  fhe  re- 

O  J 

plied,  that  as  it  had  continued  fo  long,  it 
might  not  be  a  Fever,  but  that  for  the  laft 
fix  W eeks,  fhe  was  forced  to  have  four  Per- 
fons  to  watch  her  Night  and  Day,  to  prc-* 
v.ent  her  doing  herfelf  an  Injury,  for  ihe  had 
feverai  Times  attempted  to  throw  herfelf  out 
of  the  Window,  and  to  get  hold  of  a  Knife  ; 
That  about  nine  Weeks  paft,  fhe  had  been 
brought  to  bed  of  a  Daughter,  and  that  every 
Thing  proceeded  naturally,  excepting  that 
file  had  difcharged  but  little  Blood  at  the 
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Time  of  her  Delivery  or  afterwards,  but 
which  was  not  regarded,  as  die  had  been 
fickly  before,  and  during  the  whole  Period 
of  Geftation,  and  that  her  ill  State  of  Health, 
had  proceeded  from  Grief,  as  her  Bufinefs, 
on  feveral  Accounts,  was  greatly  fallen  off ; 
fince  which  fhe  had  not  been  eafy  in  her 
Mind,  had  loft  her  Appetite,  and  could  get 
no  Sleep;  fhe  conftantly  fought  to  be  alone, 
and  would  not  be  cheared,  till  at  length  fhe 
gradually  fell  into  this  Way,  She  informed 
me  farther,  that  her  Belly  was  hard  to  the 
1  eel,  which  fhe  thought  arofe  from  the  Re-  - 
tention  of  Part  of  her  Difcharges.  I  faid  it 
was  not  impofllble:  As  fhe  was  much  af¬ 
fected  with  Wind,  1  ordered  her  an  emollient 
carminative  Clyfter,  with  half  a  Dram  of 
Affa  Fxtida,  and  directed  it  to  be  given  in 
the  Evening,  and  to  be  repeated  the  next 
Morning.  I  vifited  her  the  next  Morning. 
The  Clyfters  had  operated  feveral  Times,  fhe 
had  expelled  a  good  deal  of  Wind,  had  been 
more  quiet  in  the  Night,  but  had  flept  but 
little,  yet  had  not  been  fo  raving  as  before. 

I  prescribed  a  Powder  with  a  Scruple 
of  Pulvis  Temperans ,  and  four  Grains  of  Cam- 
phi  re ,  and  directed  it  to  be  repeated  every  four 

E  4  Hours 
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Hours  for  three  Days,  and  ordered  two  Ciy- 
iters  to  be  injected  in  a  Day  if  poffible;  Up-r 
on  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Powders,  her  Menfes 
came  down  with  feveral  Pieces  of  grumous 
Blood,  fhe  continued  thefe  Powders  till  the 
Difcharge  gradually  abated,  and  ceafed. 

I  flattered  myfelf  that  after  this  Bz 
Vacuation  fhe  would  have  been  better,  but 
found  I  was  deceived,  for  fhe  was  as  furious 
as  before.  I  once  vifited  her  in  a  red  Coat? 
and  when  I  came  to  her  Bed  Side,  fhe 
grew  extraordinarily  outrageous,  attempting 
to  fcratch  and  bite  me,  which  the  Perfons 
who  attended  her  prevented;  then  fhe  began 
to  ipit  violently,  and  was  feized  with  Spafms, 
which  were  nearly  convulfiye,  and  cried  out 
that  I  was  tne  Devi!,  and  was  come  to  fetch 
her,  and  then  lamented  bitterly.  I  did  not 
at  fir  lb  know  the  Reafon  of  this  violent  Rage, 
till  Ihe  began  to  cry  out  conftantly,  the  Man 
jn  the  red  Coat  is  the  Devil,  and  he  is  come 
to  fetch  me  hence.  I  judged  the  Colour 
might  have  rendered  her  Ideas  confided,  and 
took  care  afterwards  not  to  appear  in  a  red 
-Coat  before  her,  as  I  had  Reafon  to  appre¬ 
hend  an  Epilepfy  might  enfue.  At  this  Time 
fier  Nurfe  could  not  by  any  Means  give  her 
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a  Clyfter,  nay  I  was  obliged  to  emit  her  ufual 
Remedies  for  fome  Days,  till  the  Idea  of  the 
Devil  was  changed  to  lefs  terrible  Imagina¬ 
tions  j  and  then  I  began  with  the  Honey,  and 
‘Tartar um  Tartarifatum ,  of  each  half  an  Ounce, 
diffolved  in  half  a  Pint  of  Water.  I  defired 
them  to  give  her  this  Mixture  by  Spoonfuls  in 
a  Day,  and  fo  continue  it  five  Days. 

bHE  was  now  evidently  become  more 
quiet,  and  did  not  rave  fo  much:  I  directed 
a  Laxative  with  Manna  and  Sal  Sedlizenfs 
and  afterwards  ordered  them  to  give  her  the 
Mixture  with  the  Tart  arum  Tartarifatum  re¬ 
gularly  for  a  Fortnight.  During  this  Time, 
her  Sleep  was  become  regular,  and  the  had 
,a  Stool  every  Day,  and  only  talked  confu- 
fedly  on  waking  fuddenly,  but  this  Symptom 
gradually  ceafed,  and  ihe  became  more  chear- 
ful :  Her  Pulfe  was  fmall  and  quick,  and  I 
had  her  blooded  again  in  the  Arm.  She  had 
now  a  Naufea  towards  Food,  and  particu-* 
larly  towards  her  Medicines ;  and  as  Ihe 
complained  of  being  troubled  with  Wind, 
I  ordered  her  a  ftomachic  Elixir,  prepared 
with  the  bitter  Extradls  and  Liquor  Jlncdinus 
Miner ahs  Hoffmanni ,  and  as  her  Mind  was 
now  lefs  confufed,  I  omitted  intirely  the 
Uie  of  the  Tart  arum  Tartarifatum .  She  con- 
1  tinued 
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tifkied  to  take  the  ftomachic  Elixir,  her  Ap¬ 
petite’  returned/  'and  the  Flatuffe's  abated, 

Wheifeoftive,  f '"dlre£ed  her  to  take  half  the

Quantity  of  die  Laxative*  which  proved  fuf- 
ncient  to  procure  feveral  Stools,  though  at 
nfil  the  whole  Dofe  moved  her  but  little  ^ 
which  Was  not  necefiaiy  now,  as  (he  began 
to  move  herfelf  more  about,  I  had  now  a 


mind  to  try  whether  the  Idea  of  the  Devil 

with  which  fhe  had  been  before  fo  terrified,

fbill  remained.  I  therefore  hinted  it  to  her, 
and  not  finding  any  Change  in  her  Pulfe,  which 
I  felt  at  the  fame  Time,  I  ventured  to  put 
bn  my  red  Coat ;  and  found  that  fhe  could 
lee  me  without  the  leaf!  Change  :  I  there¬ 
fore  ventured  to  afk  her  if  I  was  ftiil  the 


Devil,  to  which  fhe  replied  that  I  was  an 

N 

Angel  rather,  for  that  I  had  cured  her.  It

was  evident  from  hence,  that  fhe  did  not 
recoiled  or  know  any  Thing  of  what  flue 
had  before  uttered,  I  recited  to  her  what 
had  paffed,  for  which  fhe  afked  Pardon, 
and  was  greatly  concerned.  I  afiured  her 
that  it  was  out  of  Curiofity  only  that  I  had 
allied  her  the  Qucftion,  and  begged  her  to 
regard  me  for  her  Friend,  and  that  I  was 

exceed- 
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exceedingly  happy  in  having  had  it  in  my 
Power  to  affift  her. 

She  grew  afterwards  perfectly  well,  and 
fince  that  Time  has  had  no  Return  of  her 
Diforder,  and  her  Acquaintance  fay,  that  her 
Difpofition  is  as  lively  as  it  ever  was  in  her 
Life ;  her  Menjlma  have  flowed  at  their  re¬ 
gular  Periods,  and  fhe  has  fince  been  hap¬ 
pily  delivered  of  two  Children.

Of  a  Melancholy . 

jN  the  Year  1752,  a  Soldier  belonging  to 
the  Garrifon  was  received  into  the  Cha- 
rite.  He  had  fallen  in  love  with  a  Girl, 
and  would  have  married  her,  but  being  pre¬ 
vented  he  became  thoughtful  and  melan¬ 
choly;  at  length,  as  he  was  a  Fellow  who 
had  always  behaved  well,  his  Superiors  were 
at  laft  prevailed  upon  to  give  him  Permiflion 
to  marry  her:  Notwithftanding  he  ftill  re¬ 
mained  very  dull,  conflantly  complaining  of 
g  violent  Pain  and  Confufion  in  his  Head,  he 
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was  fallen  away  greatly,  and  his  Complexion 
W&S  become  very  pale. 

Before  this  Illnefs  he  had  been  remark¬ 
ably  neat,  but  was  now  grown  flovingly ; 
He  frequently  paffe.d  his  Excrements  invo¬ 
luntarily,  which  at  firft  was  thought  to  pro¬ 
ceed  from,  an  obftinate  Dilpofition  in  him, 
but  as  he  had  never  before  been  accuftomed 
to  do  thefe  Adtions,  he  was  feat  to  the  Gar- 
rifon  Hofpitai,  where  he  had  taken  many 
Remedies,  but  without  Succefs :  Whilft  he 
was.  there,  he  ftill  continued  to.  difcharge  his 
Excrements  involuntarily  3  in  the  Night  at 
firft,.  but  afterward  frequently  in  the  Day- 
Time  ;  they  were  extremely  foetid  and  very 
thin  ;  He  grew  daily  weaker  and  weaker,  at 
length  therefore  it  was  refolved  to  fend  him 
%  the  Char  it  Ei 

I  examined  him  upon  his  Admiflion, 
and  found  his  Pulfe  frnall,  his  Refpiration 
deep*  and  his  Face  and  Body  of  a  cachectic 
Afpedt  5,  his  Excrements,  were  difeftarged  not 
only  involuntarily,  but  without  his.  Know¬ 
ledge ;  I  did  not  ohferve  that  he  had  an  ac¬ 
tual  Delirium ,  yet  he  did  not  anfwer  regu¬ 
larly  to  the  Queftions  afked  him,  but  he  ap¬ 
peared  not  to  underftand  rightly  what  was 

laid 
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faid  to  him ;  therefore  I  could  not  well  dif» 
cover  whether  he  was  deaf  or  ftupid,  though 
his  Afpedt  rather  determined  the  laft,  for 
he  conftantly  look’d  confufed,  like  a  drunkefl 
Man:  He  never  alked  for  any  Food,  and 
took  no  Notice  of  any  Thing,  but  conftantly 
lay  quietly  in  the  fame  Place,  with  his  Eyes 
fnoftly  Ihut.  W  hen  the  Nurle  brought  bin! 
any  thing  to  eat,  he  never  attempted  to  take 
any,  but  as  in  every  thing  elfe,  fo  in  this,  he 
was  perfectly  indifferent,  and  therefore  fhe 
was  obliged  to  put  every  Morfel  into  his 
Mouth,  and  if  at  any  Time  fhe  left  him  for 
a  quarter  of  an  Hour,  to  go  to  other  Pa* 
tients,  when  fhe  returned,  fire  found  that 
he  ftill  kept  the  Morfel  in  his  Mouth,  and 
fhe  was  forced  to  ftroke  his  Throat  to  make 
him  fwallow  it,  lo  that  it  was  extremely  tire* 
fome  to  give  him  either  Solids  or  Liquids } 
and  indeed,  -had  not  the  Nurfe  been  a  good 
Sort  of  a  Woman,  or  had  ftie  been  rtegledt:* 
ful  of  him,  he  might  eafily  have  been 
ftarved. 

All  thefe  CircumftanCes  rendered  me 
undetermined  in  the  Method  I  fhould  purfuej 
I  did  not  choofe  to  give  him  the  T artarunl 
Tartarifaium ,  as  I  feared  that  it  Would  in* 

ersafe 
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creafe  the  Diarrhoea  >  and  to  flop  the  Diaf* 
rhcea ,  as  it  had  continued  fo  long,  feemed  to 
be  attended  with  Hazard  and  Difficulty.  I 
therefore  for  the  prefent  did  not  prefcribe  any 
thing,  that  I  might  have  Time  to  confider 
of  this  Cafe,  and  form  a  Plan*  how  I  fhould 
treat  him.  At  length,  I  refolved  to  begin 
with  the  Diarrhoea ,  and  ordered  him  fome 
Puhis  Rhabarbari  &  Ocul  Cancror :  But  the 
Loofnefs  remaining  the  fame,  I  gave  him 
the  Extrabhim  Cafcarillce ,  with  ‘Theriaca 
Andromachi ,  but  without  Succefs.  I  did  not 
think  it  proper  to  prefcribe  flrong  Aflringents, 
as  the  Diarrhoea  was  certainly  the  EffeCt,  and 
not  the  Caufe  of  the  Difeafe. 

I  resolved  now  to  treat  him  as  an  Apo¬ 
plectic  Perfon,  ashisDiforder  had  great  Analogy 
with  the  Apoplexy,  and  probably  might  proceed 
from  the  fame  Caufe.  I  directed  the  Spina Dorji 
to  be  rubbed  with  Unguentum  Nervinnm ,  mix¬ 
ed  with  Cantharides  and  Oleum  Origani ,  twice  a 
Day :  When  the  Skin  was  become  red,  and 
the  Epidermis  feparated,  I  ordered  a  B lifter 
to  be  applied  to  the  Part  which  extended  near¬ 
ly  to  the  Vertebrae  of  the  Loins.  I  kept  the 
Blifter  open  fourteen  Days,  and  then  applied 
a  frefli  Plaifter  again,  but  he  was  not  in  the 

leaft 
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leaft  relieved  by  it,  for  every  thing  remained 
the  fame  as  on  the  hr  ft  Day  I  faw  him.  I 
next  tried  Camphire ,  to  fee  if  that  would  be 
of  any  life,  and  gave  him  half  an  Ounce  in 
a  Day  at  a  Dram  for  a  Dofe,  powdered  with 
fame  teftaceous  Powder,  every  Morning  early, 
about  Noon,  in  the  Evening,  and  at  Night 
going  to  Reft. 

He  continued  this  Regimen  three  Weeks, 
hut  I  could  not  find  that  it  operated  farther 
than  rendering  the  Pulie  fomewhat  quicker? 
but  as  to  the  principal  Complaints,  it  had 
made  no  Change  in  them  ;  and  the  Diarrhoea 
was  neither  better  nor  worfe,  I  did  not  know 
what  to  do  with  him,  but  believed  him  to  be 
incurable  3  and  omitted  all  Medicine  for  fome 
Time. 

As  I  now  found  his  Pulfe  conftantly  be¬ 
came  fmaller,  and  obferved  his  Countenance 
to  refemble  the  Hypocratic  Face,  I  thought 
fomething  fhould  be  undertaken,  as  probably 
he  could  not  otherwife  furvive  long  :  I  took 
two  Ounces  of  Dart  car  am  Dartarifatum  and 
the  fame  Quantity  of  Honey,  diffolved  them 
in  a  Quart  of  Spring  Water,  and  directed  the 
Nurfe  to  give  him  two  Spoonfuls  every  two 
Hours,  all  which  Quantity  he  had  quite 

taken 
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taken  in  two  Days.  My  Pupil  informed  me,' 

.  that  his  Diarrhoea  was  greatly  increafed,  and 
that  the  Stools  ran  from  liim  like  Water.  I 
told  him  not  to  mind  it,  but  to  let  him  take 
another  Quart  in  fmall  Dofes  \  for  if  this  did 
riot  afford  hirri  fome  Relief,  I  did  not  know 
what  more  to  do  for  him. 

The  Diarrhoea  continued  thus  profufe  for 
fome  Days,  and  then  abated  remarkably,  and 
he  began  to  look  a  good  deal  about  him,  like 
one  awaken'd  from  a  deep  Sleep ;  he  afked 
many  Queflioris,  as  for  Infiance  what  had 
been  his  Complaint,  and  why  he  was  in  an 
Hofpital,  by  which  we  faw  that  he  began  to 
recollect  himfelf  again,  and  to  be  fenfible  of 
his  Condition.  He  called  for  Victuals,  and 
fwallowed  them  regularly,  and  looked  with  a 
more  chearful  Afpedt ;  but  at  the  fame  time, 
his  Pulfe  was  become  remarkably  quick.  I 
can  affine  the  Reader,  that  in  my  Life,  I  never4 
obferved  the  like  before >  I  judged  that  if 
would  be  neceffary  to  change  it,  in  order  to 
prevent  an  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs  or  Fe¬ 
ver  enfuing,  and  therefore  ordered  Venaefec- 
tion,  which  affording  no  Relief,  I  diredted  it 
to  be  repeated  again,  and  a  third  Time,  giving 
him  at  the  fame  time,  cooling  Draughts,  by 

which 
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Which  means  I  not  only  attained  my  End ; 
but  his  Pulfe  became  full,  and  as  flow  as  na- 
tural. 

He  now  got  up,  talked  very  rationally,  and 
expreffed  his  Thanks  to  me,  in  the  moft  ob¬ 
liging  Manner  for  the  Service  I  had  done 
him ;  it  was  a  great  Pleafure  to  find*  that 
he  was  become  quite  chearful  and  friendly, 
inftead  of  the  flaring,  flupid,  Perfon  he  had 
been:  Indeed  he  did  not  appear  to  be  the 
fame  Perfon,  he  had  a  good  Appetite,  vifibly 
recovered  his  Flefh,  looked  well,  and  had 
ruddy  Cheeks  :  I  muft  confefs,  that  as  often 
as  I  vifited  the  Patients,  he  behaved  himfelf 
fo  well,  that  I  was  greatly  pleafed  with  him ; 
at  length  as  I  found  him  reftored  to  perfect 
health,  1  fent  him  to  his  Regiment :  But  a 
few  Days  after  he  had  been  difcharged  from 
our  Hofpital,  the  Surgeon  of  the  Regiment,  to 
which  he  belonged  fent  to  inform  me  that  he 
was  very  bad  again,  and  lay  in  their  Hofpi-* 
tal :  I  went  directly  to  fee  him,  and  inquired 
what  his  Complaints  now  were;  he  replied, 
that  as  he  had  lain  conftantly  upon  his  Back, 
when  he  was  in  the  Charite,  and  difcharg¬ 
ed  his  Stools  under  him,  and  being  at  that 
time  quite  emaciated,  his  Back  was  become 

F  fore. 
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fore,  and  had  not  been  carefully  dreffed :  The 
Sijrgeon  informed  me  that  there  was  a  Sinusy 
which  went  to  the  Bone,  I  ordered  the  Dref- 
lings  to  be  taken  off  to  examine  it,  and  found 
a  Sinus  an  Hand's  Length,  and  an  Inch  Wide, 
proceeding  upwards  from  the  Os  Coccygis  to 
the  Vertebra  of  the  Loins,  and  as  callous  and 
hard  as  Wood ;  the  Bones  however,  were 
not  affedted. 

I  took  care, to  have  him  conveyed  again 
to  the  Charite-,  and  feverely  reprimanded 
my  Pupil,  who  had  before  informed  me  that 
the  Skin  only  was  rubbed  off^  and  that  it 
was  very  inconliderable ;  otherwife  I  Ihould 
have  looked  at  it  myfelf. 

There  was  nothing  now  further  to  be 
done,  than  opening  the  Sinus  longitudinal¬ 
ly,  which  Profeffor  Pallas%  after  the  common. 
Applications  had  been  ufed,.  directed  the 
fooner,  as  the  Bones,  Ligaments,  and  Apo- 
.  neurofes,  might  otherwife  have  been  affedted. 
In  the  mean  time  the  Bones  were  quite  founds 
for  the  Callolity  had  prevented  their  Correfxon ; 
after  this,  mild  Septics,  Digeftives,  and  a* 
length  Balfamics,  were  ufed  to  remove  the: 
Callolity;  but  after  the  Dilatation,  and  Remo¬ 
val  of  the  Callofity,  the  Wound  was  become 
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as  broad  as  ones  Hand,  and  the  Suppura¬ 
tion,  as  may  be  ealily  imagined,  was  pro¬ 
portionable  to  the  Superficies,  and  hence 
pretty  large  ;  a  Fever  was  confequently  in- 
feparable,  as  the  Superficies  was  fo  great,  and 
the  Depth  fo  confiderable.  The  Cure  -  pro¬ 
ceeded  ilowly,  febrile  Symptoms  appeared, 
and  he  was  invaded  with  a  flow  hedtic  Fe¬ 
ver,  which  wafted  him  again,  accompanied 
with  a  dry  Cough,  and  nodlurnal  Sweats, 
fo  that  we  had  great  Reafon  to  fear  the  E- 
vent  would  turn  out  bad,  as  he  was  fo  weak, 
as  not  to  be  able  to  rife  from  his  Bed,  nay 
hardly  to  turn  himfelf  into  a  convenient  Po- 
fture  to  be  dreffed. 

The  healing  of  the  Ulcer  was  retarded, 
the  Difcharge  being  now  thin  and  ichorus, 
Inftead  of  well  formed  Pus.  I  therefore  or¬ 
dered  him  to  drink  a  Quart  of -Milk  Whey 
every  Morning,  and  took  care  that  he  ftiould 
have  good  Broths  for  Dinner  and  Supper; 
and  every  Night  going  to  reft,  I  diredted  him 
a  cooling  Draught :  He  continued  the  Re¬ 
gimen  eight  Days,  the  Night-Sweats  left  him 
firft,  and  he  flept  quieter ;  upon  the  further 
Continuance  of  this  Regimen  the  Cough 
abated,  his  Appetite  returned,  and  the  Fever

was  almoft  gone.  This  Change  had  alfo’ 
a  great  Influence  upon  the  Ulcer,  for  it  be¬ 
gan  to  have  a  lively,  red  Complexion  at  the 
Bottom,  as  well  as  on  the  Sides,  Xvhere  it 
hitherto  had  looked  white,  and  had  been 
overfpread  with  fungous  Flefh ;  the  Matter 
became  thick,  and  frefh  Granulations  of  Flefh 
generating  on  all  Sides,  the  Ulcer  conftantly 
diminifhed,  till  at  length  it  was  intrrely  healed,, 
and  he  recovered  his  Health. 

He  was  difeharged  the  Charite  the  fe- 
cond  Time,  and  chearfully  began  to  do  duty 
again.  About  half  a  Year  afterwards,  I  de- 
fired  him  to  come  to  me,  that  I  might  in¬ 
quire  of  him  concerning  his  Health ;  I  afked 
him  if  he  could  not  recoiled  any  thing  that 
had  pafled  in  the  Time  of  his  firft  Illnefs’ ; 
he  replied  that  he  could  not  form  a  Angle 
Idea  of  what  had  happened  for  the  whole 
Year  before,  and  that  hence  the  Time  to  him 
had  neither  appeared  long  nor  fhort.

CASE  XIII. 

Of  a  Melancholy. 

T  AST  Autumn,  I  was  fent  for  to  a  Black- 
fmith  who  had  been  ill  fome  Weeks  •,  I 
went  to  him,  and  found  a  Man  about  thirty 
Years  of  Age  fitting  in  a  Chair ;  he  was  lean; 
his  Complexion  was  very  brown,  nearly  of  a 
dark  Yellow;  he  had  very  black  Hair,  and 
his  whole  Body  in  general  was  uncommonly 
Jiairy ;  confequently  all  the  Signs  of  a  me¬ 
lancholic  Temperament  were  prefent,  I  alked 
him  what  ailed  him  ?  he  anfwered — nothing, 
but  that  the  Devil  was  in  his  Body.  His 
Pulfe  was  hard,  and  full,  and  pretty  quick, 
but  not  of  that  Sort  by  far  as  is  ufual  in  Fe¬ 
vers.  His  Refpiration  was  deep,  and  fre¬ 
quently  interrupted  by  Sighs. 

I  perceived  that  he  laboured  under  a  me¬ 
lancholy  Madnefs,  for  I  could  not  term  it  a 
Mania  becaufe  he  did  not  rave.  However, 
he  had  not  flept  for  many  Nights,  and  had 
.eaten  but  very  little  Food:  I  obferved  that 
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during  the  whole  Time  I  was  fpeaking  to 
him,  he  held  his  Right-hand  to  his  Throat . 
I  defired  him  to  tell  me  the  Reafon,  he  re¬ 
plied,  that  the  Devil  conftantly  wanted  to  get 
out  of  his  Throat. 

I  desired  him  by  no  means  to  flop 
him,  but  to  let  him  go,  and  to  take  his  Hand 
away,  which,  after  fome  foothing  Arguments, 
he  did. 

I  ordered  fixteen  Ounces  of  Blood  to 
be  taken  from  him  immediately,  and  pre- 
fGribed  him  a  Laxative  with  Manna^  as  he  had 
been  fome  Days  coftive:  The  following  Day 
when  I  vinted  him,  I  was  a  good  deal  fur- 
prifed  j  he  fat  in  a  Chair,  his  Eyelids  were 
of  a  dark  brown  Colour,  and  bloated  5  upon

clofer  Examination,  I  found  it  to  be  a  fet¬ 
tling  of  extravafated  Blood,  his  Face  was,  al- 
moft  all  over,  of  a  blackifli  Hue,  which  ren¬ 
dered  his  Afpeft  terrible. 

I  did  not  prefently  conceive  the  Reafon 
of  this,  till  after  I  had  done  examining  his 
Face;  I  obferved  that  he  had  placed  his  Hands 
on  each  Side  of  his  Neck;  I  watched  him, 
without  faying  a  Word,  and  found  that  he 
had  juft  hit  upon  the  Situation  of  the  jugu- 
Jap  Veins,  and  ftrongly  compreffed  them  on 

each 
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each  Side  of  his  Neck,  with  his  Hands,  in 
fuch  a  Manner,  that  when  I  took  his  Hands 
away  ,  the  Skin  was  quite  black  and  blue,  and 
the  Impreffion  of  his  Fingers  remained. 

H  x  s  Wife  informed  me,  that  he  had  fat 
in  that  Pofture  all  Night,  and  that  fhe  did 
not  think  it  would  have  done  him  Harm';  but 

1  told  her  it  might  have  eafily  produced  an 

1 

Apoplexy. 

A  s  his  Pulfe  was  very  hard  and  full,  am|r 
with  a  View  of  refolving  the  extravafated 
Blood,  I  ordered  fixteen  Ounces  of  Blood  to 
he  taken  away,  and  the  Operation  to  be  re¬ 
peated  again  in  the  Evening,  and  enjoined 
him  not  to  fix  his  Hands  any  more  in  the 
Manner  he  had  done,  for  that  the  Devil  would 
then  kill  him  if  he  did,  and  that  if  he  would 
promifeme  not  to  do  fo  again,  I  would  drive  the 
Devil  away  without  muchNoife  or  Trouble. 
This  was  of  Service,  and  prevented  him 
from  putting  his  Hands  to  his  Neck  any 
more,  for  though  he  talked  confufedly,  he 
was  afraid  to  do  it. 

The  next  Day  as  his  Pulle  was  not  chang¬ 
ed,  I  ordered  Venaefeftion  to  be  repeated,  and 
directed  fome  cooling  Draughts  to  be  given 
him  for  fome  Days  5  after  which  his  Pulfe  be- 
c  F  4  came 
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canie  quieter,  but  the  Delirium  continued. 
I  now  gave  him  the  Tartarian  Tar  tar  if  at  uni 
in  the  fame  Manner  I  had  adminiftered  in  the 
former  Cafes :  He  continued  taking  it  for 
fourteen  Days,  his  Delirium  evidently  abated, 
and  in  about  three  Weeks,  he  was  quite  re¬ 
covered  and  has  not  fince  had  the  lead:  Attack 
of  this  Sort,  nor  of  any  other  Diforder. 

I  cured  ten  or  twelve  Patients  befides 
by  the  fame  Method,  but  as  there  was  no- 
thing  particular  in  their  Cafes,  and  I  am  in¬ 
deed  partly  bound  for  certain  Reafons  not  to 
defcribe  them,  I  have  omitted  inferring  them* 
I  can  remember  but  three  who  were  not

cured,  and  thefe  I  could  not  get  to  take  any 
Medicines.

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SOLDIER  about  thirty  Years  of  Age, 
had  Jong  laboured  under  a  Tertian  Fe*- 
,yers  and  had  taken  many  Remedies,  but  with- 

opt 
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out  finding  any  Relief  from  them,  at  length 
he  was  induced  to  take  the  Advice  of  a  Wo¬ 
man,  who  cured  him  with  fome  Remedy  fhe 
had,  but  what  it  was  he  did  not  know,  but 
he  did  not  long  remain  well ;  for  in  lefs  than 
a  Week,  the  Fever  not  only  returned,  but 
was  alfo  accompanied  with  a  fevere  Pain  in 
his  Head,  a  violent  Delirium,  a  black  dry 
Tongue,  and  an  inextinguifhable  Third:,  his 
Pulfe  was  fmall  but  very  quick,  and  his 
Refpiration  frequent.  He  had  lain  in  this 
dangerous  State  three  Days,  when  I  was  fent 
for. 

I  perceived  immediately  from  this  Ac¬ 
count  that  was  given  me,  that  thefe  Symp¬ 
toms  proceeded  from  a  fuppreffed  Tertian, 
which  was  returned  again,  and  changed  into 
a  continual  Fever.  I  ordered  him  immedi- 

atelv  a  Decoftion  of  Cortices  Citric  with  Oat- 
✓ 

i me l  Simplex  and  Nitre  fweetned  with  a 
cooling  Syrup,  and  towards  removing  the 
Delirium,  I  prefcribed  of  the  Pulv .  Tempe- 
rant  Alb.  gj.  Camphor ce  gr.  iv.to  be  taken  every 
four  Hours.  The  next  Day  he  was  the  fame, 
his  Urine  was  red,  but  without  any  Sedi¬ 
ment  ;  to  leave  him  in  this  Condition,  and  to 
wait  for  a  Crifis,  as  his  Delirium  was  as  vio¬ 
lent 
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lent  as  ever,  his  Tongue  as  dry,  and  no  Ap¬ 
pearance  of  his  Recovery,  I  judged  would  be 
very  hazardous  :  I  therefore  concluded  as  a 
Tertian  Ague  had  been  the  Foundation  of 
the  prefent  Fever,  that  if  I  could  remove  the 
Mofus  Febriles ,  the  continual  Fever  would 
likewife  ceafe.  I  therefore  made  an  Infufion 
of  the  Cortex  Per uvi anus  in  Water,  and  di¬ 
rected  him  to  take  half  a  Wine  Glafs  full 
every  Hour.  I  was  very  defirous  the  next 
Morning  to  know  what  had  enfued  3  *  I  went 
to  him  and  found  him  without  any  Delirium, 
with  but  little  Fever  on  him,  his  Pulfe  was 
full,  and  a  copious  Sediment  was  depofited  in 
his  Urine;  he  took  fome  Nouriihment  the 
fame  Day,  and  I  now  directed  him  to  take 
an  Elixir  prepared  with  bitter  Extracts  and 
the  Liquor  Anodynus  Miner  alts  Ucjfmanni ,  and 
to  take  at  Night  a  temperant  Powder;  he  con¬ 
tinued  thefe  Remedies  fome  Days,  the  Fever 
went  quite  off,  and  he  found  himielf  in 
perfeCt  Health,  has  had  no  Relapfe  fince,  and 
is  now  in  the  fame  Regiment.

CASE  XV, 


A  Cafe  analogies  to  the  former  ? 

T  HAD  this  Year  much  fuch  another  Cafe 
under  my  Care,  a  Girl  about  nine  Years 
of  Age,  had  a  regular  Tertian  Fever  for  a 
Week,  without  any  remarkable  Symptoms 
attending  it  :  Her  Parents  had  applied  to  a 
Surgeon,  who  gave  the  Child  feveral  Medi¬ 
cines,  but  without  Effedt,  at  length  they 
became  tired  of  giving  thefe  Medicines: 
A  Neighbour  then  advifed  them  to  give  their 
Daughter  fifteen  Cloves  powdered,  in  a  Glafs 
pf  French  Brandy,  alluring  them  that  it  would 
would  certainly  cure  her. 

The  Parents  of  the  Child  building  upon 
thefe  Alfa  ranees,  gave  their  Daughter  this 
Remedy,  which  had  the  EfFedt,  and  prevent¬ 
ed  the  Return  of  the  Fit  the  next  Day,  when 
it  was  expedted,  at  which  they  were  greatly 
rejoiced,  but  this  their  Joy  did  not  laft  long  ; 
for  the  Day  following,  the  Child  was  feized 

with 
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with  a  Shivering,  fucceeded  by  great  Heat 
and  Third:,  which  laded  all  Day;  they  thought 
it  would  go  off,  and  gave  her  nothing  except 
Drink,  of  which  they  differed  her  to  take  as 
•much  as  fhe  defired;  towards  the  Evening 
the  Heat  and  Third  increafed  greatly,  and 
Ihe  became  delirious.  She  continued  in  this 
State  until  the  fourth  Day,  when  die  was 
feized  with  drong  Convulfions,  which  greatly 

alarined  her  Parents,  and  they  fent  for  me:

I  found  her  as  related  in  the  foregoing  Ac¬ 
count,  and  edeemcd  her  Cafe  a  very  dan¬ 
gerous  one,  and  the  more  ib  as  her  Pulfe  was 
very  fmall,  bat  exceedingly  quick,  her  Urine 
red,  but  without  any  Sediment,  and  herTongue 
black.  She  fometimes  rolled  her  Eyes  about 
in  a  ftranae  Manner,  and  fometimes  flared 
with  them  quite  fixed.  The  Convulfions 
were  fo  violent,  as  to  raife  up  her  Body  fo 
that  ihe  could  be  hardly  held  fad ;  I  or¬ 
dered  a  large  Blifter  to  be  applied  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  preferibed  fom  cPotimes  Temper  antes 
Aciduloe  cum  Nitro ;  and  a  cooling  Powder 
with  two  Grains  of  Camphire. 

In  the  i\fternoon,  I  found  her  juft  the 
fame  without  any  Abatement  or  tne  Symp¬ 
toms;  on  the  contrary,  the  Convulfions  were 

much 
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much  llronger,  the  Pulfe  fmaller,  and  no  Sedi¬ 
ment  appeared  yet  in  the  Urine:  I  perceived 
that  it  would  be  a  difficult  Matter  to  fave  her 
Life,  if  ihe  was  not  quickly  relieved.  I  therefore 
refolved  to  order  her  the  Infufion  of  Bark  in 
Water,  and  directed  two  Tea-fpoonfuls  to  be 
given  her  every  Hour,  which  ffie  repeated 
regularly  through  the  Night,  for  I  infilled 
upon  its  not  being  omitted.  The  next  Morn¬ 
ing,  I  found  her  in  a  breathing  Sweat,  her

Pulfe  was  full,  but  not  very  quick  :  The 
Convuifions  were  intirely  gone,  and  a  large 
Sediment  was  depofited  in  her  Urine  5  in  fhort 
ffie  was  out  of  all  Danger.  I  like  wife  gave 
her  a  bitter  ftomachic  Elixir  with  Spiritns 
'  Nitri  Dulcis ,  her  Urine  continued  to  de- 
pofit  a  Sediment  for  eight  Days,  which  re¬ 
lieved  her  greatly,  her  Strength  daily  increaf- 
ed,  and  in  a  fhort  Time  fhe  was  quite  reco¬ 
vered,  nothing  of  the  Fever  remaining. 

I  kept  her  Blifter  open  for  a  long  time, 
promoting  the  Difcharge  by  dreffing  the  Part 
with  the  Unguentum  Epifpajlicnra .  A  fhort 
Cough  now  only  remained,  which  alfo  left 
her  after  drinking  an  Infufion  of  the  Radix 
ftarfaparilhz,  China?)  Fceniculi ,  and  the  Herb 
Veronica .  A  particular  Circumftance  occur¬ 
red 
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red  in  this  Cafe,  viz.  that  as  foon  as  fke 
Blifter  was  healed,  Ihe  had  a  febrile  Pa* 
roxyfm  Return,  which  went  off  upon  taking 
fome  Bitters,  fo  that  Ihe  was  perfectly  re- 
ftored  to  Health. 


CASE  XVI. 

Of  a  Caries  of  the  Bones  of  the  Foot, 


TN  the  Spring  of  the  Year  1753,  a  Youth 
about  feventeen  Years  of  Age,  was  re* 
ceived  into  the  Charite*  for  a  Dilorder  of 
his  left  Foot,  with  which  he  had  been  trou¬ 
bled  fix  or  feven  Years. 

Upon  Examination,  I  found  feveral  Holes 
in  his  Foot,  which  ran  in  a  ftrait  Direction 
through  the  Os  Calcis,  the  Bones  were  cari¬ 
ous  and  enlarged,  and  a  fcetid  Ichor  was  dif- 
charged  in  great  Quantities.  The  Foot  was 
fwelled,  and  above  the  Afragalus  there  was 
alfo  a  Tumor  of  the  Oedematous  Kind : 
Decodions  prepared  of  vulnerary  Herbs  and 
Roots,  with  FinSlura  Myrrhce ,  &  Aloes,  were 
inieded,  and  Mercurials  in  fmall  Dofes  with 

a  De~ 
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a  Decodtion  of  the  Woods  were  adminiftred 
for  a  confiderable  Time,  but  without  the 
leaft  Benefit.  On  the  contrary  the  Pain  of 
his  Foot  was  greater,  and  the  Foot  was  more 
enlarged.  There  was  no  Appearance  of  an 
Exfoliation,  he  become  daily  more  and  more 


debilitated  ;  and  we  faw  that" Death  mull  cer¬ 
tainly  enfue,  if  he  had  not  fpeedy  Relief.  It 
was  therefore  refolved  to  amputate  the  Foot, 
at  the  ufual  Place  below  the  Knee,  which 
Operation  was  performed  in  the  Prefence  of 
Profeffor  Pallas  and  myfelf ;  but  the  third 
Day  after  the  Operation,  when  the  Breffings 
were  removed,  the  Bone  appeared  of  a  livid 
Colour,  from  whence  we  concluded,  that  an 
Amputation  above  the  Knee  would  be  ne- 
cefiary  ;  but  this  we  judged  walJ^fu^ffible  for 
him  to  undergo,  as  he  had  a  confiderable 
Degree  of  Fever,  was  eonftantly  delirious, 
and  complained  of  a  Pain  of  the  Thigh,  which 
extended  to-  the  Abdomen ,  though  no  Red- 
nefs  was  obferved  externally:  He  was  blooded, 
attemperant  Medicines  with  Camphire,  and 
Diluents,  were  exhibited,  but  without  Effect, 
for  he  died  on  the  tenth  Day  after  the  Am* 


potation. 


Whilst^ 
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Whilst  he  lay  in  the  Condition  above 
recited,  the  Ulcers  were  very  foul,  of  a  foetid 
Smell,  and  would  not  fuppurate,  though  all 
the  proper  Applications  were  ufed.  The 
Fleih  retraced  from  the  Bone  in  fuch  a 
Manner  that  the  Stump  was  quite  expofed. 
There  was  no  confiderable  Inflammation  :  As 
the  Ulcer  was  foetid,  the  Aqua  Phagedemca 
was  ufed,  but  neither  this,  nor  any  of  the 
balfamic  Topics  were  of  Ufe, 

On  differing  the  Body,  I  found  all  the 
Vifcera  of  the  Abdomen  in  a  pretty  natural 
State,  except  here  and  there  the  Appearance 
of  an  inflamed  Inteftine.  The  Lungs  were 
pretty  found,  though  they  adhered  in  feveral 
Places,  but  this  certainly  had  no  Connection, 
with  the  prefent  Diforder:  The  Veffels  of 
the  Head  were  turgid,  and  full  of  Blood,  as 
wo  conflantly  find  them  in  Perfons,  who  die 
of  inflammatory  Difeafes ;  but  otherwife  I  ob~ 
ferved  nothing  preternatural  $  I  proceeded  to 
examine  the  Leg,  and  I  had  no  fooner  di¬ 
vided  the  Integuments,  but  the  Tibia  ftarted 
from  its  Articulation  of  the  Knee,  without  any 
great  Refiftance.  This  Circumftance  gave 
me  Occafion  to  make  many  Reflections,  whofe 
Ufe  I  experienced  in  another  Cfefe,  which  I 

fhall 
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ihall  hereafter  relate.  I  likewife  examined 
the  Joint  of  the  Os  Femoris,  where  it  is  ar¬ 
ticulated  with  the  Off  a  Innominata.  I  cut 
through  the  Skin,  and  the  Mufcles  of  the 
Femur  to  the  Joint ;  there  was  Matter  in 
tlie  Articulation.  I  cut  through  the  cap- 
fular  Ligament,  and  a  reddilh,  thin,  foetid 
Ichor,  was  difcharged.  The  Neck  of  the 
Femur,  where  it  is  attached  to  the  Liga¬ 
ment,  was  carious,  and  the  Cartilage,  which 
covers  the  Head  of  the  Femur ,  was  likewife 
carious  in  feveral  Places ;  arid  the  Perioftiunt 
of  the  Os  Fetnoris,  inftead  of  adhering  to  the 
Bone,  was  eafily  feparated  with  the  leaft 
Touch  of  the  Finger,  though  in  found  Sub- 

\  ^  n 

jefts  it  always  adheres  ftrongly.  The  whole 
Os  Femoris  was  of  a  livid  hue*  all  which  de~ 
noted  an  univerfal  Contamination  of  the  Jui- 
tes*  and  probably  the  Periojti'um  of  the  Bones 
in  general,  by  the  long  continued  Abforptioii 
of  Matter,  fuffered  the  fame  Change.  Fof 
as  I  cut  through  the  Integuments  of  the  found 
Leg,  in  order  to  examine  the  Tibia ,  the  Pe~ 
riojiiurn ,  in  like  manner,  every  where  fepa¬ 
rated,  and  the  Bone  was  bluifli/ 
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...  of  a  Spina  Ventofa.

MAN  of  a  cachdtic  Habit  of  Body, 

-  -  about  forty  Years  of  Age,  was  received 
into  the  Charite,  he  had  an  Exoftofis  upon 
the  ‘Tibia,  as  big  as  a  Child’s  Head,  of  a  Year 
old  ;  it  was  occafioned  by  a  Blow  upon  the 
Part,  was  at  firft  fmall  and  hard,  at  length 
gradually  increafed  to  the  prefer*  Size,  and 
was  accompanied  with  violent  Pains.  He. ha 
applied i  to  a  Barber  Surgeon  in  a  Country 
Town,  who,  thinking  it  contained  Mattel, 
opened  it;  but  upon  finding  it  internally  hard, 
looked  upon  it  to  be  of  too  difficult  Cure  for 
•him  to  undertake,  and  advifed  him  to  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  Ch  arite  at  Berlin. 

Upon  Examination  I  perceived  that  the 

Cafe  was  a  true  Spina  Ventofa ;  and  through 

the  Holes  we  could  pafs-  a  Probe  into  the 

Cavity  of  the  Tibia ,  meeting  every  where 

with  Splinters  and  Lamella;  of  the  Bone.  I 
v  imme- 

i 
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immediately  made  a  crucial  Incilion  through 
the  Integuments,  as  deep  as  the  Tibia,  and 
took  away  the  Flefh,  in  which  we  found  an. 
incredible  Number  of  thefe  Splinters  and 
Lamella.  A  confiderable  Hemorrhage  en- 
fued,  but  was  loon  flopped  by  filling  up 
the  Wound  with  Lint.  As  we  could  now 
eafily  come  at  the  Tibia ,  nay  into  its  Cavity, 
I  was  in  hopes  that  an  Exfoliation  might  be 
procured  from  every  Part  of  the  Carious 
Bone,  as  we  could  apply  our  Inftrumsnts 
and  the  balfamic  Tinctures.  I  had  the  Part 
properly  dreffed,  and  at  the  fame  time  di¬ 
rected  the  DecoSlum  Lignorum  to  be  taken 
liberally,  and  mercurial  Purges  at  proper  In¬ 
tervals. 

The  Bone  exfoliated  in  fome  Places,  ahd 
we  found  feveral  Sinufes  which  palled  up¬ 
wards  and  downwards  in  the  Tibia :  Hence 
we  concluded  that  there  Would  be  rio  Hopes 
of  a  Cure,  and  therefore  we  had  recourfe 
to  Amputation  above  the  Knee,  as  the  only 
Remedy  which  remained.  After  the  Opera¬ 
tion,  the  Flefh  conflantly  remained  foul,  and 
the  Bone  appeared  of  a  blue  Colour,  in  fome 
Places  quite. black;  he  had  a  confiderable 
Degree  of  Fever,  which  abated  a  little  after 

taking 
& 


84  Medical  and 

taking  fome  cooling  Remedies;  at. length, 
eight  Weeks  after  the  Operation,  he  died. 

Upon  Diflection  we  found  the  Bones  of 
this  Man  of  a  blue  Colour,  aud  the  Peri- 
ojieum  feparated  ealily  from  the  Bone,  as  in 
the  former  Cafe,  but  the  Vij'cera  weie  all 


found. 


CASE  XVIII. 


Of  a  Separation  of  the  Periofteum,  as  in  the 

former  Cafes. 

A  YOUNG  Man  was  brought  into  the 
***  Charite;  he  had  been  ran  over  by 
Coach,  about  three  Months  before,  by  which 
Accident  the  'Tibia  was  luxated  at  the  Ar¬ 
ticulation  with  the  Foot,  and  fra&ured  about 
two  Inches  higher  up.  It  was  a  compound 
Fra&ure,  and  had  remained  open  ever  iince, 
the  Luxation  had  not  been  reduced,  probably 
could  not,  for  after  fuch  violent  Caufes  the 
Reduction  is  frequently  impra&icable. 

Upon  examining  the  Joint  of  the  Foot, 

we  found  the  Bone  bent  inwards,  and  an 

Anchi - 
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Anchylosis  nearly  formed.  The  Tibia  \Vas  r 
carious*  and  the  Probe  might  every  where  be* 
paired  into  the  Joint;  neither  the  external  Ap^ 
plications,  nor  the  Remedies  taken  inwardly 
were  of  any  Service^  fo  that  we  were  oblige 
ed  to  amputate  ;  indeed  he  fuffered  fo  much 
Pain  for  three  Quarters  of  a  Year,  that  he 
begged  himfelf  to  have  the  Operation  per¬ 
formed,  and  the  Limb  was  taken  off,  in  my  . 
Prefence,  above  the  Knee,  as  the  whole  Tibid 
was  enlarged. 

The  Periojleum  feparated  before  the  Bone  was 
fawed  through,  which  was  by  no  means  plea- 
fin  g  to  me,  and  the  Mufcles  were  very  pale,  - 
fo  that  I  immediately  prognofticated,  that  the 
Event  would  not  be  prosperous.  He  under¬ 
went  the  Operation  with  great  Fortitude  and 
Patience,  without  feeming  to  be  the  leaft  af¬ 
fected  ;  and  was  pretty  well  the  two  firft 
Days  after,  except  that  he  had  conftantly  fome 
Fever  on  him,  but  on  the  third  Day  the  Fe¬ 
ver  increafed,  and  he  began  to  be  delirious; 
he  was  blooded;  Camphire,  and  cooling  Me¬ 
dicines,  were  prefcribed  for  him,  and  every 
other  Remedy  that  appeared  requilite,  but 
without  effecting  any  yifrble  Alteration  for  the 
tetter*  At  every  Drefling,  the  Wound  was 

— T-T  G  3  very 
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very  foul,  and  the  Mufcles  of  a  pale  Colour, 
a  copious  foetid  Ichor  was  difcharged,  the 
Bone  projeded  feveral  Inches,  and  the  Pe- 
riojimni  feparated  from  it.  On  the  Infide  of 
the  Os  Fentons,  we  difeovered  a  Sinus,  which 
ran  upwards  a  good  way,  and  which  like- 
wife  difcharged  a  foetid  Ichor  in  great  Quan¬ 
tity.  Proper  Injections  and  Fomentations 
were  ufed,  the  Parts  were  dreffed  with  Bal- 
famies,  and  the  internal  Remedies  continued 
but  without  the  leaft  Effedt,  and  at  length  he 
died. 

Upon  examining  the  Body  after  his  De- 
ceafe,  we  found  the  Os  Femoris  affedted  as 
high  up  as  the  Articulation,  eafily  dividing 
into  Lamella,  and  the  Joint  itfelf  was  alfo 
full  of  an  ichorous  Matter,  from  whence  it 
was  diffidently  evident  that  the  Cafe  was 
incurable.

Mputation  in  general  is  a  precanouf 
Operation,  except  when  the  Diforder  of 
the  Bone  proceed?  from  Fradhires  occafion- 
ed  by  feme'  violent  external  Cauie,  and  the 
v '  *  ’  • 1  Operation 
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Operation  is  performed  in  due  Time,  then 
indeed  it  is  generally  attended  with  Succefs* 
as  I  have  observed  in  many  Patients  brought 
into  the  Charite.  But  when  fuch  Difor* 
ders  of  the  Bones  proceeding  from  an  exter¬ 
nal  Caufe,  have  long  remained,  and  are  ac¬ 
companied  with  Ulcerations  and  a  Caries,  it 
is  but  feldom,  that  a  Cure  is  effedtecL 

For  though  Balfamic  Tindtures  maybe 
of  Service,  where  they  can  be  applied  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  Caries ,  yet  as  that  is  not 
always  pofiible  when  the  Fiji  idee  or  Siitfis 
penetrate  into  the  Bone,  as  particularly  hap¬ 
pens  about  the  joints,  they  are  of  Courfe  of 
lefs  Service.  For  where  the  Texture  of  the 
Bones  is  more  fpungy,  Application  of  what-

ever  kind,  can  only  touch  the  Superficies*, 
which  is  frequently  black  and  mortified : 
The  Application  may  he  indeed  imbibed  in¬ 
to  the  Bone  above,  but  underneath  it  ftill

cootinu.es  to  grow  putrid  .and  be  corroded. 
This  is  confirmed  by  Experience,  as  in  flat 
Bones  upon  the  Head  for  Inftance,  when  the 
Bone  is  carious,  and  according  to  the  Degree 
of  th ^Caries >  is  black  or  yellow,  and  is  taken 

away  by  Inftruments,  or  perforated,  the  Bal-

rather  fpread  between  the  found  Bone  and  the 
carious  Part,  which,  almoffc  always  is  attend¬ 
ed  with  Succefs,  Patience  alone  being  necef- 
fary. 

I  have  feen  a  great  many  Inftances  of 
this  kind  in  the  Charite,  as  well  in 
venereal  Cafes,  as  others,  which  arofe  from 
Blows  and  Bruifes.  On  the  contrary  where 
the  Situation  of  the  Bone  is  fuch,  that  the 
feveral  Parts  of  it  cannot  be  properly  dreffed^ 
the  putrid  Matter  cannot  fail  of  being  ab¬ 
sorbed  into  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  and  circulat¬ 
ing  with  it.  This  abforbed  putrid  Matter 
has  this  Property  befides,  that,  as  it  incon- 
teftably  confifts  moftly  of  corrupted  oily  Parts, 
and  but  of  fevv  faline  Parts,  hence  it  more 
ilrongly  adheres  to  the  Blood,  and  is  not  ea¬ 
sily  expelled  by  the  common  Emundtories. 

Experience  confirms  how  difficult  it  is, 

.  *  » 

byany  kind  of  Medicines,  to  cleanfe  the  Blood 
of  thefe  Particles  mixed  with  it.  I  have  fre¬ 
quently  '  refle&ed  upon  this  Subjedt,  and 
have  made  many  Experiments.  Mercury  in 
thefe  Cafes  I  have  never  found  of  much  Ef- 

»  r' 

ficacy.  A  Deception  of  the  Lignum  Guiaci, 
has  ahfwered  better  than  either  this  Remedy 
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or  many  other  Demulcents  commonly  ufed 
againft  this  kind  of  Acrimony. 

It  would  be  of  great  Ufe  if  we  could  dif- 
cover,  and  by  proper  Experiments  afcertain 
the  Virtues  of  particular  Antidotes  for  this 
or  that  Species  of  Acrimony  ;  in  the  fame 
manner  as  we  have  done  with  refped:  to 
Mercury  in  the  venereal  Virus . 

The  Lignum  Guiaci  renders  the  Pulfe 
quicker;  hence  we  can  feldom  venture  upon 
it,  at  leaft  not  in  ftrong  Dofes,  as  Fevers  for 
the  moft  Part  accompany  thefe  Diforders,  and 
which  as  I  have  frequently  obferved,  are 
thereby  conftantly  increafed.  > 

I  therefore  fhould  look  upon  fuch  a 
Difcovery  as  very  important,  and  beneficial 
to  Mankind,  for  a  Diforder  of  the  Bone  may 
have  a  favourable  Appearance  towards  the 
Cure,  but  as  the  Matter  has  been  once  ab- 
fhrbed  into  the  Blood,  it  may  be  eafily  de« 
pofited  on  fome  other  Part,  and  new  Diforders 
may  arife  before  the  old  ones  are  healed,  or  at 
lead:  fhortly  afterwards.  This  is  frequently 
exemplified  in  Spina  Ventofa ,  under  which 
Denomination  we  underftand  all  thofe  Dif¬ 
orders  of  the  Bones,  which  arife  from  Ob- 
ftruSions  of  the  Blood,  from  an  internal

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Gaufc,  enlarging  the  Banes,  and  which  are 
of  the  moft  difficult  Cure,  a$  they  continue 
for  a  long  time;,  frequently  for  Years,  and 
are  diffinguifhedhy  the  continual  violent  Pains 
they  produce  >  the  Difficulty  of  their  Cure, 
feems  owing  to  the  long  Continuance  of  the 
OfoftrudHon :  The  Bones  are  greatly  and 
deeply  affedted  from  the  Abforption  of  the 
putrid,  ichorousMatter  of  the  Caries ,  whereby 
the  Blood  itfelf  becomes  corrupted.  W e  may 
therefore  with  good  Reafon  call  this  kind 
of  Corruption  of  the  Humors,  a  particular 
Species,  which  is  proved  from  hence,  that  the 
Acrimony  in  the  Blood,  when  it  is  again  de- 
polited,  affedts  no  other  Part,  but  the  Fen- 
qjlium  or  the  Bone  itfelf.  r 

It  is  almoft  analagous  to  a  Cancer,  which 
always  arifes  from  feme  Qbftrudtion  in  the 
Veflels  of  the  Glands  5  now  whether  this  Ob- 
flxudtion  proceeds  from  any  external  Violence, 
©r  from  any  internal;  Caufe,  it  makes  no  Dif¬ 
ference.  The  Blood -or  Serum  obftrudting  and 
indurating  the  Gland,  where  it  Magnates,  ac¬ 
quires  a  peculiar  kind  of  Acrimony,  but 
without  caufing  any  Unealinefs,  till  by  fome 
Accident  it  is  put  in  Motion  ;  but  when  this 
fbhirrous  Gland  by  fome  Accident  inflames,  and 
>  thus 
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thus  put  into  Motion,  becomes  ulcerous,  we 
then  remark  different  Symptoms  in  this,,  than 
in  other  Ulcers  of  what  kind  foever;  for  if' 
the  Lips  of  this  Ulcer  are  but  preffed  upon, 
the  moft  violent  Pains  enfue,  with  a  putrid 
Acrimonious  Difcharge,  that  corrodes  Linen, 
and  has  an  extreme  foetid  Smell.  If  the  Gland 
is  excifed,  it  is  true  that  we  remove  the  pre- 
fent  Diforder  •  but  what  is  more  generally 
known,  than  that  for  the  moft  Part,  the  o- 
ther  Glands  of  the  Body  are  affedted  in  a 
longer  or  ihorter  Time,  and  the  Diforder, 
notwithftanding  the  Extirpation,  becomes  the 
Caufe  of  Death  ?  But  when  the  fchirrhous 
Glands  remain  in  an  adtual  ulcerated  State, 
and  the  Patient  will  not  undergo  the  Ope¬ 
ration,  the  putrid  Matter  gradually  paffes 
as  well  into  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  as  to  the 
other  Glands  of  the  Body ;  indurating  them 
internally  and  externally,  in  fuch  a  man¬ 
ner,  that  fometimes  not  a  fingle  one  is  ex¬ 
cepted. 

This  cancerous  Matter  commonly  in¬ 
vades  the  glandular  Parts  only,  as  the  Mat¬ 
ter  of  a  carious  Bone  only  affedts  the  Bone 
gnd  Periojlium ;  at  lead;  I  know  no  Inftance 

where

where  the  Matter  of  a  Cancer  has  ever  in-, 
vaded  the  Bones,  excepting  where  there 
have  been  Bones  directly  under  the  Ulcer, 
which  then  have  heen  corroded,  and  where 
both  kinds  of  Acrimony  or  peculiar  Caco- 
chymy  were  prefent  in  the  Body  at  the  fame 
time.  The  Nature  of  that  Matter,  or  that 
peculiar  Species  of  Cacochynuay  which  arifes 
from  the  Admixture  of  the  Matter  of  the 
Caries  with  the  Blood,  is  the  fame ;  this  never 
falls  upon  the  Glands  except  when  a  Gland  is 
fituated  Upon  the  carious  Bone,  and  is  thereby 
affected  and  inflamed,  as  frequently  happens 
to  the  Parotides  and  the  Glandules  Submaxil- 
lares  in  a  Caries  of  the  Maxilla  Juprior  6?

What  has  been  here  delivered  upon  this 
Subjeft  will  be  farther  illuftrated  by  the  fol¬

Of  a  Fra&ure  of  the  Os  Humeri,  cmifed  by 
the  Corrofwn  of  the  Bone ,  from  an  internal 
Caufe /

A  MAN  about  forty  Years  of  Age,  com¬ 
plained  of  a  conftant  violent  Pain  of  the 
Os  Humeri)  an  Inch  under  the  Infertion  of 
the  deltoid  Mufcle.  The  Pain  was  fo  fevere, 
that  he  could  get  no  Reft,  by  Day  or  Night, 
-and  for  Want  of  Sleep  he  was  greatly  debili¬ 
tated;  he  believed  his  Diforder  to  be  the 
Rheumatifm,  as  he  had  been  troubled,  the 
Year  before,  with  the  fame  kind  of  Pain  in 
the  Shoulder,  though  it  did  not  continue  fo 
long,  nor  with  fo  much  Vehemence. 

I  examined  the  Part  which  he  com¬ 
plained  of,  but  found  it  was  not  the  Rheu¬ 
matifm  ;  J[  could  ftrongly  prefs  the  Arm  and 
the  Mufcles,  without  increafing  the  Pain, 
and  he  conftantly  deferibed  the  Seat  of  the 
Pain,  as  in  the  Middle  of  the  Bone.  I  there¬ 
fore  judged  that  it  was  a  Spina  Vent o fa  in  the 

Cavity 


Cavity  of  the  Bone,  or  at  leaft  the  ConD 
mencement  of  one.  I  ordered  him  to  be 
blooded,  and  the  Bleedings  were  repeated 
five  times,  till  at  length  he  had  fome  Remif- 
fion  of  the  Pain*  and  got  fome  Sleep.  I  pre- 
eribed  for  him  a  Decoction  of  the  Woods 
with  JEthiops  Mineral *  and  gave  him  an  At- 
temperant  every  Night.  I  directed  him  to 
drink  the  Decodtion  warm  every  Morning  in 
Bed  to  promote  Perfpiration*  the  Indication 
in  general  being  to  refolve  and  attenuate  the 
ftagnant  Blood  in  the  Bones,  and  to  re-efta* 
filifii  a  natural  Circulation  in  the  Parts  af* 

fefted. 

I  believed  that  I  had  attained  the  End, 
for  the  Pains  were  fo  much  abated,  that  he 
was  frequently  eight  Days  without  any  Pain* 
except  an  obtufe  Senfation,  and  he  himfelf, 
thinking  he  was  nearly  cured,  began  to  ne- 
gledt  taking  the  Medicines  I  had  ordered.  Bat 
what  happen’d  ?  One  Day  an  Apprentice  of 
his  having  committed  fome  Mifdemeanor,  he 
feized  him  by  the  Hair,  and  the  Boy  being 
very  active,  at  the  firft  Motion  of  his  Arm, 
it  broke  tranfverfely  at  the  very  Place*  under 
the  Infertion  of  the  deltoid  Mufcle,  where 
thePain  had  been  fo  long  fixed.  The  Frac¬ 
ture 
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tore  was  reduced  by  Mr,  Hehig  a  Surgeon 
df  this  City,  and  he  continued  without  any 
urgent  Symptoms  the  firft  Day :  When  I 
refleded  upon  the  Pains  he  had  before  dif¬ 
fered  in  this  Place,  and  eonfidered  that  the 
Bone  during  that  Time,  mull;  certainly  have 
been  become  carious,  for  otherwife  it  could 
not  have  been  fradured  from  fo  flight  a  Caufe- 
I  formed  to  myfelf  no  good  Prognoftic  of 
this  Man’s  Recovery,  but  judged  that  inftead 
of  being  cured,  the  Part  would  ulcerate,  and 
tvhen  the  Bone  came  to  be  expofed  to  the 
Air,  fome  bad  Effeds  would  enfue,  as  I 
had  already  obferved  in  other  Cafes :  I  or¬ 
dered  him  to  be  blooded,  and  direded  refol- 
vent  Ingredients  to  be  applied  round  the  Ban¬ 
dage,  and  to  diminilh  the  Afflux  of  Hu¬ 
mors,  prefcribed  Attemperants  and  Laxatives, 
and  confined  him  to  a  Arid  Regimen  as  to 
Diet,  as  Water  Gruel  and  Panada. 

B  y  thefe  Means  the  Motus  Febrile s ,  which 
at  firft  invaded  him  were  prevented,  from  in- 
creafing,  and  in  a  few  Days  went  quite  off: 
This  was  very  favourable  to  my  Plan,  for 
now  I  gave  him  the  DecoBum  Guaiaci,  and 
purfued  the  diaphoretic  Regimen,  and  kept 
him  on  the  Diet  before  mentioned  ;  he  was 

fomewhat 
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fomewhat  fevrilh  towards  the  Evening,  and 
fweated  in  the  Night,  but  I  paid  no  Regard 
to  thefe  febrile  Symptoms,  but  let  him  con¬ 
tinue  the  Decoition,  giving  him  only  fome 
Pulvis  T mperans  Albus  occafionally. 

When  he  firft  entered  upon  this  Regimen, 
a  Pain  invaded  that  Part  of  the  Bone  which 
was  fradtured,  and  moft  of  the  Fingers  be¬ 
came  enlarged  about  the  Articulations  and 
likewife  pained  him  very  much.  This  was 
no  good  Sign,  as  we  might  from  hence  con¬ 
clude  that  the  putrid  ftagnant  Matter,  which 
had  been  gradually  abforbed,  and  mixed  with 
the  Blood.-  was  now  depofiting  on  other  Bones, 
and  their  PerioJUum,  and  I  was  not  certain 
whether  they  might  not  alfo  become  carious. 
Nevertheless  I  ordered  him  to  continue  the 
Decoition  and  every  thing  did  well.  The 
Arm  was  intirely  healed  in  fix  Weeks,  and 
an  equal  Callus  was  formed,  and  the  Arm  be¬ 
came  well  and  ftrong:  I  advifed  him  not  to  ufe 
it  much  for  the  firft  Year,  which  Direiton  he 
ftriitly  obferved.  To  dilperle  the  Humour 
which  was  fettled  in  the  PerioJUum  of  the 
Fingers,  and  had  caufed  the  fwelling,  Pain, 
and°  Stiffnefs,  with  other  Inconveniencies,  I 

ordered  him  to  hold  his  Hand  in  Soap  Water 
.  .  warm. 
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warm,  and  to  repeat  it  feveral  Times  a  Day. 
My  Intention  being,  to  force  back  the  Matter 
which  obftruded  the  Periojlium  into  the  Blood* 
and  then  to  expel  it  from  the  Body,  which  at 
length  by  the  Ufe  of  the  DecoSlum  Ligni 
Guaiciy  and  drinking  Milk  Whey  for  fome 
time,  accordingly  happened. 


REMARKS. 

u 


T  HAVE  feen  many  Inftances  of  the  good 
Effect  of  thefe  two  Remedies,  in  fuch 
Cafes,  uling  at  the  fame  time  the  Mercurius 
Dulcis  in  fmall  Dofes,  with  proper  Laxatives 
between  them.  For  after  Amputation  no-; 
thing  is  more  common,  than  for  every  thing 
to  look  well  for  a  Time,  and,  on  a  fudden,  a 
Part  of  the  Bone  to  become  white,  bluifh,  or 


black,  and  a  real  Caries  appear  with  a  Dif- 
charge  of  a  foetid,  putrid.  Ichor,  when  Dl- 
.  latation  becomes  neceffary,  by  which  the 
Cure  is  greatly  retarded. 

Some  Months  pall  a  Woman  was  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  Chari te,  for  an  old  Caries 
of  the  Bones  of  the  Foot;  Amputation  was 
performed  above  the  Knee.  The  Parts  look-; 
ed  very  well,  the  firft  four  Weeks  after  the 

H  Operationi 
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Operation,  and  as  no  bad  Symptoms  fu£-: 
ceeded,  I  hoped  that  fhe  would  recover.  The 
Superficies  of  the  Wound  diminifhed,  and 
only  a  Spot  about  the  Bignefs  of  half  a  Crown 
remained  unhealed  \ \  but  the  Patient  fuddcnly 
complained  of  a  Pain  in  the  Stump,  the  Mat¬ 
ter  became  thin,  copious,  and  foetid,  and  the 
whole  Wound  became  foul :  I  examined  the 
Stump,  and  found  that  the  greateft  Part  of  the 
Bone  was  covered*  but  the  Probe  would  not 
pafs  under  the  Flelh,  and  the  Bone  was* 
carious.  ......

Nothing  could  now  be  done,  but  to 
dilate  the  Wound  which,  though  fhe  greatly 
oppofed  it,  was  performed.  The  Incifion 
was  made  fo  large,  that  we  might  freely  get 
to  the  Bone,  where  it  had  been  amputated. 
The  Circumference  of  which  was  quite  ca-

rjous,  but  after  the  Application  of  balfamic 

Tinctures*  a  good  Exfoliation  enfued.,  and

the  Wound  was  foundly  and  perfectly  healed,, 
and  fhe  was  difmiffed  the  Hofpitai. 

I  must  juft  mention  in  this  Place,  that  I 
prefer  the  Milk  Whey  made  with  Cream  of 
Tartar,  to  anyjother  Whey  when  the  Bones  are 
foul;  becaufe  from  its  Acidity  it  refifts  Putrefac¬ 
tion,  and  would  be  ftill  more  beneficial  if  ufed 

with 
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With  the  Juice  of  proper  Herbs,  as  is  fre¬ 
quently  pradifed  when  a  fcorbutic  Corruption 
of  the  Juices  is  eonneded  with  the  Acrimony 
of  the  Caries. 

I  remember  the  Cafe  of  a  Dragoon, 
who  likewife  had  his  Arm  taken  off  for  a 
Caries  of  the  Bones  of  the  Cubitus ;  in  this 
Gale  Matters  went  on  well  at  find,  but  fome 

time  after  we  found  a  Sinus  which  ran  four 

*  *■ 

Inches  upwards,  along  the  Side  of  the  Os 
Humeri  j  upon  palling  the  Probe,  I  found 
the  Periojieum  corroded,  and  the  Bone  ca¬ 
rious  :  I  dilated  the  Sinus,  and  drefled  the  Bone 
with  baliamic  Tindures ;  a  copious  Suppu¬ 
ration  enfued,  which  weaken’d  this  emaciated 
Perfon  dill  more,  but  at  length  a  Lamella  of 
the  Bone,  three  Inches  long,  exfoliated,  and 
by  the  Ufe  of  the  Milk  Whey,  and  the  De- 
codion  of  Lignum  Quatci  he  was  perfedly 
cured. 

In  all  thefe  Cafes  the  Cure  depends  greatly 
upon  the  length  of  Time  the  Diforder  has 
Continued,  for  which  the  Amputation  has 
been  performed,  as  that  determines  the  De¬ 
gree  of  the  Corruption  of  the  Juices.  And 
hence  it  would  be  happy  if  a  Specific  could 
be  difeovered,  which  Would  oppofe  this  kind

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of  Acrimony)  with  as  much  Certainty  as  Mer¬ 
cury  does  the  Lues  Venerea  \  for  though  the 
Remedies  above-mentioned  affift  in  general 
to  correct  the  Humors,  yet  a  long  time  is  re¬ 
quired,  and  they  frequently  fail  of  Succefs. 
By  a  Specific  we  might  cure  this  Diforder, 
and  it  feems  moft  probable  from  the  good 
Effedts  of  Antimony,  that  fuch  a  Remedy 
may  be  in  time  difcovered  in  this  Mineral.

Of  an  old  Caries  of  the  Os  Bregmatis,  from 

a  Gun  Shot  Wound . 

A  SOLDIER  about  thirty  Years  of  Age,. 
*  ^  was  fent  to  the  Charite:  Upon  Exa¬ 
mination,  I  found  that  he  had  an  Ulcer  up¬ 
on  die  Os  Bregmatis ,  which  he  faid  he  had 
had  four  Years,  that  it  arofe  from  a  Gun 
Shot  Wound,  and  that  notwithftanding  all  the 
Care  that  had  been  taken  of  him,  could  not 
be  healed,  he  had  been  already  falivated,  and 
was  tired  of  taking  Medicines.  The  Bone 
was  carious,  but  the  Ulcer  did  not  extend 

Itfelf, 
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itfelf,  nor  was  it  larger  than  a  Six-penny 
Piece,  I  thought  it  remarkable  that  fo  fmall 
an  Ulcer  fhould  require  fo  long  Time  for  a 
Cure.  I  laid  to  my  Pupil  Bertuck ,  that  it 
muft  have  feme  particular  Caufe.  I  afked  the 
Patient  if  he  had  ever  been  trepan’d,  he  faid 
no,  and  that  he  had  never  had  much  Pain,  only 
the  Ulcer  would  not  heal ;  I  took  my  Probe 
and  probed  the  Part  very  flowly  Point  by 
Point.  The  Ulcer  was  covered  with  a  oreen* 

O  s 

vifcid  Matter,  but  particularly  in  the  Mid¬ 
dle,  I  preiied  my  Probe  down  with  fome 
Force,  and  got  it  through  the  Matter,  but 
then  it  Teemed  to  me  as  if  there  was  no 
Bone,  where  I  was  prelling  with  my  Probe.  I 
laid  to  my  Pupil,  that  there  certainly  muft 
be  fome  extraneous  Body  there,  I  fcraped 
away  the  Matter  with  a  Spatula ,  and  found  a 
Subftance  in  wich  I  could  make  an  Impref- 
fion  with  my  Spatula :  I  examined  it  nearer, 
and  in  a  better  Light,  and  found,  to  my  own 
and  my  Pupil’s  great  Surprize,  a  Piece  of  flat 
Lead,  which  lay  upon  the  Bone,  as  it  were 
nailed  to  it :  I  directed  my  Pupil  to  extra# 
it,  which  was  accordingly  done.  When  the 
Man  faw  the  Piece  of  Lead,  he  was  very  ealy 
as  he  now  knew  the  Reafon  why  it  was  im- 

H  3  poflible 
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poffible  to  cure  him  before.  The  Caries  was 
loon  cleanfed  by  feraping  it  with  the  Ruginc, 
and  by  balfamic  Dreffings  ;  and  the  Ulcer  was 
perfectly  healed  in  four  Weeks,  when,  after 
returning  Thanks,  he  was  dilmiffed  from  the 
Holpital,

feiall  Orifices,  which  were  not  bigger  than  a

When  I  prefled  the  Perinaum  toward? 
the  Anus,  a  Fluid  was  forced  out  in  Drops  $ 
I  took  one  of  the  fineft  Probes,  and  intro* 
duced  it  into  the  Apertures  every  where,  and 
found  that  they  communicated  with  a  prin¬ 
cipal  Sinus ,  which,  as  well  as  we  could 
judge  at  prefent,  ran  towards  the  Neck  of  the 
Bladder.  I  opened  immediately  feveral  of 
thefe  Cavities,  fo  that  I  could  introduce  the 
Sonde-creufe ,  and  as  the  Wound  bled  a  good 
deal,  I  directed  it  to  be  drefled  only  with  dry 
Lint :  Afterwards  when  Profeflbr  Pallas  vifitn 
ed,  he  examined  the  Cafe  iikewife,  .and  in  pafr 
fing  the  Probe  he  found  feveral  more  Sinufes 
in  various  Directions,  which  he  laid  open,  and 
we  then  perceived  an  Orifice  near  the  Neck 
of  the  Bladder,  through  which  die  Urine  was 
plentifully  difcharged. 

We  were  obliged  to  cut,  three  or  four 
times  more,  <md  >at  length  we  had  an  open 
Wound,  which  we  could  every  where  comp 
at.  Proper  Septics  were  applied  to  the 
yerai  Calloflties,  which  had  a  good  Effect, 
&  that  the  Ulcer,  except  in  a  few  Places,  was 
of  a  good  Complexion.  Thefe  Places  were 

H  4  fcarified 
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fcarified  gently,  but  we  were  obliged  to  rc* 
peat  them  frequently,  as  on  Account  of  the 
Bleeding,  we  could  fcarify  but  a  fmall  Part 
at  a  Time.  After  we  had  proceeded  thus 
about  four  Months,  the  Ulcer  began  to  heal. 
He  was  now  drefled  with  Balfamics,  and  we 
had  the  greatefl  Hopes  that  in  a  few  Days, 
we  might  ufe  Deficatives,  and  cicatrize  the 
Wound.  'When  my  Pupil  came  to  inform 
me  that  all  our  Touble  would  be  in  vain, 

*  f 

for  that  the  Patient  complained  of  a  great 
Pain  in  the  Perinaum ,  where  the  feveral 
'Sinus  had  been,  that  he  had  examined  the 
Parts,  and  found  that  they  were  hard,  red, 
and  fhining,  quite  from  the  Anusy  attended 
with  great  Pain  when  preffedupon,  and  that 
the  Rednefs  extended  over  the  Scrotum ,  the 
Penis  and  the  Os  Pubis . 

I  judged  that  the  Parts  which  had  been 
healed,  were  again  inflamed,  and  that  there 
"  would  be  frefh  Ulcerations.  I  went  to  the 
Mofpital,  and  found  the  Patient  in  the  State 
my  Pupil  had  deferibed :  His  Pulfe  was  alfo 
full  *and  hard,  his  Breathing  £hort,  and  his 
Eyes  inflamed,  I  directed  him  to  be  im¬ 
mediately  blooded,  and  the  Bleeding  to  be 
..repeated  till  the  Inflammation  Ihould  abate, 

'  ^  1  whicl} 
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which  was  accordingly  done  feveral  times  ; 
attemperant  Draughts  with  Camphire  were 
adminidered,  Clyfters  were  inje&ed,  and  the 
Parts  conftantly  fomented,  but  without  Suc- 
cefs,  for  the  Inflammation  increafed,  nor  were 
there  any  Hopes  of  refolving  it.  So  that  Sup¬ 
puration  was  now  all  we  could  expefl; ;  but 
this  did  not  enfue,  for  the  Inflammation  being 
fo  great,  the  Parts  became  of  a  dufky  red, 
which  fufiiciently  denoted  its  Tendency  to 
gangrene.  Several  Apertures  were  obferved, 
which  pafled  into  the  cellular  Membrane  a- 
bout  the  Os  Pubis ,  upon  the  Penis ,  and  on 
the  Scrotum .  The  Penis  was  fwelled  to  the 
Bignefs  of  one’s  Fill  5  I  dilated  all  the  Parts 
immediately,  and  found  the  cellular  Sub- 
dance  replete,  with  a  putrid,  fcetid,  gangre¬ 
nous  Ichor.  To  fave  this  Patient,  I  found 
myfelf  under  the  Neceflity  of  taking  away 
the  Skin,  to  prevent  the  Corrofion  of  the 
Penis ,  and  the  Matter  from  palling  into  the 
Corpora  Caverncfa ,  the  Confequence  of  which 

generally  proves  fatal,  as  I  have  obferved  in 

<«> 

feveral  Indances  in  the  Charite,  the  putrid 
Matter  infinuating  itfelf  to  the  Origin  of  the 
Corpora  Caverncfa ,  nay  into  the  Pelvis  itfelf, 
in  which  Cafe  there  can  be  no  Afliftance 

given. 
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given.  To  prevent  this,  I  had  the  Skin  of 
the  whole  Penis  fcarified,  quite  from  the 
Tubisy  and  likewife  that  of  the  greateft  Part 
of  the  Scrotum ,  which  it  was  high  time  to 
do,  as  we  found  all  thefe  Parts  covered  with 
the  putrid  ichorous  Matter.  I  looked  upon 
it  to  be  a  fortunate  Circumftance,  that  the 
Parts  in  Perinceo  which  had  been  healed  be- 

f  -  I  .  *•  -  •• 

fore  were  not  affedted  in  the  fame  manner, 
for  otherwife  the  Extent  of  the  Ulcer  would 
have  been  too  great. 

I  dressed  the  gangrenous  Parts  with 
Pledgets  dipped  in  Elixir  Proprietatisy  and 
laid  them  all  over  the  Parts,  and  confiantiy 
fomented  the  Part,  to  promote  the  Separation 
of  the  putrid  Flelh :  At  the  fame  time,  to 
abate  the  Inflammation,  he  took  Attempe- 
rants  with  Camphire;  At  length  the  pu¬ 
trid  Appearance  in  feveral  Places  was  gone 
off,  and  the  Flefh  of  the  Pen'iSy  as  well  as

of  the  Scrotum ,  appeared  clean.  But  in 
fome  Parts  which  were  more  deeply  cor¬ 
roded,  than  others,  Profeffor  Pallas  ordered 
them  to  be  drefled  with  a  Liniment  prepar¬ 
ed  of  Camphire,  Nitre,  and  Myrrh,  which 
was  of  great  Service,  for  in  a  fhort  time  it

rieanfed  the  Parts  in  genera],  after  which 

DigeftiveSa 
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Bigeftives  were  ufed,  then  Balfamics  to  abate 
the  too  copious  Suppuration,  and  laftly  Bal- 
famum  Arccei  and  Delicatives,  and  after  he  had 
recovered  his  Strength,  he  was  difmifled  the. 
Charite. 


CASE  XXII. 

Of  a  Ftjlula  in  Perinaeo  fucceeding  the  Opera¬ 
tion  for  the  Stone. 


^  MAN  about  forty  Years  of  Age,  was 
received  into  the  Charite.  He  com¬ 
plained  that  frequently  he  could  not  pafs  his 
Urine,  and  that  he  had  moft  fevere  Pains 
in  Perinceo.  We  judged  from  thefe  Symp¬ 
toms,  that  he  had  a  Stone  in  his  Bladder. 
Profeffor  Pallas  and  myfelf  both  fearched  him  } 
we  found  a  Stone,  and  informed  him  that  no¬ 
thing  but  the  Operation  could  relieve  him, 
to  which  he  readily  confented.  I  fearched 
him  feveral  times  afterwards,  and  his  Body 
being  then  expofed,  I  perceived  upon  his 
Loins  feveral  Eruptions  flat,  but  hard,  which 

1  fufpe^ed  to  be  venereal.  I.  afked  him  if  he 

1  V  * 

had 
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had  ever  had  the  venereal  Difeafc,  but  he 
aflured  me  that  he  never  had :  I  prefled  him 
to  tell  me  the  Truth,  for  if  that  was  the  Cafe, 
he  might  now  be  cured  ;  but  if  he  concealed 
it,  it  might  have  a  bad  EffeCt  on  the  Wound 
after  the  Operation,  and  wholly  prevent  the 
Cure,  or  at  leaft  render  it  tedious.  But  he 
remained  by  his  former  Declaration,  and 
Profeflor  Pallas  performed  the  Operation, 
extracting  in  a  few  Minutes  a  pretty  large 
Stone.  . 

N  o  bad  Symptoms  fucceeded  the  Opera- 
tion  j  and  the  Wound  feemed  difpofed  to 
heal ;  but,  when  the  Wound  was  almofl; 
healed,  he  began  to  complain  of  a  pricking 
Heat  about  the  Part :  Upon  Examination  we 
difcovered  fome  Warts  near  the  Wound ; 
thefe  I  judged  to  be  venereal,  which  in  a 
little  time  was  put  beyond  all  Doubt,  for  there 
were  feveral  of  the  lame  Kind  about  the  Anus • 
I  informed  the  Patient  of  what  we  had  dif¬ 
covered,  and  reprimanded  him  for  not  con- 
feffin'g  the  Truth  ;  he  excufed  himfelf,  and 
faid,  that  the  violent  Pain  he  then  had  was  the 
Reafon,  for  as  he  was  defirous  to  be  cut, 
he  was  afraid  that  if  he  had  confefled  the 
Truth,  the  Operation  would  have  been  re- 
’  i.  tarded 
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tarded  by  another  Courfe  of  Medicines,  I 
ordered  him  Decodions  of  the  Woods,  and 
put  him  in  a  gentle  Salivation :  The  Warts 
were  deftroyed  by  Septics,  where  we  could 
apply  them,  and  about  the  Wound  they  were 
cut  away ;  but  as  this  Method  required  Time, 
the  Wound  in  the  Urethra  became  callous, 

m  -  .  , 

and  the  Urine  was  conftantly  difcharged 
through  it :  a  Fiftula  enfued  :  When  the 
venereal  Symptoms  began  to  abate,  I  probed 
the  Wound,  and  found  that  a  calculous  Mat¬ 
ter,  from  the  continual  Paflage  no  Doubt  of 
the  Urine,  had  lined  the  Infide  of  the  Ure¬ 
thra  forming  a  ftony  Canal,  which  could  not 
be  broken  with  the  Probe. 

Professor  Pallas  fearched  and  found 
the  fame,  an  Incifion  was  made  into  the 
Urethra ,  and  the  calculous  Concretion  was 
extraded,  the  callous  Edges  were  llightly 
fcarified  with  the  Lancet,  and  drefled  with 
Digeftives ;  thefe  Scarifications  were  fre¬ 
quently  repeated  till  the  Edges  of  the  Wound 
were  of  a  good  Complexion,  and  frefh  gra¬ 
nulations  of  Flefh  were  generated,  the  Urine 
flowed  freely  through  the  Urethra ,  the  Wound 
was  foon  healed,  and  not  the  leafl;  Fiftuk 
remained*

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k  b  U%  r  t  h. 
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T  HAVE  not  on  this  Occafion  defcribed 
Profeflor  Pallas's  Method  of  cutting  for 
the  Stone,  and  fhall  only  fay  thus  much  that 
I  have  feen  him  cut  a  great  many  Patients, 
moft  of  which  were  cured.  Perhaps  he  may 
hereafter  communicate  his  Method  to  the 
Public,  for  I  believe  that  there  is  not  a  better. 
In  thofe  Patients  where  it  did  not  fucceed, 
upon  Examination  of  the  Body  afterwards, 
the  Caufe  of  their  Death  was  found  to  arife 
from  the  Gallofity  of  the  Bladder,  or  from 
the  Adhefions  of  the  Stone  to  the  Bladder, 
or  from  their  being  contained  in  peculiar 
Cyfts :  One  of  which  Cafes  being  remarakble, 
I  preferved  the  Cyfts  in  Spirit  of  Wine,  but 
as  the  Defcription  of  them  would  require  a 
Plate  to  illuftrate  it,  I  have  deferred  this  to 
another  Opportunity. 
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CASE  XXIII. 
Of  a  Fijiula  in  Perinso. 


A  BRE  WER’S  Servant  about  thirty  Years 
of  Age,  was  brought  to  the  Charate, 
upon  Examination  he  faid  that  he  had  fallen 
from  the  Loft,  upon  one  of  the  brewing  Vef- 
fels,  the  fharp  Corner  of  which  coming  be« 
tween  his  Legs,  had  wounded  the  Part,  fa 
that  he  loft  a  good  deal  of  Blood,  and  wasi 
ftili  in  great  Pain.  I  examined  the  Part  and 
found  the  Perinman  to  be  greatly  fwelled 
and  a  Wound  which  without  Doubt,  pe¬ 
netrated  the  Urethra ,  as  his  Urine  palled 
through  the  Wound,  and  not  through  the 
Urethra . 

I  premised  Venaefeftion,  ordered  At- 
iemperants  and  directed  the  Part  to  be  fo¬ 
mented  j  by  which  means  the  Swelling  a., 
bated  in  a  few  Days,  and  foon  after  went 
quite  off.  As  we  could  now  better  examine 
the  Part,  we  obferved  the  Urethra  had  been 
cut  tranfverfely,  fo  that  the  Probe  freely  paf* 

fed 


iT2  Medical  and 

fed  into  it :  As  he  was  otherwife  in  good 
Health,  by  the  Ufe  of  Digeftives,  the  Matter 
became  well  concocted  and  the  Wound  gra¬ 
dually  clofed,  fo  that  we  had  great  Hopes  of 
his  doing  well ;  the  worft  Circumftance  was, 
that  the  Urine  came  ftill  partly  through  the 
Wound,  and  could  not  be  prevented  by  any 
Compreffion.  The  healing  of  the  Wound 
notwithrtanding  went  on  well,  excepting  this 
fmall  Orifice,  through  which  the  Urine  came; 
but  we  could  not  pafs  the  Probe  through  it 
into  the  Urethra ,  as  the  external  Aperture  was 
not  upon  a  line  with  the  internal,  but  lay 
obliquely,  though  the  Urine  patted  this  Way. 
He  lay  in  this  Condition,  and  was  almoft  in- 
confolable,  when  I  promifed  to  try  what  I 
thought  would  be  of  Service :  Accordingly  I 
dire&ed  my  Pupil  to  follow  the  Orifice  into 
the  Urethra ,  and  to  lay  it  intirely  open,  which 
he  performed;  the  Wound  was  now  four 
times  as  big  as  it  had  been  at  firft,  which  I 
thought  fufficient;  I  dreffed  it  with  dry  Lint 
only ;  the  next  Day,  I  fcarified  all  the  cal¬ 
lous  Parts,  where  the  Urine  had  palled,  with 
a  fmall  Lancet,  making  the  Incifions  as  near 
as  poffible  to  each  other :  This  I  directed  to 
be  repeated  twice  a  Day  till  the  Callofities 
a  -  (hould 
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fhould  be  gone,  and  equal  Granulations  of 
Flefh  appear.  I  direded  him  to  be  dreffed 
only  for  a  few  Days  with  Digeftives,  that  the 
Suppuration  might  not  be  continued  long, 
then  with  Balfamics,  to  the  Sides,  to  foften. 
the  Edges  of  the  Wound,  which  had  fo 
good  an  Effed,  that  in  four  Weeks  the  Wound 
was  completely  healed,  and  nothing  fiftulous 
remained,  and  he  left  the  Charite  in  per- 
fed  Health. 

REMARKS. 

* 

J  HAVE  feen  the  good  Effeds  of  Scar- 
rification  after  this  Manner  in  many  Cafes, 
particularly  Ulcers  of  th zVelum  P alati :  When 
the  Edges  have  become  frcffi  they  have  quite 
healed ;  but  Patience,  and  the  conftant  Re¬ 
petition  of  the  Scarification,  is  required ;  for 
it  is  difficult  to  touch  all  the  Parts  with  the 
Lancet,  and  they  do  not  heal,  till  they  be¬ 
come  raw  and  inflamed ;  I  once  faw  this 
Method  profecuted  with  Succefs  in  a  Difor- 
der  of  the  Nofe,  where  there  was  a  confide- 
rable  Aperture  in  the  cartilaginous  Part  of  the 
left  Noftril,  which  after  a  long  Continuance 

I  of 
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of  the  fcarification  was  cured.  I  omit  many 
other  Cafes  of  the  fame  Sort,  as  they  had  no¬ 
thing  particular  in  them. 


CASE  XXIV. 

Of  a  Caries  of  the  Bones  of  the  Hand . 


J} ^  YOUTH  about  fifteen  Years  of  Age., 
was  received  in  the  Spring  of  this  Year 
into  the  Charite  :  He  had  in  his  Infancy  a 
Diforder  in  his  Left  Hand,  which  gradually 
became  fo  bad,  that  the  Carpus  and  Metacar¬ 
pus  were  every  where  carious,  fo  that  one 
might,  with  little  Trouble,  pafs  the  Probe  into 
them.  The  Bones  in  feveral  Places  of  his 
Body  were  grown  together  by  an  Anchylofis. 
The  Part  was  drefled  with  Balfamic  Topics 
applied,  as  well  by  Injection,  as  upon  Pledgets 
and  Doffils  of  Lint. 

This  Method  was  purfued  feveral  Weeks, 
but  without  the  leaf:  Change  for  the  better ; 
for  not  only  no  Exfoliation  could  be  procur¬ 
ed,  but  the  Wound  remained  foul,  and  a  flow 

Fever 
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Fever  ftill  continued,  notwithftanding  the 
proper  Remedies  had  been  exhibited.  Col¬ 
liquative  Sweats  then  fucceeded,  which  weak- 
raed  and  emaciated-him :  From  thefe  Appear¬ 
ances,  the  only  Method  by  which  we  could 
hope  to  preferve  his  Life,  was  Amputation  of 
the  Hand,  though  the  Ilfue  of  the  Operation 
indeed  feemed  doubtful,  as  his  Strength  fail¬ 
ed  him,  and  as  he  was  fo  extremely  emaciat¬ 
ed  ;  but,  as  there  was  no  other  Cure  remain¬ 
ing.  we  refolved  upon  the  Operation, 

But,  as  the  Diforder  had  fo  long  affe&ed 
the  Hand,  we  apprehended  that  the  Radius 
and  Ulna  might  be  affected,  and  therefore 
concluded  upon  taking  the  Arm  off,  about 
two  Inches  above  the  Elbow,  which  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  performed,  Profeffor  Pallas  being 
prefent ;  the  Periojlewn  was  in  a  good  State, 
as  were  the  Mufcles,  at  lead:  at  firft :  They 
contract ed,  and  had  a  lively  Complexion,  and 
the  Suppuration  came  on  at  the  proper  Time; 
but  fome  Days  after,  the  Bone,  at  the  Part 
where  the  Operation  had  been  performed, 
began  to  have  a  difcouraging  Appearance,  be¬ 
coming  yellow,  bluifh,  and  at  length  quite 
black,  from  which  we  might  judge  that  a 

I  2  Portion 
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Portion  of  the  Bone,  which  frequently  hap¬ 
pens,  would  exfoliate,  but  the  Event  turned 
out  much  worfe.  The  whole  Circumference 
of  the  Wound  began  to  fphacelate,  and  to 
have  a  foetid  Smell.  The  Patient  loft  his 
Hearing  and  Speech,  and  his  Pulfe  was  finally 
Convulfions  fucceeded,  which  attacked  him, 
with  great  Violence,  feveral  Times  a  Day,  for 
a  Week  following,  attended  with  a  profufe 
Diarrhoea,  fo  that  there  was  no  hopes  of  his 
Recovery.  In  the  mean  Time,  Cordial  Re¬ 
medies,  with  Acids  and  Attemperants  were 
adminiftered ;  the  Part  was  drefled  with  an- 
tiputrefcent  Balfamics,  and  continually  fo¬ 
mented,  and  at  length  recovered  his  Senfes 
contrary  to  our  expectation.  As  the  Mufcles 
were  mortified,  they  retraced  from  the  Bone, 
leaving  a  Piece  of  the  Bone  of  the  Length 
of  three  Inches  expofed,  which  was  alfo  quite 
mortified ;  for  though  fome  Part  had  a  natu¬ 
ral  Afpect,  yet,  about  the  Medulla  particular¬ 
ly  it  was  black,  and  the  Perio/leum,  of  the 
Bone  was  feparated  from  it. 

W  e  agreed  to  take  off  this  prominent  Piece 
of  Bone  likewife,  that  we  might  get  at  a 
found  Surface,  as  there  could  be  no  Expecta¬ 
tion- 
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tion  of  faving  this  Part  of  the  Bone :  In  the 
Condition  he  lay,  we  may  eafily  imagine  his 
Fever  did  not  abate ;  it  indeed  increafed,  and 
being  fo  weak  and  emaciated,  we  could  have 
but  little  Hopes  of  his  doing  well,  and  this 
hope  was  much  diminifhed  about  a  Week  af¬ 
terwards  5  for  we  difcovered  a  Sinus ,  which 
ran  upwards  towards  the  Articulation  about 
an  Inch  from  the  Brachial  Artery ;  this  Sinus 
was  filled  up  with  Lint,  in  order  to  dilate  it 
as  much  as  poffible,  that  the  Matter  might 
afterwards  have  a  free  Difcharge,  and  that  we 
might  be  able  to  get  at  the  Bottom  of  the 
Sinus .  In  the  Evening  I  vifited  him  again, 
and  after  the  Doilils  were  taken  out,  we  could 
pafs  the  Probe  to  the  Articulation  of  the  Hu¬ 
merus  with  the  Scapula :  Being  defirous  to 
know  whether  the  Sinus  extended  itfelf  into 
the  Joint,  after  gently  and  cautioufly  probing 
about  a  good  while,  I  perceived  this  to  be  the 
Cafe,  and  that  Matter  was  contained  in  the 
Joint;  for  when  the  Probe  paffed  into  the 
proper  Aperture,  a  great  Quantity  of  Matter 
was  difcharged. 

I  did  not  at  firft  perceive  how  he  could 
poffibly  be  relieved,  as  he  was  fo  much  debi- 
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litated,  though  I  was  very  defirous  of  giving 
him  all  the  Relief  I  could.  I  confidered  his 
Cafe,  and  judged  that  the  only  way  to  fave 
liis  Life,  would  be  to  amputate  the  Os  Hu¬ 
meri  at  the  Articulation,  as  the  putrid  icho¬ 
rous  Matter  could  not  be  difcharged  by  any 
other  Method,  and  which  was  the  foie  Caufe 
of  the  Fever ;  this  Operation  I  forefaw  would 
be  attended  with  Difficulty ;  but  the  delaying 
of  it  was  dangerous ;  I  informed  my  Pupil  of 
my  Intentions  to  adt  thus,  which  on  account 
of  the  Haemorrhage  that  might  enfue,  feemed 
to  him  unadvifeable ;  but  I  convinced  him 
both  of  the  Neceffity,  and  the  Poffibility  of 
Succefs,  and  that  it  was,  indeed,  the  only 
Remedy  which  remained  $  and  that  if  the 
Branch  of  the  axillary  Artery,  which  fur- 
rounds  the  Articulation,  fhould  bleed  much, 
the  Ligature  might  be  made  as  in  other  Ar¬ 
teries,  and  that  the  lmaller  Nerves  when  di¬ 
vided  would  retradt,  and  as  to  large  Nervess 
we  might  eafily  take  care  to  avoid  them. 

I  encouraged  the  Patient  to  behave 
with  Refolution,  and  diredted  a  longitudinal 
Jncifion  to  be  made,  in  the  Deltoid  Mufcle 
almoft  to  the  Articulation  of  the  Hunerm 

with

with  th ejScapulai  It  bled  a  good  deal ;  I  did 
however  nothing  more  than  fill  up  the  Wound 
with  Lint,  and  apply  a  proper  Bandage  pret¬ 
ty  tight  ^  this  was  performed  in  the  Evening: 
The  next  Morning  when  I  vifited  him,  I  took 
off  the  Bandage  flowly,  and  as  the  Wound 
did  not  bleed,  I  could  examine  it  the  better 
with  my  Probe,  and  found  that  the  Head  of  the 
Os  Humeri  was  carious,  and  a  great  Quantity 
of  foetid  Ichor  was  difcharged  from  the  Arti¬ 
culation  at  the  fame  Time. 

I  judged  now,  it  was  high  Time  to  take 
out  the  Bone,  if  the  Patient’s  Life  was  to  be 
faved,  and  accordingly  I  took  hold  of  the 
Bone  with  a  ftrong  Pair  of  Forceps,  in  order 
to  try  how  ftrongly  it  might  be  attached  3  but 
the  Pain  was  fo  fevere,  that  I  was  forced  to 
defift,  and  the  rather,  as  the  greateft  Portion 
of  the  Deltoid  and  the  Tendon  of  the  Pecto¬ 
ral  Mufcle,  and  other  Mufcles,  were  ftill  at¬ 
tached  to  the  Bone.  It  feemed  that  the  Li¬ 
gament  would  give  us  the  moft  Trouble,  as 
without  doubt,  when  ftretched,  it  would  caufe 
great  Pain  3  to  procure  Room  therefore,  I  cut 
fome  fpunge  Tent  into  Pieces  of  a  conical 
Shape,  and  introduced  them  into  the  opening 
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in  the  Joint,  with  the  view  of  preventing  the 
Cavity  of  the  Scapula ,  which  is  articulated 
with  the  Os  Humeri ,  from  becoming  carious, 
by  remaining  in  contaCt  with  the  Caput  Hu¬ 
meri,  and  partly  alfo  to  procure  more  Room 
for  the  taking  out  the  Head  of  the  Bone. 

I  proceeded  thus  for  two  Days,  intro¬ 
ducing  two  of  thefe  conical  Pieces  of  Spunge 
Tent,  and  then  tried  again  with  the  Forceps, 
whether  the  Bones  remained  fo  ftrongly  con¬ 
nected,  but  I  could  not  do  this  often,  as  it 
gave  the  Patient  fo  much  Pain :  I  refolved 
therefore,  to  try  another  Method,  and  directed 
my  Pupil  to  drefs  the  Wound  externally  with 
Balfamum  Arccei ,  and  not  to  take  of  the  Dref- 
iings  for  forty-eight  Hours.  My  Intention 
in  doing  this  was,  that  the  ichorous  Matter 
might  corrode  and  feparate  the  Periojleum 
from  the  Bone,  by  which  the  Extraction 
of  the  Head  of  the  Bone  would  be  ren¬ 
dered  lefs  troublefomes  at  the  fame  Time 
I  applied  Comprefles  upon  the  Bread,  juft 
under  the  Axilla,  to  prevent  the  Matter  paf- 
fing  to  the  Ribs,  and  forming  a  Sinus . 

During  this  Interval,  he  had  much  Fe¬ 
ver,  to  check  which,  and  to  cleanfe  the  Blood 

of 
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of  the  abforbed  putrid  Matter,  I  ordered  him 
to  drink  daily  a  Quart  of  Milk  Whey,  and  to 
take  one  Dram  of  the  Pulv is  'Temper ans,  with 
two  Grains  of  Camphire,  every  Night:  At 
the  End  of  the  forty-eight  Hours,  I  took  off 
the  Dreffings,  and  found  that  a  great  Quanti¬ 
ty  of  Pus  and  fcetid  Ichor  had  been  collected, 
and  which  was  now  difcharged :  This  gave  me 
Hopes,  as  1  took  it  lor  a  certain  Sign,  that  the 
Bone  was  greatly  affeCted }  I  took  hold  of  the 
Bone  again  with  the  Forceps,  giving  it  a  ro¬ 
tatory  Motion  feveral  Times  without  caufing 
much  Pain,  and  continued  turning  it,  till  at 
length  the  bone,  though  no  great  Violence  was 
ufed,  broke  off,  and  the  Head  of  the  Bone 
only  remained  behind  in  the  Articulation: 
But  much  now  remained  to  be  done,  namely, 
how  to  get  the  Head  or  the  Bone  out  of  the  ' 
Cavity,  for  the  Ligament  of  the  Joint  re¬ 
tained  it  immoveably  fixed,  and  the  Deltoid 
Mufcle  had  clofely  contracted  itfelf  round  it 
and  as  it  were,  wedged  it  in. 

I  now  had  recourfe  again  to  the  Spunge 
Tents,  which  I  had  not  ufed  for  feveral  Days, 
having  only  applied  Doflils  of  Lint  to  the 
Wound  j  thefe  Tents  I  infinuated  between 
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the  Head  of  the  Humerus ,  and  the  Cavity  of 
the  Articulation,  to  force  out  the  Head  of  the 
Bone,  upon  which  the  whole  now  depended; 
at  the  fame  Time  I  flrove  as  much  as  poffible 
to  difengage  the  Deltoid  Mufcle  from  the  Head 
of  the  Bone  with  a  Spatula :  An  Inflamma¬ 
tion  and  Suppuration  fucceeded,  which  was 
my  Intention  and  Wifli.  At  every  Drefling, 
I  endeavoured  to  feparate  the  Mufcle  as  before, 
till,  at  length,  nothing  held  the  Bone  but  a 
Portion  of  the  Ligament  of  the  Joint,  which 
I  divided,  and  the  Head  of  the  Bone  eaflly 
came  out. 

I  now  directed  him  to  continue  the  Milk 
Whey,  and  the  attemperant  Medicines,  and 
took  care  to  let  him  frequently  have  fome 
nourifhing  Aliment ;  after  he  had  continued 
this  Regimen  for  a  Week,  the  Fever  abated, 
his  Appetite  returned,  he  flept  well,  the 
night  Sweats  ceafed,  and  he  began  to  find 
himfelf  pretty  well,  and  could  walk  about, 
and  in  about  fix  Weeks  after,  he  appeared  as 
lively  and  chearful,  as  if  he  had  never  been 
ill ;  but  there  remained  ftill  thefe  Difficulties, 
the  healing  of  the  Wound,  and  the  filling  up 
the  Cavity  which  the  Caput  Qffis  Humeri  had 
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occupied,  as  without  doubt  it  had  greatly  fuf- 
fered  from  the  putrid  Ichor,  and  in  all  proba¬ 
bility  was  carious ;  which  indeed  upon  Prob¬ 
ing,  was  confirmed.  The  Deltoid  Mufcle 
had  con  trailed  itfelf  more  ftrongly  about  it  than 
one  would  imagine,  and  with  refpedt  to  the 
Caries,  1  directed  foluble  Tents,  prepared  of 
Myrrh,  Aloes,  and  Honey,  with  the  Intention 
that  when  liquefied,  they  might  fpread  over  the 
Caries,  to  be  introduced  into  the  Cavity  twice 
a  Day,  yet  I  could  procure  no  Exfoliation, 
which  in  general  is  very  tedious  and  difficult 
in  Cartlaginous  Parts,  as  Experience  confirms. 
The  Parts  continued  in  this  State  from  Whit- 
fun  tide,  the  Time  when  the  Bone  was  taken 
out,  till  0 Bober,  about  the  End  of  which 
Month,  as  I  perceived. a  copious  Difcharge  of 
Ichor,  and  as  I  could  pafs  a  crooked  Probe  to 
the  Articulation,  Irefolved  to  lay  the open, 
by  which  means  I  attained  this  End,  viz. 
That  I  could  apply  the  Topics  freely  to  the 
carious  Parts ;  for  hitherto,  I  had  Reafon  to 
expect  that  only  one  Portion  of  the  Cartilage 
was  affedled ;  but  though  Balfamics  were  ap¬ 
plied,  both  by  Injedlions,  and  in  the  form  of 
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the  foluble  Tents,  yet  no  good  Matter  was'pro- 
cured,  the  Difcharge  hill  continuing  ichorous. 

The  Wound  continued  in  this  State,  to 
the  End  of  December ,  and  as  I  found  that  it 
did  not  cleanfe  effe&ually,  I  refolved  to  probe 
the  Part  again,  and  difcovered  a  Caries  which 
feemed  to  be  about  the  fixth  Part  of  an  Inch 
in  Diameter.  W e  now  dilated  the  Parts  to  the 
Caries,  and  dreffed  with  Baifamics;  at  length 
the  Caries  gradually  crumbled  away,  and  was 
difcharged  with  the  Matter,  which  was  of  a 
good  Confiftencc,  and  the  Bone  was  covered 
over,  fo  that  we  made  no  doubt,  as  he  was  * 
otherwife  in  good  Health,  that  he  would  be 
perfectly  cured :  One  Difficulty  ftill  remain¬ 
ed  ;  the  Deltoid  Mufcle  was  become  almoft 
Cartilaginous,  which  made  the  Dilatation 
troublefome,  and  retarded  the  Completion  of 
the  Cure,  and  may  ftill  perhaps  retard  it. — 
The  Event  of  this  Cafe  I  fhall  not  fail  of 
communicating  hereafter.

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CASE  XXV. 


Of  a  Hernia  that  came  to  Suppuration. 

Woman  about  fifty-three  Years  of 
Age  of  a  robuftConftitution,  was  received 
into  the  Charite,  fhe  informed  us  fhe  had  la¬ 
boured  hard  for  her  Supported  from  thence 
had  been  afflicted  with  a  Rupture  on  the  left 
Side  for  many  Years,  that  about  ten  Days  part, 
it  began  to  be  very  painful,  and  became  a  foft 
Tumor  as  it  ftill  was;  fhe  was  feverifh,  and 
her  Face  was  remarkably  red ;  I  examined 
the  Tumor  but  flightly,  as  it  had  broke  by 
the  Way,  probably  from  the  Motion  of  the 
Carriage  fhe  came  in.  I  ordered  my  Pupil  to 
examine  the  Part  with  Care,  and  to  inform 
me  of  the  State  he  found  it  in :  He  came  to 
me  in  the  Afternoon,  and  faid  that  he  had 
examined  her,  and  that  it  appeared  to  him, 
that  the  Faeces  were  mixed  with  the  Matter,  in 
which  Opinion  the  fetid  Smell  confirmed  him; 

I  wondered  at  it  a  good  deal,  for  I  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  the  Account  Ihe  had  given  to  be  true, 
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but  had  taken  the  Tumor  for  a  luppuratecf 
Buboe,  it  being  fo  common  for  the  Patients 
we  receive  into  the  Charite,  to  pretend  that 
they  have  Ruptures,  when  they  have  Buboes  % 
I  directed  my  Pupil  to  waflh  the  Part  with 
warm  Wine*  and  faid  that  I  would  come  and 
examine  it  myfelf. 

When  I  came,  I  found  that  real  Foeces 
were  difcharged  :  I  alfo  pafled  the  Probe  up¬ 
wards  and  downwards,  four  Inches  deep, 
without  putting  her  to  any  Pain,  nay,  the 
Probe  paffed  backwards  and  forwards  with¬ 
out  any  Obftrudtion,  which  fufficiently  de¬ 
noted  that  the  opening  communicated  with 
the  Gut :  To  convince  myfelf,  and  thofe  pre- 
fent,  of  the  Truth  of  this,  I  ordered  her  a 
Scruple  of  Rhubarb,  and  the  next  Day  we 
obferved  the  Excrements  in  the  Ulcer  tinged 
Yellow  with  the  Rhubarb,  and  which  fhe 
palled  through  this  Opening,  which  was  an 
Inch  in  Diameter,  and  no  Excrements  were 
difcharged  per  Anum .  What  was  farther  re¬ 
markable  in  this  Cafe,  was,  that  the  Urine 
was  alfo  difcharged  through  the  Ulcer,  and 
but  little  through  the  proper  Meatus. 
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With  refpedt  to  the  Cure,  as  the  was  of 
a  plethoric  Habit,  I  ordered  her  to  be  blood¬ 
ed,  and  directed  for  her  lome  cooling  Draughts, 
and  theParts,  as  theywere  lomewhat  inflamed, 
to  be  fomented  with  refolvent  and  difcutient 
Fomentations ;  I  drelfed  the  Ulcer  with  Elixir 
Propnetatis  cum  jlceto  Preparatum ,  to  prevent 
the  Putrefcency  we  had  to  fear:  Profeflor 
P alias  afterwards  ordered  it  to  be  drelfed  with 
a  Liniment,  prepared  of  Myrrh,  Camphire, 
and  Nitre,  which  had  a  good  EffeCt  in  clean- 
flng  it.  The  Ulcer  remained  for  lometime 
in  the  fame  State ;  the  Suppuration  was  good, 
ihe  had  very  little  Fever,  and  had  a  good  Ap¬ 
petite,  and  what  gave  her  the  moil  Uneafi- 
nefs,  was,  that  Ihe  was  allowed  nothing  but 
Soups,  and  fome  white  Bread ;  for  as  we  had 
gi^at  Hopes  of  healing  this  Ulcer,  we  forbad 
her  any  more  folid  Aliment,  which,  from  the 
Diftention  the  Fceces  would  produce,  muft 
interiupt  the  Cure.  The  Part  was  drelfed 
with  Digeftives  for  fome  Time,  and  then  with 
balfamic  Liniments,  by  which  means  the 
Ulcer  gradually  contracted,  and  lefs  Fceces 
were  difcharged  through  this  Palfage;  and 
the  Fceces  now  palfed  the  natural  Way  per 
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Anum ;  which  was  farther  promoted  by  the 
ufe  of  Clyfters ;  the  Urine  alfo  began  to  have 
its  natural  Courfe  from  the  Bladder,  the  Bal- 
famic  Applications  were  continued,  and  the 
Wound  gradually  healed,  and  the  Surface 
was  perfectly  equal,  a  fmall  Part  only  re¬ 
maining  not  quite  cicatrized :  So  that  fhe 
feemed  perfectly  well,  making  no  Complaint 
but  of  the  {lender  Diet  fhe  was  obliged  to  ob- 
ferve ;  which,  however,  I  perfuaded  her  Bill 
to  continue.  She  remained  thus  for  a  fhort 
Time,  when  my  Pupil  informed  me,  that  fhe 
was  fuddenly  feized  with  Vomitings,  accom¬ 
panied  with  an  inflammatory  Fever,  fevere 
Pains  in  her  Bowels,  and  Coftivenefs;  and 
that  fhe  was  alfo  delirious :  From  thefe  Symp¬ 
toms  it  appeared  that  fhe  had  an  Inflamma¬ 
tion  in  her  Bowels,  and  upon  a  farther  In¬ 
quiry,  I  found  that  fire  had  eagerly  eaten  a 
great  Quantity  of  coarfe  Bread,  foon  after 
which  flie  was  feized  with  a  violent  Pain  in 
her  Bowels,  and  became  coftive,  all  which 
fhe  concealed  from  us. 

To  abate  the  Inflammation  which  the  hard 
quick  Pulfe  and  the  Delirium  fufficiently  de¬ 
noted,  Die  was  blooded  plentifully,  nitrous 
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oily  Clyfters  were  injected,  the  external  Parts

were  fomented,  and  attemperant  Draughts 
and  Diluents  were  adminiftered  internally, 
but  without  affording  the  leafi:  Relief,  for 
her  Pulfe  became  fmall,  a  cold  Sweat  fuc- 
ceeded,  with  ratling  in  the  Throat,  and  Death 
enfued.  The  next  Morning  I  went  to  the 
Charite  in  order  to  examine  the  Body,  I 
found  the  Abdomen  greatly  fwelled,  the  ul¬ 
cerated  Part  was  livid,  and  had  a  very  fmall 
Opening  in  it,  through  which  one  might  pafs 
a  common  Probe  into  the  Abdomen  without 
Reiiftance.  I  opened  the  Abdomen  with 
Care,  leaving  intire  the  inferior  half  of  the 
abdominal  Mufcles,  from  the  two  OJJa  UeL 
The  fmall  and  large  Inteftines  appeared  to 
have  been  greatly  inflamed,  and  were  of  a 
dark  brown  Colour,  and  the  Veins,  the  fmall 
ones  particularly,  were  very  full  of  Blood ;  to¬ 
wards  the  Pefaisy  we  found  an  extravafated 
fcetid  Fluid,  which,  when  the  inferior  Por¬ 
tion  of  the  abdominal  Mufcles  was  raifed, 
we  perceived  in  great  Quantity :  I  cut  care¬ 
fully  through  the  abdominal  Mufcles  of  the 
oppofite  Side,  in  a  longitudinal  Direction, 
&bout  three  Fingers  Breadth  from  the  Linea 
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'Alba,  that  I  might  examine  the  Parts  in  their 
natural  Situation.  The  Parts  about  the  Ulcer 
adhered  to  the  Peritonaeum ,  and  the  Paflage 
into  the  Ulcer,  proceeded  as  well  from  the 
Colon ,  as  from  the  Ileum ;  both  adhered  to 
the  Peritonaeum ,  in  the  Form  of  an  acute 
Angle,  and  the  Aperture  or  Communication 
was  fituated  in  this  common  Angle  ;  and 
hence  it  was  no  wonder,  that  not  only  the 
Excrements,  but  alfo  a  great  Quantity  of  the 
Liquids  palled  this  Way,  as  it  is  well  known 
that  the  Ileum  belongs  to  the  fmall  Guts,  and 
receives  the  Aliment,  as  well  Liquid  as  Solid, 
by  means  of  the  Duodenum  and  "Jejunum , 
and  therefore  it  is  certain,  that  little  of  the 
Fluids  could  pafs  through  the  Bladder  $  the 
other  Vifcera  were  found,  the  Lungs  were 
full  of  Blood,  as  is  ufual  in  inflammatory  Di- 
herders. 

This  Woman  might  probably  have  been 
cured,  if  fhe  had  not  eaten  that  Quantity  of 
Bread,  which  fuddenly  aiftending  th^  Intef- 
tines,  was  the  Oceafion  of  a  frefli  Inflam¬ 
mation  about  the  Part  where  the  Ulcer  had 

been.  The  extravafated  Fluid  found  among 
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the  Inteftines,  was  nothing  but  a  gangrenous 
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Ichor,  fach  as  is  commonly  found  in  thefe. 
Cafes,  and  which  is  forced  out  of  the  Blood 
Veffels  obftruded  with  the  ftagnant  Blood, 
part  of  which  alfo  came  from  the  Parts 
about  the  Ulcer,  which  were  fphacelated. 

I  must  here  Remark,  that  this  Cafe  was 
a  Hernia  Cruralis ,  which  moftly  happens  to 
Women,  and  hence  may  eafily  be  miftaken 
for  a  Venereal  Buboe, 

I  remember  we  had  a  Patient  who 
had  an  Hernia  Inguinalis ,  which  had  been 
treated  by  an  ignorant  Perfon  for  a  matu¬ 
rated  Buboe,  who  opened  it,  and  when  in- 
Read  of  Matter,  he  obferved  Fceces,  he  for- 
fook  the  Patient,  who  foon  after  died  in  the
